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Review  of  the  A.A.U.  Season,  1921-22 


Amateur  Athletic  Union  National  Championship 

By  C.  E.  McBride,  Kansas  City,  Mo. 

Kansas  City  has  so  thoroughly  established  itself  as  the  basketball  center 
of  the  world,  that  several  of  the  teams  competing  in  the  National  A.A.U. 
tournament  last  March  for  the  second  time  in  two  years,  suggested  that  the 
notional  championship  tournament  in  Convention  Hall,  Kansas  City,  be  made 
an  annual  affair.  The  tourney  of  1921,  held  under  the  direction  of  the 
Kansas  City  Athletic  Club,  with  Dr.  J.  A.  Reilly,  athletic  director,  in  charge, 
doubled  the  entry  of  the  biggest  national  tourney  before  that  year  and  was  a 
financial  success.  So  successful,  in  fact,  that  the  A.A.U.  again  awarded  the 
tournament  to  Kansas  City,  and  the  1922  event  was  so  fine  in  every  way 
that  many  of  the  visiting  teams  departed  with  the  declaration  that  "they 
would  like  to  come  back  to  Kansas  City  for  the  week's  play  each  year." 

Substantiating  the  boast  of  Kansas  City  as  the  basketball  mecca  of  the 
world,  one  may  cite  the  fact  that  a  Kansas  City  team  won  the  championship 
in  1921,  with  Southwestern  College  of  Winfield,  Kans.,  being  runner-up,  and 
the  further  fact  that  another  Kansas  City  quintette  won  the  title  in  1922,  de- 
feating in  the  finals  the  Kansas  City  championship  five  of  1921.  Perhaps 
the  attendance  and  receipts  figures  of  the  1922  tournament  will  be  interest- 
ing, and  by  way  of  showing  the  fine  success  of  the  national  play  in  its  two 
years'  stand  in  Kansas  City,  the  figures  for  both  years  are  herewith  given:

bells sent  Southwestern  College  down  to  defeat.  From  the  start  of  the  game 
until  near  the  finish,  when  the  L-C's  ran  in  several  substitu.es,  the  future 
champions  completely  outclassed  their  opponents.  A  defense,  effective 
against  the  long  shooting  of  the  Southwestern  offense,  baffl  d  the  visitors, 
who  were  a  long  time  in  getting  under  way.  Toward  the  end  of  the  game, 
however,  after  a  shift  had  been  made  in  the  L-C  line-up,  Southwestern  put 
on  a  spurt  which  made  the  final  score  much  closer.  Long  goals  by  Kahler 
and  Gardner  caused  just  a  trifle  apprehension  on  the  L-C  as  to  the  wisdom 
of  removing  the  first  string  players.  The  floor  play  of  George  Reeves  and 
"Pidge"  Browning  and  the  goal  work  of  the  two  Williamses— George  and 
Fred — provided  all  that  was  necessary  to  stop  Southwestern. 

The  K.C.A.C.-Indianapolis  game 
was  a  thriller  in  the  first  five  min-

But  that  was  as 
close  as  the  "Y"  five  came  to  making  its  bid  for  a  national  championship. 
Francis  Hess's  free  throwing  was  a  feature  of  the  game.  In  the  first  half 
he  tossed  in  seven  out  of  eight  attempts  and  in  the  second  missed  only 
two  in  nine  trials.  Indianapolis  was  "off"  at  this  style  of  play.  In  the  four 
games  played  so  far  in  the  tournament  the  Blue  Diamonds  scored  a  total  of 
253  points  against  their  opponents'  94.  The  Lowe  &  Campbell  record  shows 
the  team  made  161  points  and  their  opponents  94.

It  was  a  smashing  victory,  clean  cut,  well  earned.  The  L-C's  fought  fairly 
and  cleanly.

The  Central  Association  A.A.U.  unlimited 
weight  championship  was  held  February  23,  24 
and  25,  1922,  at  the  202d  Artillery  Armory, 
Thorndale  Avenue  and  Broadway,  Chicago,  111. 
The  135-pound  championship  was  held  March  2, 
3  and  4,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Logan  Square 
Athletic  Club  and  the  202d  Artillery  (Anti-Air 
Craft)  of  Chicago.  Both  tournaments  were 
especially  successful,  the  best  basketball  being 
played  in  the  unlimited  division,  where  compe- 
tition was  keen  and  the  scores  close. 

The   Armour    Square   American   Legion   Post 
george  H.  heckler.  team   won   the   unlimited   weight   championship 

by  defeating  the  previous  year's  champions — the 
DeSoto  K.ofC.  team — in  a  fast,  well  played  game  in  the  final.  The  Rockaway 
Athletic  Club  won  third  place  by  defeating  the  Exmoors,  who,  the  night 
before,  had  eliminated  the  Chicago  Defenders,  a  strong  colored  team  that  was 
picked  by  many  to  win  the  championship. 

Armour  Square  Cornells  for  the  second  successive  year  won  the  champion- 
ship in  the  135-pound  class.  They  again  defeated  the  Clippers,  who  also  were 
runners-up  in  1921.  Third  place  went  to  St.  Patrick's  Academy,  which 
defeated  the  Alverno  Athletic  Association  in  a  well  played  game. 

Three  courts  were  used  in  the  preliminaries  and  first  and  second  rounds, 
making  it  possible  to  play  the  entire  schedule  in  three  days.  The  following 
men  served  as  referees  and  umpires:  H.  G.  Immenhausen,  A.  F.  Hammesfahr, 
P.  S.  Moore,  Ray  Umbright,  E.  G.  Brown,  Nick  Malloy,  Ed  Lang,  J.  B.  Trav- 
nicek,  R.  Quant,  J.  R.  Hoi  way,  J.  A.  Farmer  and  H.R.Crook.  The  officiating 
was  of  the  highest  caliber.  National  Approved  Basketball  Officials  in  this 
section  served  in  a  most  commendable  way  in  the  tournaments,  as  well  as  in 
other  games  throughout  the  year,  due  principally  to  a  uniform  interpretation 
of  the  rules.

The  amateur  basketball  situation  has  cleared  in  great  shape  in  the  Pitts- 
burgh district,  which  of  course  means  Western  Pennsylvania.  Competition 
never  was  keener  and  the  sportsmanship  was  on  a  high  plane.  The  players 
co-operated  with  the  Committee  to  the  end  that  their  problems  could  be 
worked  out  satisfactorily,  and  the  different  classes  were  so  arranged  that 
real  contests  were  always  in  evidence.  The  boys  now  know  that  it  pays  to 
play  fair,  and  the  old  time  "cheaters"  are  becoming  so  scarce  that  they  auto- 
matically eliminate  themselves. 

The  season  opened  early  in  December  and  did  not  close  finally  until  Satur- 
day, April  15,  1922,  when  it  may  be  truthfully  said  that  the  curtain  rang  down 
on  a  show  which  every  lover  of  basketbaL  wants  to  see  repeated.  In  fact, 
interest  has  become  so  intense  that  it  is  rumored  that  many  A.M.A.  teams 
will  play  outdoor  basketball  throughout  the  spring  and  summer  season. 

There  were  forty-three  regularly  organized  teams  taking  part  in  basketball, 
more  than  three  hundred  and  fifty  registered  athletes,  and  three  very  active 
leagues — a  senior  and  two  juniors.  The  senior  league,  known  as  the  Alle- 
gheny Amateur  League,  in  which  the  Heinz  House  won  first  place,  played  to 
large  crowds  and  the  real  competitive  spirit  prevailed  throughout  the  season.

Indiana  Association  A.A.U.

Amateur  basketball  in  Indiana  is  handled  by  three  organized  bodies — the 
High  School  Association,  the  College  Conference  and  the  Indiana  Amateur 
Basketball  Association.  The  best  teams  in  the  state,  namely,  Indiana,  Purdue 
and  Notre  Dame  Universities,  are  all  Indiana  A.A.U.  clubs,  but  inasmuch 
as  they  confine  their  activities  to  collegiate  competition,  do  not  ask  for  sanc- 
tions for  their  contests.  Up  to  the  present  time  the  A.A.U.  has  merely  acted 
as  an  overseer  of  the  sport,  to  see  that  it  is  handled  in  the  proper  manner. 

The  Indiana  Amateur  Basketball  Association  is  a  private  organization, 
which  has  been  running  a  tournament  for  independent  teams  for  several 
years.  Their  rules  originally  were  quite  lax,  but  they  are  now  in  the 
Association  as  a  club  member  and  conduct  their  tournament  under  A.A.U. 
rules.  They  expect  to  run  their  play-offs  and  tournament  as  a  sanctioned 
affair  as  soon  as  the  various  teams  are  converted  to  A.A.U.  ideas.  As  their 
teams  are  widely  scattered  and  in  many  cases  remote,  this  proposition 
requires  time  and  patience. 

The  Indianapolis  Y.M.C.A.  team,  which  is  made  up  entirely  of  registered 
athletes,  was  selected  as  the  representative  of  the  Indiana  A.A.U.  at  the 
national  tournament  held  in  Kansas  City.  This  team  made  a  very  good 
showing,  as  it  reached  the  semi-final  round  and  then  put  up  a  good  fight  for 
third  place.  

Southeastern  Association  A.A.U. 

The  majority  of  games  played  in  the  Southeastern  Association  under 
A.A.U.  auspices  were  by  teams  representing  colleges  of  Y.M.C.A.'s.  Out- 
side of  these  two  groups,  there  were  three  outstanding  teams.  The  Atlanta 
Athletic  Club  of  Atlanta,  Ga.,  put  a  team  of  veterans  in  the  field  and  went 
through  the  season  with  a  record  of  only  one  defeat,  not  counting  the 
national  tournament  in  Kansas  City.  They  met  every  outstanding  team  in 
collegiate,  Y.M.C.A.  and  athletic  club  circles  in  this  section,  and  as  no 
championship  tournament  was  held  their  record  clearly  entitles  them  to  the 
championship  consideration. 

The  Infantry  School  of  Camp  Benning,  Ga.,  had  a  strong  team  which 
played  the  majority  of  the  representative  teams  with  a  result  of  eighteen 
games  won  and  eight  lost.  The  Birmingham  Athletic  Club  of  Birmingham, 
Ala.,  lost  several  veteran  performers,  but  the  newcomers  acquitted  them- 
selves with  credit  and  show  promise  of  becoming  stars. 

Basketball  in  this  section  is  becoming  more  popular  each  year,  as  is 
evidenced  by  the  increasing  attendance  at  games  and  the  additional  teams 
entering  the  sport.  It  is  believed  that  the  work  of  the  A.A.U.  has  had  a 
great  deal  to  do  with  the  popularizing  of  this  sport.

New  Orleans  Prep  School  League. 

Warren  Easton  High  again  captured  the  prep  school  title  when  Coach 
Perry  Roehm's  team  won  ten  consecutive  contests  and  lost  none.  Six  teams 
were  entered  in  the  league,  the  other  five  schools  finishing  as  follows:  St. 
Aloysius  College,  Holy  Cross  College,  Jesuits  High,  Verrina  High  and  Rugbv 
Academy. 

Although  Warren  Easton  did  not  lose  a  game  it  does  not  necessarily  follow 
that  the  Old  Gold  and  Purple  had  an  easy  time  winning  the  championship. 
Quite  the  contrary.  High  School  was  extended  to  the  limit  to  win  every 
game.  The  big  surprise  in  this  league  was  the  showing  of  the  highly  rated 
Jesuit  team,  which  finished  in  fourth  place.  The  Bluejays  seemed  to  lack 
"pep"  after  losing  their  first  game  to  Easton  in  an  extra  five  minutes  of  play 
by  a  16  to  15  score.  The  teams  comprising  the  Prep  League  made  it  one  of 
the  best  balanced  circuits  since  its  organization  in  1915. 
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Municipal  Amateur  Basketball  Association 
Minneapolis,  Minn. 

Under  Direction  of  the  Recreation  Department,  Board  of  Park  Commissioners. 

By  H.  A.  Johnson,  Director  of  Recreation  Centers. 

Basketball,  under  the  direction  of  the  Municipal  Amateur  Basketball  Asso- 
ciation, has  continued  to  grow,  and  promises  to  become  one  of  the  leading 
branches  of  winter  sports  conducted  by  this  department.  This  Association 
is  only  three  years  old,  but  in  this  short  time  it  has  grown  over  300  per  cent. 
It  is  a  regrettable  fact  that  we  have  no  floors  of  our  own  on  which  to  stage  • 
these  games.  This  drawback  has  held  down  the  growth  of  basketball  even 
more  than  any  one  can  imagine,  as  every  year  we  are  forced  to  refuse 
admittance  of  teams  that  have  no  floors  to  play  on.  Fifty-two  teams  enrolled 
as  members  of  the  Association  in  1922,  being  divided  in  the  following 
classes:  One  Commercial  Division,  consisting  of  bona-fide  employes  of  the 
firm  they  represented;  one  Senior  Division,  with  no  age  limit;  one  Inter- 
mediate Division,  made  up  of  players  under  20  years  of  age  and  not  to 
exceed  150  pounds;  two  Junior  Divisions,  made  up  of  players  under  18 
years  of  age  and  not  to  exceed  135  pounds;  two  Boys'  Divisions,  made  up 
of  players  under  16  years  of  age  and  not  to  exceed  120  pounds;  and  a 
Bankers  League,  made  up  of  employes  of  the  various  banks  of  the  city.  The 
last  two  divisions  are  new  in  the  history  of  the  Association  and  it  speaks 
well  for  the  future  of  the  game.  The  Boys'  Divisions  were  formed  in  order 
to  coach  the  younger  boys  in  the  fundamental  rules  of  the  game,  so  that 
they  would  have  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  game  when  they  had  grad- 
uated to  older  company.  . 

It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  business  houses  are  beginning  to  realize 
the  need  of  furnishing  some  kind  of  active  recreation  for  their  employes 
during  the  winter  months,  and  this  year  marked  the  beginning  of  entries 
of  teams  from  these  various  concerns.  The  active  and  wholehearted  co-op- 
eration between  the  directors  of  the  settlement  houses  and  this  Department 
was  largely  responsible  for  the  wonderful  success  of  the  Association  this 
year.  The  directors  in  charge  of  gymnasiums  which  were  represented  in 
our  Association  were  directly  responsible  for  the  conduct  and  eligibility  of 
their  teams.  This  aided  materially  in  the  improvement  of  the  game.  The 
competent  staff  of  officials  appointed  to  handle  the  games  realized  the 
standard  of  play  set  up  by  this  Department,  and  worked  hard  and  faithfully 
to  uphold  this  standard.  Intense,  city-wide  interest  was  displayed  through- 
out the  season,  with  clean  play  an  outstanding  feature  in  all  games.  Rowdy- 
ism on  the  floor  last  season  was  almost  nil,  and  no  doubt  will  be  a  thing 
of  the  past  after  another  season  of  play.  , 

The  Washburn-Crosby  Milling  Company  team,  by  playing  consistent  ball 
all  season,  took  honors  in  the  Commercial  Divisions,  and  the  Emerson  A.C. 
won  the  cup  in  the  Senior  Division.  Both  teams  went  through  their  schedule 
without  a  defeat.  The  Marshall  Seniors  won  the  cup  in  the  Intermediate 
Division  without  a  loss  chalked  against  them.  In  tta  play-off  for  the  city 
title  between  the  Commercials  and  Senior  teams,  the  Washburn-Crosbys  won 
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out  by  taking  two  games  straight,  both  games  won  by  a  three-point  margin. 
In  the  Junior  Division,  the  Wells  Juniors  and  Citizens  Club  teams  were 
tied  for  first  place,  the  Citizens  finally  winning  the  play-off  and  champion- 
ship.   The  Citizens  Club  team  also  won  the  title  in  the  boys'  division. 

In  order  to  encourage  true  sportsmanship  principles,  sportsmanship 
trophies  for  the  various  divisions  were  put  up  for  play,  the  teams  ranking 
highest  winning  the  cup.  In  ranking  the  teams,  the  opinions  of  the  referees, 
captains  of  the  various  teams  and  the  directors  in  charge  of  basketball  were 
consulted  and  an  agreement  reached.  The  Rox  A.C.  team  won  the  cup  in 
the  Intermediate  Division,  with  the  Washington  Neighborhood  House  team 
winning  it  in  the  Junior  Division  and  the  Northeast  Neighborhood  House 
taking  it  in  the  Boys'  Division.       

Basketball  in  Colorado

The  state  amateur  championship  held  by  the  Y.M.C.A.  in  Denver  brought 
together  the  very  best  amateur  talent  in  Colorado,  the  Wheatridge  Athletic 
Club  winning.  This  team  was  composed  of  boys  who  were  raised  in  Wheat- 
ridge, a  suburb  of  Denver,  and  had  played  together  all  their  lives.  The 
result  was  perfect  passing  and  teamwork,  a  combination  that  cannot  be 
beaten.  One  member  of  the  team  was  Holman  Bunger,  former  Kansas 
Agricultural  College  star  and  who  was  a  unanimous  choice  for  All-Missouri 
Valley  Conference  forward  in  1921. 

There  were  numerous  independent  leagues  in  Denver  and  elsewhere 
throughout  the  state.  Among  the  more  important  may  be  mentioned  the 
Y.M.C.A.  House  League  of  Denver.  The  McPhee  &  McGinnity  team  won 
the  title,  although  the  Marathons  and  Mu  Theta  Sigma  team  pushed  them 
close.  In  the  city  championship  the  McPhee  &  McGinnity  team  won  an 
eventful  series  from  the  Wheatridge  team. 


Club  Basketball  in  Montana

There  were  more  than  the  usual  number  of  club  basketball  teams  in 
Montana  during  the  season  of  1922.  Most  of  the  larger  cities  had ?  city 
leagues  which  completed  rather  extended  schedules.  The  Y.M.C.A.'s  in 
Butte,  Billings,  Miles  City,  and  Helena  were  centers  of  such  activities.  In 
addition,  Butte  and  Anaconda  had  independent  city  leagues  which  were 
quite  successful.  No  state  championship  was  determined  among  these 
quintettes,  but  the  Columbus  Independents,  the  Livingston  Railroad  Club, 
the  Havre  Independents,  the  Elks  of  Kalispell,  the  Boulevards  and  the 
Xanthos  teams  of  Butte,  and  the  East  Ends  and  the  Bankers  of  Anaconda, 
were  all  capable  of  giving  the  college  aggregations  of  Montana  a  good 
tussle.  The  Xanthos  Club  of  Butte  and  the  Columbus  Independents  prob- 
ably played  the  best  basketball,  though  an  unqualified  statement  is  impos- 
sible owing  to  the  failure  of  the  widely  separated  teams  to  meet  each  other. 
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Basketball  in  Idaho 

Independent  basketball  flourished  in  Idaho  during  the  1921-22  season. 
In  the  lower  Snake  River  Valley  section  the  Southern  Idaho  Independent 
League,  organized  at  Rupert  and  composed  of  four  teams,  went  through  a 
very  successful  season,  the  pennant  being  won  by  the  Rupert  Irrigators  with 
six  victories  and  not  a  single  defeat.  The  league,  which  is  a  continuation 
of  the  Gem  State  Legion  League  of  last  year,  was  reorganized  on  January 
5,  1922,  with  four  teams  admitted  as  official  contestants,  these  being  the 
towns  of  Rupert,  Burley,  Albion  and  Declo.  L.  B.  Scheffel  of  Rupert  was 
chosen  chairman  of  the  league,  and  provisions  were  made  for  the  winning 
team  to  play  the  Eastern  Idaho  champions. 

The  play  of  all  teams  during  the  season  was  fast  and  clean  and  of  a 
higher  standard  than  the  previous  season.  Grace  of  Rupert  was  the  best 
individual  scorer,  averaging  20  points  per  game.  The  Rupert  Irrigators 
proved  to  be  the  class  of  the  league  as  well  as  all  Southern  Idaho.  After 
winning  the  league  title  the  Rupert  Irrigators  added  more  laurels  by 
defeating  the  fast  Twin  Falls  American  Legion  Post  by  the  decisive  score  of 
35  to  15.  The  Shelley  Russetts,  winners  of  independent  basketball  in  the 
Eastern  Section,  defeated  the  Rupert  Irrigators  in  one  of  a  final  two-game 
series  played  between  these  teams  for  the  title  of  Eastern  and  Southern 
Idaho.  Shelley  won  the  first  game,  29 — 17,  but  lost  the  second,  30 — 46. 
It  is  hoped  that  this  season  a  tournament  can  be  arranged  to  decide  the 
state  champions,  as  the  title  was  left  in  doubt  last  season.

In  keeping  with  the  progress  that  basketball  has  enjoyed,  the  City 
Basket  Ball  Association  completed  on  February  18,  1922,  its  third  and  most 
impressive  season.

Basketball  in  Hawaii

Never  before  in  the  history  of  basketball  in  Hawaii  has  the  sport  enjoyed 
the  popularity  experienced  during  the  season  of  1922,  which  began  January 
21  and  terminated  March  18.  Col.  W.  D.  Potter,  Adjutant  General  of 
Hawaii,  arranged  for  the  use  of  the  Hawaiian  National  Guard  Armory, 
which  afforded  an  ideal  playing  space. 

More  than  3,000  spectators  witnessed  the  championship  game  of  the 
Interscholastic  League,  won  by  Mills  School  from  St.  Louis  College.  A 
three-man  defense  and  four-man  offense,  with  a  minimum  of  dribbling, 
characterized  the  style  of  play  in  this  league.  The  outstanding  star  was 
Ah  Fo  Pung  of  Mills  School,  a  full-blooded  Chinese  weighing  103  pounds. 
He  was  unusually  accurate  in  shooting  goals  from  the  side  lines  and  15 
to  30  feet  out  from  the  basket.

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Last  year  fourteen  teams  competed  for  the  title  in  the  Honolulu  Bas. 
ball  League,  but  it  was  found  advisable  to  limit  the  number  to  eight  in  19< 
and  the  results  exceeded  expectations.  The  remaining  teams  sought  oth^i 
leagues,  resulting  in  nine  different  schedules.  The  league  was  sanctioned 
by  the  A.A.U.  and  the  rules  observed.  The  teams  finished  in  the  following 
order:  National  Guard,  Outrigger  Club,  University,  Palama  Settlement,  Ail- 
Around  Chinese,  Marines  Athletic  Club,  Pearl  Harbor  Athletic  Club 
(Sailors),  Luke  Field  Service  Club  (Aviators). 

The  first  four  teams  were  tied  for  the  championship,  and  in  the  play-off 
the  National  Guard  defeated  the  Outrigger  Club  by  the  score  of  23—22, 
the  last  basket  being  scored  just  as  time  was  called.  J.  E.  Hoch  of  Los 
Angeles  did  most  of  the  officiating  and  kept  the  game  well  in  hand  at  all 
times.  The  closing  contests  were  exceptionally  close  and  exciting.  The 
fans  showed  their  appreciation  by  turning  out  in  Tiundreds. 

Upon  the  completion  of  this  schedule  the  first  annual  Territorial  A.A.U. 
tournament  was  drawn,  with  the  following  teams  entered:  National  Guard, 
champions  of  Honolulu  League;  Outrigger  Club,  runner-up  in  Honolulu 
League;  University  of  Hawaii,  third  in  Honolulu  League;  Mills  School, 
champions  Interscholastic  League;  Hilo  Boarding  School  Alumni,  cham- 
pions Island  of  Hawaii;  Alumni  Alerts,  champions  Island  of  Maui;  35th 
Infantry,  champions  Army  League;  Pearl  Harbor  Athletic  Club,  champions 
Navy  League. 

The  Outrigger  Club  won  the  championship  of  the  entire  territory.  Get- 
ting away  to  a  poor  start  in  the  opening  game  with  Pearl  Harbor  Athletic 
Club,  they  barely  won  out  in  the  last  few  minutes  of  play.  The  National 
Guard  outclassed  the  champions  of  the  Island  of  Maui  and  then  played  the 
Outriggers.  Standing  room  was  at  a  premium  when  these  teams  met,  as 
the  National  Guard  previously  had  twice  defeated  the  Outriggers,  once  by 
three  points  and  again  by  one  point.  The  game  seesawed  until  the  last  ten 
minutes,  when  the  Outrigger  "hit  a  streak"  and  won  by  eleven  points. 

This  put  the  Outriggers  in  the  finals.  The  champions  of  the  Island  of 
Hawaii  won  from  the  Interscholastic  champions  without  much  effort,  and 
a  victory  over  the  University  of  Hawaii  by  a  single  point  put  them  in  the 
finals.  The  Hilo  Boarding  School  Alumni  team,  made  up  of  Hawaiians, 
naturally  were  the  favorites.  At  half  time  they  led  by  20 — 17,  but  from 
then  on  the  Hilo  team  was  outplayed,  losing  the  championship  of  the  terri- 
tory, 46 — 26.  The  tournament  was  a  remarkable  success  from  every  stand- 
point.    Splendid  sportmanship  and  clean  play  marked  the  entire  series. 

Basketball  at  last  has  taken  its  proper  place  in  Hawaii  and  undoubtedly 
will  be  heard  from  in  national  tournaments  in  a  year  or  so.  Heretofore  the 
attendance  was  reckoned  in  tens  and  twenties,  while  hundreds  paid  admis- 
sion in  1922.

Princeton's  miracle  team  won  its  first  Intercollegiate  League  champion- 
ship in  1922  by  defeating  Pennsylvania  in  a  post-season  game  played  ai 
Princeton,  March  28,  before  a  record-breaking  throng,  by  the  score  of  28 
to  22.  At  the  start  of  the  season  the  Tigers  were  not  figured  by  the  "experts' 
to  be  anywhere  in  the  running,  but  the  Orange  and  Black  players  and 
their  new  coach,  Hill  Zahn,  brother  of  Dartmouth's  mentor,  kept  plugging 
along  and  became  the  surprise  of  the  League. 

When  the  Tigers   started  their  final  game   of  the  season  on  March   18

against  Pennsylvania,  at  Philadelphia,  they  were  barely  conceded  an  outside 
chance  to  defeat  the  Red  and  Blue;  but  Loeb,  their  star  guard,  was  unerring 
from  the  foul  mark,  making  18  points  out  of  20  tries,  and  his  teammates 
were  on  their  toes  and  accomplished  the  unexpected  and  defeated  the  League 
leaders  by  the  score  of  34  to  24  and  tied  up  the  League  standing,  each  team 
having  won  eight  games  and  lost  two. 

Pennsylvania  agreed  to  play  off  the  tie  on  Princeton's  floor,  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  in  1916  the  two  teams  played  off  the  tie  existing  that  year  on 
Pennsylvania's  floor,  as  a  result  of  winning  the  toss  of  a  coin  by  Pennsyl 
vania.  The  committees  of  the  two  universities  hope  thus  to  set  a  precedent 
to  rule  future  play-offs.'

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The  play-off  game  was  featured  by  a  splendid  defense  put  up  by  the 
Tigers,  who  held  the  heavy  scoring  Pennsylvania  team  to  four  field  goals, 
all  made  in  the  second  half.  This,  coupled  with  the  alertness  and  general 
all-around  excellence  of  the  Orange  and  Black  on  the  offensive,  gave  them 
a  clean-cut  and  well  deserved  victory  and  championship. 

It  is  hard  to  single  out  particular  individuals  in  the  Tiger  line-up  for 
credit  in  their  victory.  Klaess  contributed  three  timely  baskets;  Gaines 
batted  in  two  at  crucial  moments  and  threw  in  two  others,  scoring  four  in 
all,  and  otherwise  outplayed  Captain  Grave  of  Pennsylvania.  Loeb  was 
unerring  from  the  foul  line,  and  with  Jefferies  and  Foster  formed  a  barrier 
on  the  defense. 

While  Pennsylvania  was  defeated,  the  Red  and  Blue  players  were  not 
dishonored  and  made  the  Tigers  fight  for  every  inch.  Particularly,  Rose- 
nast,  the  plucky  forward  who  played  with  a  broken  wrist  encased  in  a 
heavy  leather  bandage,  should  come  in  for  especial  mention.  Rosenast, 
Huntzinger  and  Grave,  playing  their  last  game  for  Pennsylvania,  put  up  a 
plucky  but  losing  fight.

Pennsylvania  started  the  season  a  strong  favorite  to  win  the  championship 
for  the  fourth  straight  year.  The  Quakers  presented  a  veteran  line-up,  only 
Danny  McNichol  being  out  of  the  champion  team  of  the  year  before,  and 
his  place  was  filled  by  Miller,  who  had  alternated  as  a  regular  in  1921. 
But  Captain  Grave,  Miller  and  Voegelin  played  through  a  strenuous  season 
of  foot  ball  and  took  up  basketball  without  any  lay-off.  The  Quakers  also 
suffered  a  severe  loss  when  Rosenast  broke  his  arm  in  the  game  at  Hanover 
against  Dartmouth  early  in  the  season.  The  Red  and  Blue  had  a  great  team, 
fully  up  to  the  championship  standard,  but  these  factors  together  with  a 
stiff  schedule  embracing  twenty-eight   games  against  the   strong  teams  of

the  East,  proved  too  great  a  task.  The  Red  and  Blue  was  capably  coached 
by  Eddie  McNichol,  assisted  by  Joe  Fogarty. 

The  class  of  the  League,  too,  was  far  above  the  average.  Dartmouth, 
coached  by  George  Zahn,  turned  out  a  veteran  aggregation  of  sterling  worth. 
The  Green  had  a  successful  season  and  just  missed  making  the  race  a 
triple  tie,  losing  to  both  the  champions  and  Pennsylvania  by  the  narrow 
margin  of  one  point. 

Cornell  was  the  fourth  team  in  the  circuit  to  present  a  great  line-up. 
Coach  Howard  Ortner,  himself  once  a  Cornell  star,  was  confronted  with  a 
peculiar  problem  at  the  start  of  the  season,  in  that  he  had  two  stars  of  former 
years  eligible  only  for  the  first  term.  These  men — Porter  and  Cornish — 
were  in  the  line-up  in  the  early  games,  and  Cornell  lost  the  championship 
by  losing  the  first  three  games  to  Columbia,  Dartmouth  and  Princeton, 
respectively.  After  this  bad  start,  Porter  and  Cornish  being  ineligible  for 
the  second  term,  new  blood  replaced  them  and  Cornell  won  five  out  of 
seven  games. 

Columbia,  coached  by  Joe  Deering,  had  only  indifferent  success,  winning 
only  two  games  and  losing  eight.  The  New  Yorkers  put  up  a  plucky  fight, 
but  were  unable  to  cope  with  the  four  leading  teams. 

Yale  had  another  disappointing  season.  Coach  Bernie  Tommers  was 
unable  to  get  together  a  winning  combination,  although  the  Elis  rallied  and 
won  a  game  from  Columbia  and  gave  Princeton  a  very  hard  fight  in  the 
Washington's  Birthday  game  at  Princeton. 

Individual  and  Team  Scoring  Records. 

Captain  Bill  Grave,  the  sterling  Red  and  Blue  center,  followed  the  custom 
of  the  League  for  the  past  three  seasons  and  brought  the  individual  scoring 
championship  to  Pennsylvania  with  135  points.  He  scored  29  field  goals 
and  77  out  of  143  from  the  foul  mark. 

Klaess  of  Princeton  scored  30  field  goals,  leading  the  League,  with  Grave 
second  and  Huntzinger  of  Pennsylvania  third  with  28.  Captain  Millar  of 
Dartmouth  was  fourth  with  27. 

Cullen  of  Dartmouth  was  the  leader  from  the  foul  mark,  making  88  suc- 
cessful attempts  in  108  tries — a  remarkable  average.  Loeb  of  Princeton 
had  81  out  of  127;  Pulleyn  of  Columbia,  81  out  of  137,  and  Grave  of 
Pennsylvania,  77  out  of  143 — a  rather  poor  showing — while  Luther  of 
Cornell  got  68  out  of  87. 

Cullen  of  Dartmouth  had  the  best  defensive  record,  with  only  8  baskets 
against  him  in  10  full  games  or  400  minutes  played.  Crabtree  of  Cornell 
was  next  best  with  7  baskets  against  him  in '  8  games  or  293  minutes  of 
play,  and  Capron,  also  of  Cornell,  held  his  opponents  to  7  goals  in  10  games 
or  249  minutes  of  play.  Rippe  of  Cornell  was  scored  on  9  times  in  10  games 
or  390  minutes  of  play. 

In  team  scoring  Pennsylvania  led  the  League  with  263  points  against 
262  for  Princeton,  251  for  Cornell,  and  248  for  Dartmouth.  The  Red  and 
Blue  players  gathered  91  field  goals  to  89  for  Princeton,  83  for  Cornell, 
and  80  for  Dartmouth. 

The  champion  Tigers  had  the  best  defensive  record  with  60  field  goals 
against  them.  Cornell  and  Dartmouth  each  were  scored  on  63  times,  while 
the  Red  and  Blue  players  allowed  64  baskets. 
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Columbia  scored  least  personal  fouls — 80.  Pennsylvania  had  81;  Cornell, 
86;  Yale,  91;  Princeton,  101,  and  Dartmouth,  102.  The  Green  team  had 
nine  players  disqualified  for  four  personal  fouls,  Goldstein  achieving  the 
distinction  of  having  been  put  out  five  times — a  League  record.  The  indi- 
vidual and  team  records  follow:

All-Eastern  Intercollegiate  League  Teams 

By  Ralph  Morgan. 

Selection  of  the  season's  all-star  or  All-League  team  for  1922  presents 
the  usual  difficult  problem.  It  is  comparatively  easy  for  coaches  or  others 
who  have  followed  the  season's  play  to  select  an  All-League  team  from  eye 
impression  and  general  basketball  knowledge.  But  the  records  must  be 
consulted  and  choice  must  be  confirmed  by  the  records  made  by  the  players 
under  consideration.  In  former  years  the  writer  has  been  governed  largely 
by  eye  impression.     This  year  this  is  the  case  even  more  so. 

The  task  is  made  more  difficult  due  to  the  strength  presented  by  four 
teams — Princeton,  Pennsylvania,  Dartmouth  and  Cornell.  The  difficulty  is 
further  emphasized  by  the  fact  that  the  strength  of  the  first  two  teams 
was  due  to  team  play  rather  than  to  individual  excellence.  Cornell's 
strength,  on  the  other  hand,  was  more  pronounced  by  individuals,  while 
Dartmouth  presented  both — excellent  team  play  backed  up  by  strong  indi- 
vidual  effort.  „««,„»,.„«

Klaess,  the  clever  Tiger  forward,  gets  the  first  berth  on  the  mythical  All- 
League  team  by  both  eye  impression  and  record.     He  led  the  League  in 
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baskets  and  in  defense.     Klaess  was  not  a  rugged  player,  yet  he  carried 
his  share  of  the  Tiger  burden  and  was  an  important  factor  in  their  triumph. 

For  the  second  position  the  selection  is  more  difficult.  Huntzinger  of 
Pennsylvania  was  second  to  Klaess  in  baskets  scored,  but  was  weaker  in 
defense.  Luther  of  Cornell  was  a  very  valuable  player  on  the  floor,  an 
excellent  foul  shooter  and  good  on  defense;  but  he  did  not  score  heavily. 
Cullen  of  Dartmouth  was  the  best  foul  shooter  in  the  League.  His  record 
of  88  out  of  108  tries  was  remarkable,  but  he  probably  cost  Dartmouth  the 
championship  by  failing  to  get  into  the  fight  more  and  developing  into  a 
scoring  forward.  In  fairness  to  him  it  should  be  stated  that  after  Malcolm 
quit  the  team  in  midseason,  Cullen  got  poor  assistance  from  his  running 
mate.  Barkelew  and  Jefferies  did  not  class  with  the  three  men  under 
debate  for  the  position.  Rosenast  of  Pennsylvania  probably  was  the  best 
forward  in  the  League,  but  can  not  be  considered  as  he  played  only  four 
games  and  five  seconds  of  the   fifth  game. 

No  one  in  the  Yale  or  Columbia  teams  could  show  with  the  players  men- 
tioned, and  after  careful  consideration  we  must  award  the  berth  to  Johnny 
Luther  of  Cornell,  giving  positions  on  the  second  team  to  Huntzinger  and 
Cullen  in  the  order  named.

Grave  undoubtedly  was  the  best  center  in  the  League,  but  his  superiority 
was  not  so  plainly  marked  as  in  former  years.  Rippe  of  Cornell  stands 
out  in  many  ways,  and  is  an  excellent  center.  He  had  the  best  defensive 
record,  but  was  somewhat  slow  on  the  attack.  He  could  not  "cut  for  the 
basket"  with  Grave,  who  scored  29  baskets  to  18  for  Rippe.  Gaines  of 
Princeton  outplayed  Grave  in  the  play-off,  but  did  not  turn  in  a  record  to 
compare  with  Grave  and  Rippe  over  the  ten  games  played.  Cooper  of 
Yale  and  Watson,  Columbia,  did  not  class  with  the  others.  Shaneman  of 
Dartmouth  played  less  than  300  minutes — he  was  a  good  center,  by  the  way. 
Goldstein  of  Dartmouth  is  considered  with  guards.  Therefore,  we  give 
first  place  again  to  Grave,  with  Rippe  close  at  his  heels.

We  confine  the  choice  to  these  six  men.  Princeton  played  only  one  man 
regularly  in  guard  position.  Miller  of  Pennsylvania,  Haas  and  Conklin  of 
Yale,  Pulleyn  and  Reilly  of  Columbia  and  Heep  of  Dartmouth  did  not 
measure  up.  Voegelin  of  Pennsylvania  we  have  likewise  eliminated — he 
was  a  shade  off  from  the  standard  set  in  1921.     Goldstein  of  Dartmouth  was 
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a  sterling  player  with  wrong  ideas.  We  will  eliminate  him  on  his  personal 
foul  record  of  31,  carrying  five  disqualifications,  a  burden  no  team  can 
carry  and  win. 

This  leaves  us  to  Crabtree  and  Capron  of  Cornell — two  splendid  guards — 
and  Millar  of  Dartmouth  and  Loeb  of  Princeton.  It  is  a  hard  choice.  Loeb 
gets  the  first  place  on  his  offensive  record.  Crabtree  on  the  figures  should 
get  the  second  place.  He  would  balance  Loeb  well,  too,  being  a  defensive 
guard,  but  the  writer  can  not  reconcile  an  All-League  team  without  Millar 
of  Dartmouth.  He  was  a  splendid  guard — an  almost  perfect  basketball 
player.  Accordingly,  we  are  going  to  kick  over  the  record,  especially  as 
Crabtree  played  only  eight  games  against  Millar's  record  of  400  minutes 
in  ten  games. 

Crabtree  and  Capron  are  therefore  guards  on  the  second  team,  which,  by 
the  way,  is  an  exceptionally  strong  team.     The  complete  line-ups  follow:

Purdue  won  the  Conference  championship  for  the  season  of  1921-22, 
losing  one  game,  by  a  single  point  to  Illinois,  of  their  nine-game  schedule. 
It  is  to  be  regretted  that  they  were  unable  to  secure  the  complete  twelve- 
game  schedule.  They  lost  White,  star  running  guard,  in  midseason,  but 
managed  to  go  through  the  remainder  of  the  season  without  another  defeat. 
Gullion,  center,  was  high  scorer  for  the  team  and  was  voted  a  place  on 
the  mythical  All-Conference  five.  Miller,  stationary  guard,  also  was  elected 
to  a  place  on  the  All-Conference  team.  Masters  and  Eversman  at  forwards 
both  played  good  basketball.     The  team  was  very  well  balanced. 

Michigan  and  Wisconsin  tied  for  second  place,  each  winning  eight  games 
of  their  twelve-game  schedule.  Michigan,  with  Rea  and  Miller,  regulars, 
and  LaGalley  and  Whitlock,  substitutes,  of  the  1921  team,  as  a  nucleus, 
added  ,Ely,  center,  Kipke,  forward,  and  Paper,  Birks  and  Cappon,  guards, 
and  developed  a  very  formidable  aggregation.  All  of  their  defeats  were 
by  close  scores.  Miller,  forward,  was  awarded  a  place  on  the  All-Confer- 
ence team.  Ely  at  center,  playing  his  first  year  on  the  team,  did  remarkable 
work,  scoring  39  field  goals.  Kipke,  Paper  and  Captain  Rea  also  did  very 
creditable  work. 

Wisconsin  started  the  season  with  four  regulars — Taylor,  Caesar,  R. 
Williams  and  Tebell — to  which  were  added  Gibson,  center,  Gage,  a  for- 
ward, and  Irish,  a  guard.  The  Badgers  presented  their  usual  letter  perfect 
offense  and  tight  five-man  defense.  Taylor  was  again  their  high  scorer,  with 
40  field  goals  to  his  credit.  Caesar,  having  been  shifted  from  guard  to 
forward,  played  exceptionally  well.  R.  Williams,  the  key  to  their  offense, 
played  in  his  usual  dashing  style. 

Illinois  won  seven  and  lost  five  games.  They  started  the  season  with 
Captain  Carney,  Walquist,  Sabo,  Collins,  Popken  and  Tabor  of  the  previous 
year's  squad,  and  added  Stillwell  and  Vogel,  centers.  Walquist  was  lost 
to  the  team  in  midseason.  Captain  Carney  at  right  forward  was  the  main- 
stay of  the  team  and  kept  them  in  the  running  most  of  the  season.  He 
was  high  score  man  of  the  Conference,  making  48  field  goals,  and  was 
awarded  a  place  on  the  All-Conference  team.  The  loss  of  Walquist  was  a 
severe  blow  to  the  prospects  of  the  team.     Stillwell,  while  not  a  rugged

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player,  did  creditable  work.  Sabor  contributed  much  to  the  offense  with 
his  clever  dribbling.  The  Illini's  total  points  for  the  season  was  higher 
than  any  other  Conference  team.    They  finished  in  fourth  place. 

Iowa,  with  an  eleven-game  schedule,  won  five  and  lost  six.  They  had 
four  veterans  on  the  team  in  Shimek,  Lohman,  Devine  and  Frohman,  and 
were  much  stronger  than  their  place  in  the  percentage  column  might  seem 
to  indicate.  Shimek,  running  guard,  was  their  best  player  and  was  voted 
a  place  on  the  All-Conference  team.  Burgitt,  center,  and  Lohman,  forward, 
are  deserving  of  special  mention.    The  team  finished  in  fifth  place. 

Ohio  State,  Minnesota  and  Chicago  tied,  each  winning  five  and  losing 
seven  games.  Ohio,  with  their  star  forwards,  Dudley' and  Blair,  made  the 
best  showing  in  a  number  of  years.  Greenspun,  as  running  guard,  played 
well  and  did  the  free  throwing.    Most  of  their  defeats  were  by  close  scores. 

Minnesota  started  the  season  with  two  veterans — Captain  Kearney  and 
Hultkrans — both  guards.  There  were  added  from  the  freshman  squad  Sever- 
inson,  Doyle  and  Olson,  forwards;  from  the  substitutes  of  the  previous 
year,  Bergsland  and  Sullivan,  guards,  and  two  migrants — Hanson,  center, 
and  Swanson,  a  forward.  They  won  their  first  five  Conference  games,  de- 
feating Northwestern,  Iowa,  Wisconsin,  Indiana  and  Chicago  in  the  order 
named,  and  lost  the  remaining  games  of  their  schedule.  Most  of  their 
defeats  were  by  close  scores. 

Chicago,  with  Captain  Halladay,  McGuire  and  Stahr  of  the  1921  team, 
added  Dickson  and  Hurlburt,  forwards,  and  Yardley,  center.  Their  greatest 
achievement  was  two  victories  over  Illinois.  Dickson,  Halladay  and  Romney 
were  their  best  scorers,  while  McGuire  played  well  at  guard  and  did  their 
free  throwing. 

Indiana  lost  heavily  by  graduation  and  started  the  season  with  but  one 
veteran — Thomas,  at  guard.  From  the  freshmen  team  they  added  Sanford 
and  Bahr,  forwards;  Coffey  and  Busby,  centers,  and  Crowe  and  Hauss, 
guards.  Coffey  was  their  best  scorer.  They  won  three  and  lost  seven  of 
their  ten-game  schedule  and  finished  in  ninth  place. 

Northwestern  had  a  veteran  team  in  McKenzie,  Patterson,  Holmes,  Saun- 
ders, Franzen  and  Palmer.  They  finished  a  successful  preliminary  season, 
but  lost  their  first  six  Conference  games,  and  then  won  three  of  their 
remaining  six  games,  finishing  in  last  place.  Captain  McKenzie,  guard, 
and  Saunders,  forward,  were  their  best  scorers,  while  Patterson  did  credit- 
ably at  guard.

Purdue  won  the  Conference  title  with  a  well  balanced  team,  while  Michi- 
gan and  Wisconsin  divided  second  honors.  Because  of  schedule  difficulties 
the  winner  was  not  pitted  against  Minnesota,  Wisconsin  or  Michigan,  and 
it  is  problematical  what  the  result  would  have  been  had  these  teams  clashed. 

Forwards. 

Each  team  had  one  and  some  had  two  good  forwards,  but  Captain  Carney 
of  Illinois  led  the  field,  followed  closely  by  Miller,  Michigan;  Taylor,  Wis- 
consin; Eversman,  Purdue,  and  Dudley,  Ohio  State. 

The  unanimous  choice  as  the  best  all-around  and  most  reliable  player  is 
"Chuck"  Carney.  Possessed  of  reach,  height,  speed  and  a  good  eye  for 
the  basket,  he  had  all  the  requisites  of  a  star.  Added  to  this  he  had  a 
year  of  experience  at  center,  having  played  at  the  position  for  his  team 
during  the   1921   reason.     No   guard  was  able   to  hold   him   in  check,  and

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he  made  goals  with  regularity  in  every  game,  scoring  48  field  goals  and 
77  free  throws,  for  a  grand  total  of  173  points  in  12  games,  the  high 
scoring  record  for  the  season.  This  man's  playing  and  headwork  made 
Illinois  a  dangerous  opponent  until  the  final  second  of  a  game.  Against 
Ohio  State  in  two  games  he  made  18  goals,  while  he  played  splendidly 
against  Purdue,  Chicago  and  Minnesota.  Because  of  his  good  judgment 
and  ability  to  shoot  free  throws,  he  is  made  captain  of  the  first  team. 

Undoubtedly,  Taylor  of  Wisconsin,  because  of  his  consistent  playing,  is 
entitled  to  high  honors.  To  him  goes  the  unusual  credit  of  having  scored 
more  than  half  of  his  team's  total,  and  as  against  the  balance  of  the  field 
he  ranks  next  to  Carney  in  total  number  of  points  scored.  He  had  the 
knack  of  coming  through  with  the  baskets  necessary  to  win  when  his  team- 
mates were  closely  guarded.  In  the  hard  games  with  Michigan  and  Minne- 
sota he  was  all  over  the  court  and  gave  the  best  he  had.  His  pivoting  was 
better  than  the  season  previous,  while  his  eye  for  the  basket  also  improved. 
Against  Illinois  he  scored  seven  times,  twice  in  the  last  minute  of  play. 

Miller  of  the  Michigan  squad,  because  of  his  natural  ability  to  both  cover 
the  floor  and  shoot  baskets,  is  next  in  rank.  In  the  Indiana  game,  lost  by 
his  team  by  the  close  score  of  15  to  14,  he  scored  all  14  points.  Again, 
against  Chicago  and  Illinois,  he  held  his  man  scoreless  and  made  4  and  5 
goals,  respectively.  Then  in  the  Iowa  games  he  was  mixed  up  in  every 
play  and  followed  the  ball  closely.  It  is  hardly  necessary  to  mention  his 
best  games,  as  he  played  consistently  well  in  every  one. 

Purdue  with  its  powerful  offensive  team  boasted  of  two  good  forwards — 
Eversman  and  Masters.  The  latter  was  a  better  shot,  but  not  as  good  a 
floor  man  as  the  former.  Eversman  pivoted  and  dribbled  well  and  scored 
21  goals  in  nine  games.  In  the  Chicago  and  Illinois  games  he  showed  to 
best  advantage. 

Playing  on  a  mediocre  team,  Dudley  of  Ohio  State  gave  an  excellent 
account  of  himself.  Especially  was  this  true  in  the  Illinois  and  Indiana 
games,  in  each  of  which  he  covered  the  whole  floor  and  caged  six  goals. 
His  playing  against  Chicago  was  the  prime  cause  of  a  29  to  23  victory  for 
his  team.    In  the  Northwestern  game  he  again  showed  his  class. 

Halliday  of  the  Midway  Institution,  being  switched  from  center  to  for- 
ward, made  a  creditable  record.  Minnesota  can  verify  this  statement 
because  it  was  this  man's  playing  that  beat  her  team,  23  to  17. 

This  does  not  by  any  means  exhaust  the  list,  as  we  have  Severinson  of 
Minnesota,  a  good  floor  man  and  consistent  scorer;  Lohman  of  Iowa, 
Saunders  of  Northwestern,  Romney  of  Chicago,  and  Kipke  of  Michigan, 
who  could  hold  his  own  in  any  company.  Had  Blair  of  Ohio  State  played 
the  entire  season  he  would  have  been  ranked  with  the  very  best.  Caesar 
also  was  a  good  man,  improving  wonderfully  as  the  season  progressed. 

Centers. 

At  the  pivot  position  one  is  confronted  with  a  problem.  The  choice 
between  Ely  of  Michigan  and  Gullion  of  Purdue  is  hard  to  make,  as  unfor- 
tunately they  never  played  against  each  other.  Had  a  game  been  arranged, 
the  choice  would  have  been  easy.     The  majority  opinion,  however,  seems 
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to  be  in  favor  of  Gullion.  He  was  a  better  offensive  than  defensive  man, 
which  latter  fact  was  perhaps  his  only  weak  point.  To  offset  that,  how- 
ever, he  possessed  some  sterling  qualities.  Only  against  Chicago  he  failed 
to  score,  but  it  took  two  men  to  guard  him  throughout  the  game.  He 
then  switched  his  style  and  fed  his  teammates.  In  the  Purdue  game 
Carney  played  center  and  got  a  taste  of  his  ability  when  Gullion  scored 
seven  and  held  Carney  to  three  goals.  Because  of  his  driving  offensive 
he  belongs  on  the  first  team.    His  best  games  were  against  Illinois  and  Iowa. 

No  center  was  able  to  outjump  Ely  of  Michigan,  and  in  addition  he 
was  exceptionally  fast  and  understood  the  dribble  well.  With  him  as 
captain  it  looks  like  a  good  year  for  Michigan  in  1923.  He  had  a  way  of 
breaking  through  the  defense  and  kept  possession  of  the  ball.  Michigan 
beat  Ohio  State,  38  to  17,  but  Ely  got  eight  goals.  Against  the  Illinois 
centers  he  scored  ten  times,  the  individual  record  for  baskets  in  a  game, 
while  in  the  win  over  Iowa  he  also  played  well. 

The  next  best  center  was  Coffey  of  Indiana,  a  fine  offensive  man  and  the 
class  of  his  team.  Holmes  of  Northwestern  played  well,  as  did  Gibson  of 
Wisconsin,  Hansen  of  Minnesota  and  Burgitt  of  Iowa. 

Guards. 

Among  the  Conference  guards  were  numbered  some  very  fine  athletes. 
Captain  Ray  Miller  of  Purdue  was  the  outstanding  star  of  them  all.  He 
was  a  splendid  leader  and  the  hardest  working  back-guard  of  the  season. 
It  was  seldom  that  he  came  to  the  center  of  the  court,  but  his  opponents 
had  a  tough  task  when  they  tried  to  get  by  him.  Miller's  only  weakness 
was  his  inability  to  shoot  a  long  goal  once  in  a  while.  Purdue's  team  was, 
however,  built  around  him  as  the  stonewall  defense,  while  the  other  four 
roamed  the  court  at  random.  All  his  games  were  good  and  it  is  hard  to 
name  the  ones  in  which  he  played  best. 

Without  Captain  Shimek,  Iowa  would  have  been  a  second-class  team; 
but  with  him  in  the  line-up,  Iowa  was  always  feared.  Although  a  guard 
he  always  outplayed  and  outscored  his  man,  and  what  is  more  had  the 
ability  to  control  the  ball  and  keep  it  in  his  team's  possession.  Although 
Iowa  lost  to  Michigan  by  a  score  of  25  to  19,  Shimek  got  six  goals  and 
held  his  man  to  one.  In  the  two  Purdue  contests  he  played  fine  floor 
games,  while  in  the  win  over  Chicago  he  was  the  whole  team.  On  that 
evening  he  threw  11  out  of  13  free  throws,  in  which  department  he  also 
excelled.     His  fine  playing  beat  Minnesota,  29  to  22. 

Williams  of  Wisconsin  was  a  brilliant  floor  man,  having  mastered  the 
pivot  and  art  of  dribbling  to  perfection.  Had  he  been  able  to  control  the 
ball  and  score  oftener  after  his  individual  dribbles,  he  undoubtedly  would 
have  ranked  as  the  best  guard  of  the  season.  As  a  defensive  guard  he  was 
very  valuable,  which  fact  was  best  proven  in  the  Michigan  game  when 
his  guarding  held  the  entire  Michigan  team  scoreless  during  the  first  half. 
Against  Minnesota,  Williams  gave  a  finished  exhibition  of  pivoting  and 
ball  handling,  and  helped  materially  in  bringing  home  a  34  to  20  win. 

Sabo  of  Illinois  was  perhaps  the  next  best  guard,  being  a  floor  guard  )f 
the  type  of  Williams.    It  was  his  speed  and  ruggedness  that  helped  Carney 
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score  and  keep  the  Illinois  team  on  its  toes  throughout  a  game.  Sabo 
played  best  against  Chicago  in  a  32  to  16  loss,  his  work  on  the  floor, 
especially  his  dribbling  and  passing,  featuring  the  contest- 
Captain  McKenzie,  Northwestern's  ace,  was  just  a  shade  behind  as  a 
guard.  He  was  steady  and  reliable  on  defense  and  a  fine  passer  of  the 
ball  in  a  floor  combination.  Playing  on  an  erratic  team  made  it  difficult 
for  him  to  show  his  worth.  In  the  two  Indiana  games  he  performed  very 
well  and  also  gave  the  Purdue  forwards  much  trouble. 

Minnesota  boasted  two  good  guards  in  Captain  Kearney  and  Hultkranz. 
The  former  covered  his  man  and  the  floor  well,  and  contributed  goals 
frequently. 

Captain  McGuire  of  Chicago  and  Patterson  of  Northwestern  were  per- 
haps the  equal  of  some  of  the  guards  mentioned,  and  it  seems  an  injustice 
to  rank  them  further  down  the  list.  They  were  both  good  men  and  always 
played  their  hardest.  Tebell  of  Wisconsin  was  an  untiring  worker,  with 
plenty  of  courage  and  fight  in  his  make-up. 

There  were  other  good  guards — Hauss  of  Indiana  and  Hicks  of  Iowa. 
White  of  Purdue,  probably  the  best  guard  in  the  league  in  the  early  games, 
cannot  be  ranked  as  he  was  declared  ineligible  at  midseason. 
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Missouri  Valley  Conference

The  Missouri  Valley  Conference  witnessed  an  entirely  new  basketball 
schedule  the  past  season,  the  first  in  the  history  of  the  organization.  A 
double  round  .robin  series  was  worked  out  whereby  each  of  the  nine  teams 
of  the  Conference  met  each  other  twice,  once  at  home  and  once  abroad. 
Each  team  played  exactly  the  same  number  of  games — sixteen — thus  giving 
the  great  winter  sport  its  widest  and  best  advertisement  in  the  history  of 
basketball  in  this  section. 

This  system  of  arranging  the  schedules  so  that  students  at  each  insti- 
tution would  see  every  other  team  of  the  Conference  in  action  once,  gave 
a  wonderful  impetus  to  the  game  and  packed  the  gymnasiums  of  teams  in 
the  second  division  as  well  as  those  in  the  first.  It  aided  also  in  bringing 
all  the  Conference  schools  closer  together,  and  was  so  successful  that  a 
schedule  along  the  same  lines  has  been  arranged  for  the  coming  season. 

The  race  was  most  interesting  from  start  to  finish,  the  gymnasiums  many 
times  being  overtaxed  and  people  turned  away.  One  school  abandoned  its 
gymnasium  and  played  its  games  in  a  large  coliseum,  while  another  has 
already  made  similar  arrangements  to  accommodate  the  crowds. 

The  play  of  all  teams  was  characterized  by  the  best  of  sportsmanship, 
and  the  spectators  were  uniformly  fair  and  courteous  to  the  visitors.  The 
games  were  unusually  well  handled,  the  officiating  being  fair,  clean  cut, 
decisive,  effective  and  inoffensive.  The  men  who  worked  the  games  rendered 
excellent  service  in  keeping  the  game  clean,  fast  and  interesting. 

As  predicted  one  year  ago,  Missouri  presented  another  strong  team  and 
Kansas  also  developed  a  powerful  combination.  These  two  ancient  rivals 
took  the  lead  in  the  early  part  of  the  season  and  it  was  evident  that  the 
championship  would  most  likely  rest  with  one  or  the  other.  By  midseason 
they  had  demonstrated  that  they  were  the  class  of  the  Conference,  and 
when  the  final  games  had  been  played  each  had  won  fifteen  games  and  lost 
one,  the  lone  defeat  in  each  case  being  inflicted  by  the  other.  An  attempt 
was  made  to  play  off  the  tie  in  Convention  Hall  in  Kansas  City,  but  it 
could  not  be  arranged,  so  the  season  went  into  history  with  the  Tigers 
and  Jayhawkers  tied  for  first  honors. 

Missouri,  as  in  the  previous  year,  had  to  juggle  her  line-up  somewhat. 
Williams,  the  star  center,  who  was  supposed  to  fill  this  berth,  did  not 
return  to  school.  Being  without  a  dependable  player  at  this  position, 
Bunker,  the  giant  All-Valley  guard,  was  called  upon  to  do  the  jumping 
at  center  and  then  drop  back  and  assume  his  duties  as  guard.  Bond, 
captain  and  regular  forward  of  the  previous  season,  played  both  guard 
and  center  after  the  tip-off.  Knight,  a  new  forward  on  the  team,  was 
second  highest  field  goal  scorer  of  the  Conference,  while  Browning,  his 
running  mate,  another  new  regular,  was  not  only  the  highest  field  goal 
man  in  the  circuit  but  was  also  the  premier  all-around  forward  of  the 
Valley.    Hays,  the  other  regular,  played  his  first  year  on  the  team. 
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Missouri  again  showed  wonderful  scoring  power  and  also  a  strong  defense, 
her  total  score  being  almost  300  points  more  than  her  opponents'  total. 
The  team  averaged  39%  points  per  game  to  23*4  against.  With  Captain- 
elect  Browning.  Bunker  and  Hays,  regulars,  and  Faurot  and  Vanice,  substi- 
tutes, returning  as  a  nucleus  around  which  to  build,  Missouri  should  come 
through  with  another  splendid  team. 

Rody  and  Woestermeyer,  forwards;  Endacott,  guard,  and  Wulf,  center, 
all  regulars  from  the  preceding  year,  with  Black,  a  new  man,  gave  Kansas 
a  powerful  team,  0112  that  won  every  game  on  its  schedule  with  one  excep- 
tion. The  team  was  well  balanced  and  its  play  was  characterized  by  both 
the  short  and  long  pass  game,  the  greater  dependence  being  placed  on  the 
short  pass.  The  players  were  very  fast,  handled  the  ball  cleverly,  and  were 
proficient  in  all  departments  of  the  game. 

Kansas  was  exceedingly  strong  on  defense,  her  opponents  averaging  only 
20  13-16  points  per  game  against  her,  the  lowest  average  for  the  Conference. 
Her  two  sterling  guards  did  much  to  make  this  record.  They  were  fast, 
heady  and  clever.  Kansas  loses  only  one  man  by  graduation — Rody — who 
was  high  point  man  of  the  Valley.  The  team  will  be  intact  with  this  one 
exception,  and  it  is  certain  that  the  Jayhawkers  will  be  fighting  for  the 
championship  with  an  excellent  chance  to  win. 

Drake  was  the  real  surprise  of  the  season.  Not  having  been  rated  as  a 
real  championship  contender,  it  is  to  the  great  credit  of  the  Drake  authori- 
ties that  the  team  made  such  an  excellent  record,  winning  twelve  and 
losing  only  four  games,  finishing  250  points  ahead  of  its  next  nearest  rival. 
This  team  was  caeily  one  of  the  best,  if  not  the  best,  that  the  Des  Moines 
institution  has  ever  turned  out. 

Payseur,  the  star  Bulldog  forward,  was  on e  of  the  best  in  the  Valley. 
He  was  second  high  point  man,  scoring  238  points  for  his  team.  With 
Wilhelm  and  Boelter  working  with  him,  Drake  had  a  fine  scoring  trio. 
Smith  and  Devine  also  performed  creditably.  The  loss  of  Payseur  will 
hurt  Drake  considerably,  but  with  the  development  of  the  same  spirit  and 
fight  as  shown  last  season  the  Bulldogs  should  develop  another  good  team. 

The  next  three  teams — Iowa  State,  Nebraska  and  Oklahoma — were  tied, 
each  winning  and  losing  eight  games.  Oklahoma  bettered  her  record  of 
the  previous  year,  as  did  Iowa  State,  but  Nebraska  did  not  do  quite  so  well. 

Iowa  State,  commonly  known  as  "Ames,"  improved  somewhat  as  the 
season  advanced.  She  adopted  a  new  style  of  play — the  short  pass  game — 
and  it  required  some  little  time  for  the  players  to  grasp  it.  Ames  had  a 
team  of  veterans,  in  a  way,  and  once  the  system  was  gotten  well  in  hand 
was  a  hard  team  to  beat.  In  Currie,  Greene  and  Innes  the  Cyclones  had 
three  sterling  players  of  more  than  ordinary  ability.  Currie  was  one  of 
the  best  guards  in  the  Conference,  Greene  was  lightning  fast  and  clever, 
while  Innes  was  consistently  good  at  all  times.  Woodward  was  a  good  guard 
but  not  quite  as  strong  as  his  teammate,  Currie.  Ames  loses  Currie,  Innes 
and  Woodward  by  graduation,  but  with  the  fine  material  available  should 
have  another  successful  season  in  1923. 

The  Nebraska  team  was  somewhat  erratic.  At  times  it  was  quite  a 
powerful  quintette,  while  at  other  times  the  men  seemed  to  be  unable  to  get 
together.     The  Nebraska  gymnasium  was  entirely  inadequate  to  accommo-

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date  the  crowds  and  all  her  games  were  played  in  a  large  coliseum  seating 
several  thousand  spectators.  Captain  Smith  was  one  of  the  best  forwards 
in  the  Conference  and  had  to  be  watched  closely  at  all  times,  as  he  was 
both  a  good  close  and  long  shot  man.  Warren  at  center  was  a  capable 
player  and  Riddlesbarger  developed  into  a  very  good  guard  near  the  close 
of  the  season.  With  the  good  material  at  hand  the  Cornhuskers  should 
develop    a    much    better    team'  and    undoubtedly    will. 

Playing  a  stronger  game  than  previously,  Oklahoma  bettered  her  record 
of  1921.  In  her  captain — Waite — she  had  the  star  center  of  the  Conference. 
The  play  of  the  team  was  built  around  him  and  the  Sooners  were  minus 
much  of  their  power  when  he  was  not  in  the  game.  Gilmer  received 
honorable  mention  for  the  good  work  he  did  during  the  season.  Oklahoma 
will  indeed  be  fortunate  if  she  can  find  a  man  to  fill  the  shoes  of  Waite 
next  year.     His  services  will  be   greatly  missed. 

The  Kansas  Aggies  finished  seventh,  winning  three  games  and  losing 
thirteen.  Several  stars  of  the  previous  year  had  been  lost  and  the  team 
had  to  be  rebuilt  and  schooled  in  a  new  style  of  play,  and  consequently 
did  not  get  going  well  until  near  the  end  of  the  season.  It  was  a  long  shot 
team,  and  when  the  long  ones  were  hitting  properly  the  team  was  to  be 
greatly  feared.  Captain  Cowell  was  one  of  the  best  guards  in  the  Valley. 
Williams  was  a  very  clever  shot  and  an  unusually  good  free  thrower.  Dob- 
son,  who  got  into  the  game  late  in  the  season,  was  one  of  the  best  dribblers 
seen  and  should  develop  into  a  star.  With  Dobson,  Foval — a  two  year 
letter  man — Wann,  Weber  and  McKee  to  build  around,  the  team  should 
make  a  much  better  record  this  winter. 

Grinnell,  winning  two  and  losing  fourteen  games,  finished  eighth,  the 
same  position  she  occupied  last  year.  The  team  played  a  short  pass  game 
and  fought  hard  all  the  way,  but  was  not  quite  strong  enough  to  overcome 
her  opponents.  Benz,  center,  was  fifth  high  point  man  in  the  Conference, 
scoring  173  points.  This  was  a  splendid  achievement  when  it  is  realized 
that  his  team  won  only  two  games.  He  along  with  Smith  at  guard  received 
honorable  mention  among  the  stars  of  the  season. 

Washington  had  another  disappointing  year,  winning  only  one  game  and 
losing  fifteen.  There  were  some  good  men  on  the  team,  but  it  seemed 
that  they  could  not  all  get  going  together  at  the  same  time.  Many  games 
were  lost  by  close  scores,  some  in  overtime  periods.  Two  or  three  points 
would  have  given  the  Pikers  four  or  five  more  games  in  the  win  column. 
Despite  the  low  standing  the  team  was  considerably  better  than  the  year 
before.  Thumser  and  Thompson  were  both  fast,  aggressive  scoring  men, 
the  latter  being  an  exceptionally  good  free  thrower.  Cristol's  work  improved 
with  each  game  and  this  player  should  be  a  big  asset  to  the  team  this 
winter.  Washington  played  a  long  pass  game  and  showed  considerable 
strength  under  its  new  system  near  the  close  of  the  year.

With  Missouri  and  Kansas  so  far  in  the  lead  in  the  Missouri  Valley 
Conference  race  there  was  little  denial  of  the  rights  of  the  two  schools 
to  four  of  the  five  places  on  the  first  all-star  aggregation.  In  selecting  the 
foregoing  teams  the  opinions  of  a  majority  of  the  Valley  coaches,  officials 
and  newspaper  critics  were  weighed  in  the  balance,  so  that  the  teams 
really  are  the  composite  selections  of  the  most  expert  opinion  in  the  Valley. 

Oddly  enough  Missouri  and  Kansas  each  place  two  men  on  both  teams. 
The  fifth  on  the  first  squad  is  Waite,  Oklahoma  center,  while  the  odd  man 
of  the  second  quintette  is  Payseur,  fleet  forward  of  Drake.  Not  often  is  it 
that  first  and  second  all-star  teams  will  show  two  schools  getting  most  of 
the  places,  but  the  Valley  teams  of  1922  simply  reflect  the  great  superiority 
of  the  Tigers  and  the  Jayhawkers  over  the  field. 

Browning,  Missouri,  is  the  class  of  the  Valley  forwards.  He  dribbles, 
pivots,  side-steps,  fakes,  rebounds  exceptionally  well,  has  the  speed  of  a  deer 
and  is  a  sure  shot  for  the  basket.  Isn't  that  about  all  one  can  say  for  a 
forward?  Browning  is  the  leading  shooter  of  baskets  from  the  field  in  the 
Conference  and  he  was  not  "fed"  by  the  Tigers.  Proof  of  this  lies  in 
the  fact  that  Knight  and  Bond  also  rank  right  at  the  top  in  the  matter  of 
field  baskets.  Starring  individually  at  times,  Browning  really  was  an  ideal 
team  player.  He  played  the  floor  like  a  flash  and  was  a  fine  defensive  man. 
Also,  Browning  was  an  exceptionally  clean  player. 

Rody,  Kansas,  made  an  excellent  running  mate  for  Browning.  Rody  was 
the  high  point  scorer  in  the  Conference,  combining  goals  from  the  field 
with  shots  from  the  foul  line.  The  Kansas  captain  was  a  speed  flash,  a  good 
shot,  a  brilliant  dribbler,  a  shifty  dodger,  side-stepping,  pivoting  and  out- 
witting his  guards  frequently.  Also,  Rody  is  "one  of  the  finest  and  cleanest 
players  in  the  Valley,"  quoting  the  coach  of  a  rival  team. 

The  center  position  goes  to  Waite,  the  clever  goal  shooter  of  the  Okla- 
homans.  Handicapped  all  year  by  a  team  that  was  hardly  first  division 
class,  Waite,  second  team  center  in  1921,  won  favorable  comment  from 
every  critic.  He  is  big  and  powerful,  fast,  and  a  good  shot.  This  player 
lacks  the  pleasing  personality,  or  perhaps  it  would  be  kinder  to  say  disposi- 
tion, that  goes  to  make  a  great  athlete  truly  great,  but  even  so,  he  is  a 
player  of  so  much  merit  that  he  had  to  be  placed  on  the  first  squad. 
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Bunker,  Missouri,  and  Endacott,  Kansas,  are  the  guards.  Bunker,  listed 
as  center  on  the  Missouri  quintette,  in  reality  played  a  guard  position 
after  the  tip-off,  so  the  shift  means  nothing.  Had  it  been  a  choice  between 
Waite,  Oklahoma,  and  Bunker,  Missouri,  for  the  center  position  there  could 
have  been  only  one  answer — Bunker.  But  the  team  as  finally  selected  places 
both  these  sterling  basketeers. 

Bunker  probably  was  the  most  valuable  all-around  player  in  the  Valley. 
Probably  the  biggest  player  in  the  Conference,  Bunker  also  is  among  the 
cleanest,  lining  up  with  Browning  and  Rody  in  that  respect.  On  defense 
Bunker  is  a  power,  always  getting  the  ball  on  rebounds.  He  possesses  keen 
judgment  in  playing  men  and  the  ball  and  also  is  a  good  goal  shooter. 
Bunker  has  the  ability  to  play  stronger  and  pull  his  team  up  stronger  when 
the  occasion  demands.  The  harder  the  going  the  better  Bunker  will  travel, 
as  a  rule.  Concerning  Bunker,  Dr.  Forest  C.  Allen,  K.  U.'s  athletic  director 
and  coach,  said:  "Bunker  still  continues  to  be  a  wonderfully  clean  and 
fine  player.  He  could  use  his  weight  to  his  own  advantage  in  a  way  that 
might  border  on  the  rough,  but  never  have  I  seen  him  attempt  to  do  so." 

Endacott,  Bunker's  guard  mate,  possesses  fine  speed,  is  good  at  pivoting, 
side-stepping  and  faking,  and  a  good  dribbler  with  a  keen  eye  for  the 
basket.  He  is  an  unusually  close  guard,  showing  the  speed  to  cover  tightly 
any  fast  man.  He  is  a  fine  rebound  man,  shows  plenty  of  "fight,"  with 
the  ability  to  make  an  excellent  running  guard  to  go  with  Bunker.  Endacott 
and  Bunker  easily  were  the  best  pair  of  defensive  players  in  the  Valley. 

George  Rody,  the  Kansas  captain,  was  given  the  first  team  captaincy. 
Rody  led  the  Kansas  team  through  a  strenuous  schedule  and  held  up  his 
play  nearly  all  the  way.    He  is  worthy  of  the  honor  in  every  way. 

The  second  team  shows  five  players  close  to  the  caliber  of  the  first  five 
selections.  Payseur,  Drake  and  Knight,  Mis  ouri,  would  make  a  fine  brace 
of  forwards  on  any  team.  Payseur  could  not  play  the  floor  and  score  and 
Knight  probably  was  the  best  rebound  man  in  the  Conference,  a  veritable 
demon  under  the  basket. 

Wulf,  Kansas,  gets  the  center  position  on  the  second  team.  In  the  second 
half  of  the  race  Wulf  came  with  a  rush,  showing  exceptional  ability  to  shoot 
points  when  his  team  needed  help.  An  earlier  start  probably  would  have 
seen  him  outclassing  Waite. 

In  Bond,  Missouri  captain,  and  Black,  Kansas,  the  second  team  has  a  pair 
of  guards  who  could  take  the  places  of  the  first  team  players  and  possibly 
go  so  good  they  never  would  be  ousted.  Bond  is  given  the  captaincy  of  the 
second  team  for  the  same  reason  that  Rody  was  selected  to  lead  the  first 
team.  Bond,  while  listed  a  guard,  did  much  in  the  way  of  forward  play 
for  the  Tigers.  He  is  a  fine  floor  man  and  can  drive  at  top  speed  from 
first  to  last.  Bond  ranks  next  to  Rody  in  total  points,  despite  the  fact  that 
he  was  kept  out  of  the  scoring  zone  a  part  of  the  time. 

In  Black,  Kansas  guard,  Bond  would  have  a  running  mate  more  than  his 
equal  in  guard  play,  although  not  up  to  his  standard  as  a  goal  shooter. 
At  that,  Black  always  could  be  counted  on  for  two  or  three  field  goals  in 
the  pinch.  If  Endacott  did  not  go  out  and  get  them  Black  did;  and  all 
that  was  said  of  Endacott  as  a  first  team  player  may  be  said  of  Black  as  a 
second  team  man,  with  very  little  shaved  off.

interest  in  this  branch  of  sport  were  represented  by  teams.  Not  a  college 
or  university  in  the  Conference  could  accommodate  the  crowds  that  came 
to  see  the  games.  Stanford  relieved  the  situation  by  constructing  a  building 
especially  for  basketball.  This  pavilion  seats  about  5,000  spectators,  and 
more  of  the  institutions  will  eventually  have  to  make  similar  provisions. 
California  played  her  games  in  the  Auditorium  in  Oakland,  which  seats 
about  10,000. 

It  is  doubtful  whether  the  standard  of  ball  played  was  as  high  as  it  had 
been  during  some  former  years,  even  though  conditions  at  the  opening  of

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the  season  indicated  that  it  would  be  as  good,  or  perhaps  even  better,  than 
it  had  been  in  the  past. 

The  University  of  Idaho  sprung  the  surprise  of  the  season  by  heading  the 
percentage  column  of  both  Pacific  Coast  and  the  Pacific  Northwest  Con- 
ference. It  must  be  said,  however,  that  their  schedule  arrangement  was 
decidedly  in  their  favor.  This  was  partly  due  to  the  fact  that  they  came 
into  the  Pacific  Coast  Conference  after  their  schedules  had  been  arranged. 
As  it  was,  Idaho  did  not  play  either  of  the  California  schools  or  Oregon 
Agricultural  College,  and  played  the  University  of  Washington  only  two 
games  on  Idaho's  floor.    These  two  games  were  their  only  real  test  against

the  stronger  teams  of  the  Conference.  Both  of  these  games  were  close,  one 
of  them  going  an  extra  period.  Nevertheless,  Idaho  had  a  formidable  team, 
strong  on  the  offense,  and  one  which  took  advantage  of  their  opponents' 
weaknesses.  The  clever  work  of  the  two  Fox  brothers  proved  the  undoing 
of  all  their  Conference  opponents,  for  Idaho  dropped  but  one  game  and 
that  was  to  Montana.  At  the  close  of  the  season  Idaho  participated  in 
the  tournament  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce 
at  Indianapolis,  but  they  did  not  fare  very  well  and  went  out  in  the  pre- 
liminaries. 

Oregon  Agricultural  College  ranked  second.  The  Aggies  got  away  to  a 
poor  start,  but  finished  strong.  The  reason  for  that  was  that  with  the 
exception   of   one   man   their   players   were   all   sophomores   and   improved 
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rapidly  as  the  season  progressed.  One  of  the  surprises  of  the  season  was 
that  they  defeated  the  University  of  Washington  in  the  only  games  lost 
by  the  latter  on  her  home  floor.  The  Aggies  should  be  real  contenders 
for  the  championship  this  season.  With  Hjelte  at  center  they  have  the  best 
pivot  man  in  the  Conference.  He  was  well  supported  by  the  two  Gill 
brothers  and  by  Richards. 

California,  which  had  tied  Stanford  for  the  championship  in  1921,  started 
the  season  with  their  line-up  practically  intact.  With  the  addition  of 
Talt,  a  star  freshman  recruit,  they  were  counted  on  by  some  as  a  sure 
winner,  but  their  aspirations  went  aglimmering  when  on  their  early  season

trip  North  they  lost  three  cut  of  four  games  played,  two  to  Washington 
and  one  to  Washington  State.  Their  stellar  performers  were  Talt  at  for- 
ward and  Eggleston  at  guard. 

Fourth  place  went  to  the  University  of  Washington,  which  also  started  the 
year  with  a  veteran  line-up  and  was  conceded  a  close  race  with  California 
for  the  championship.  Their  season  started  auspiciously,  all  games  being 
won  until  they  made  the  trip  into  the  Inland  Empire  toward  the  close  of 
her  season,  when  they  lost  both  contests  with  Idaho  and  broke  even  with 
Washington  State,  and  a  week  later  lost  their  last  two  games  to  Oregon 
Agricultural  College  on  their  own  floor.  It  was  evident  that  they  did  not 
play  the  same  type  of  ball  that  they  had  ehown  earlier  in  the  season.  Bryan 
at  guard  and  Lewis  at  forward  were  their  best  men. 
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Stanford  was  next  in  line.  This  school  evidently  was  unable  to  replace 
Mills,  Adams  and  Righter,  stars  of  the  previous  season's  team,  and  with 
the  exception  of  Davies  and  Richmond  the  line-up  lacked  Varsity  experi- 
ence. Washington  State  College  had  a  number  of  letter  men,  but  the 
outlook  never  was  promising,  as  the  players  were  small  and  lacked  real 
scoring  ability. 

The  University  of  Southern  California  played  their  first  year  in  the  Con- 
ference. They  also  came  in  after  the  schedules  had  been  arranged  and 
were  unable  to  get  a  satisfactory  number  of  games.  They  played  four 
games  with  the  University  of  California,  winning  one  of  them.     The  Uni-

versity  of  Oregon,  Northwest  Conference  champions  of  the  previous  season, 
finished  in  last  place.  They  lost  a  number  of  veterans,  among  whom  was 
Durno,  their  mainstay  of  several  seasons. 

Whitman  in  the  Northwest  Conference  won  eight  out  of  twelve  games 
played.  With  the  exception  of  Idaho,  to  whom  they  lost  four  games, 
Whitman  did  not  meet  any  of  the  stronger  teams.  Montana  ranks  next  to 
Whitman  in  the  Northwest  with  three  victories  out  of  eight  games  played, 
one  of  those  being  the  victory  over  Idaho..  Willamette,  with  an  entirely 
new  team,  won  but  two  games  out  of  eight  played  in  the  Conference. 

All  of  the  schools  have  prospects  of  entering  as  good  or  better  team9 
this  season,  so  the  class  of  ball  should  show  considerable  improvement.

Stanford,  University  of  Southern  California,  University  of  Oregon  and  Wash- 
ington State  College  produced  no  men  who  played  the  stellar  brand  of  ball 
necessary  to  earn  them  a  place  on  either  the  first  or  second  teams.  How- 
ever, there  were  some  men  on  these  teams  who  had  ability,  but  due  to  the 
inferior  playing  of  their  teammates  did  not  have  the  opportunity  to  show 
the  qualification  necessary  for  the  all-star  choice. 

The  first  choice  for  the  forward  position  goes  to  Talt  of  California  on 
account  of  his  versatility  in  scoring  either  from  under  the  basket  or  from 
any  position  on  the  floor.  His  uncanny  ability  to  make  shots  from  any 
angle  marks  him  as  invaluable  to  the  selection.  Talt  is  a  large,  rangy  and 
fast  man. 
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As  a  running  mate  for  Talt,  A.  Fox  of  Idaho  receives  second  choice  for 
the  forward  position.  Fox  is  an  exceptionally  good  dribbler  and  also 
dodges  and  pivots  well.  He  has  the  knack  of  getting  away  from  his  guard 
and  placing  himself  in  a  position  to  shoot.  His  speed,  clever  passing  and 
floor  work,  combined  with  his  accurate  shooting  from  any  angle  on  long 
and  close  shots,  makes  it  necessary  to  award  him  the  titular  position  on 
the  mythical  five.  Besides  his  ability  to  shoot  field  goals,  he  is  also  the 
best  foul  shooter  in  the  Conference.  Therefore  his  selection  as  forward  has 
a  double  value. 

Hjelte  of  Oregon  Agricultural  College  ranks  first  in  the  choice  of  center 
position.  He  is  an  ideal  type  for  the  position,  being  unusually  tall  and 
heavy.     His  huge  physique  in  no  way  hampers  him  for  speed  and  activity.

He  is  a  fast,  aggressive  worker  and  has  exceptional  ability  in  breaking  up 
opponents'  teamwork.  In  tipping  the  ball  in  the  basket  from  close  range, 
Hjelte  has  no  equal  in  the  Conference.  However,  his  ability  to  shoot  is 
not  confined  to  close  shots,  but  to  long  range  shots  as  well.  His  all-around 
ability  on  the  floor,  together  with  his  weight  and  height,  makes  him  a 
valuable  man  on  the  all-star  team. 

The  guard  positions  fall  to  Bryan  of  Washington  and  A.  Gill  of  Oregon 
Agricultural  College.  Bryan,  as  a  stationary  guard,  proved  a  tower  of 
strength  on  the  Washington  team.  He  is  a  tall  and  heavy  man  with  agility 
and  speed.  The  remarkable  feature  of  his  playing  centered  around  his 
ability  to  diagnose  and  break  up  the  offense  of  the  opposing  team.     His 
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defensive  work  and  his  fair  scoring  ability  make  him  a  strong  man  for 
the   guard  position. 

A.  Gill,  although  used  as  a  forward  on  the  O.A.C.  team,  has  been  switched 
to  a  guard  position  to  strengtnen  the  all-star  team.  He  is  especially  good 
on  long  snots,  a  valuable  asset  lor  a  running  guard  to  possess.  Gill  scored 
heavily  in  ail  games  during  the  season  and  led  the  Conference  in  the 
number  of  field  goals  made.  Unusual  to  many  forwards,  Gill  has  the  ability 
to  guard.  He  is  a  clever  dodger  and  dribbler  and  can  advance  the  ball 
down  the  floor.     He  is  too  good  a  man  to  keep  off  the  team. 

The  first  team  represents  a  selection  of  men  who  would  be  able  to  hold 
their  own  against  any  similar  selection  in  any  part  of  the  country.  It  has 
the  breadth  of  ability  that  marks  it  as  one  of  the  best  teams  ever  picked 
from  the  Pacific   Coast. 

For  the  second  team  the  forward  positions  are  awarded  to  Lewis  of 
Washington  and  Stinson  of  O.A.C.  Both  men  played  a  high  class  of  bas- 
ketball all  s:ason  and  there  is  little  difference  in  their  playing  ability  as 
compared  to  men  picked  for  the  all-star  team.  Stinson  has  been  doing 
good  work  from  the  foul  line.  Thompson  of  Idaho  is  given  the  center 
position  on  the  second  team  in  preference  to  Seilk  of  Washington  on 
account  of  his  consistent  playing  during  the  season.  Seilk  showed  up  well 
early  in  the  season,  but  took  a  slump  in  the  latter  half. 

Eggleston  of  California  was  given  first  place  at  guard  on  the  1921  all-star 
team,  but  due  to  his  poor  condition  on  account  of  sickness,  did  not  play 
the  stellar  hall  of  which  he  is  capable.  However,  his  work  during  the  season 
was  sufficient  to  merit  him  a  position  on-  the  second  team  at  guard. 

For  the  other  guard  position,  R.  Fox  of  Idaho  is  given  preference  over 
Richards  of  O.A.C.  on  account  of  his  ability  to  shoot,  especially  from  long 
range.  He  is  a  good  floor  worker  and  advances  the  ball  down  the  floor 
in  a  spectacular  manner.

No  stage  effects  to  promote  dramatic  interest  are  needed  when  the  United 
States  Naval  Academy  meets  the  United  States  Military  Academy  in  athletic 
encounter.  The  mere  fact  that  the  cadets  of  Uncle  Sam's  great  schools  are 
in  competition  furnishes  a  dramatic  setting  in  which  tense  and  climactic 
situations  develop  spontaneouely  when  the  opponents  have  the  power,  skill 
and  experience  which  characterized  the  Army-Navy  basketball  teams  of  last 
season.

West  Point  gymnasium,  enthusiastic  supporters  of  both  teams  were  at  the 
doors  three  hours  before  opening  time,  and  five  thousand  spectators  were 
packed  into  the  structure  to  witness  the  game — which  facts  in  themselves 
are  ample  indication  of  spontaneous  interest. 

The  teams  entered  their  final  game  with  records  which  entitled  them  to  a 
high  rating,  the  Navy  with  fifteen  victories  and  one  defeat;  the  Army  with 
sixteen  victories  and  two  defeats;  both  trained  under  experienced  coaches; 
both  well  balanced  in  offensive  and  defensive  strength,  and  provided  with 
several  players  who  were  individually  brilliant.  Conditions  were  right  for  a 
remarkable  encounter,  and  such  it  proved  to  be.  It  was  not  remarkable  in 
the  sense  that  the  highest  grade  of  basketball  was  played,  for  teams  rarely 
reach  their  highest  standard  under  the  tense  conditions  of  a  crucial  game, 
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but  it  was  remarkable  for  close  competition,  grim  determination  and  the 
unyielding  spirit  which  made  the  outcome  always  in  doubt. 

Both  teams  started  cautiously,  each  trying  to  feel  out  the  other's  strength, 
and  each  through  nervousness  or  extremely  cautious  defense  missing  offensive 
openings.  When  the  scoring  once  started,  however,  they  seemed  to  get  their 
bearings  and  played  with  more  assurance.  The  Army  registered  the  first  goal, 
and  from  that  time  was  always  in  the  lead  by  a  margin  which  varied  within 
narrow  limits.  The  Navy  continuously  carried  a  threat  strong  enough  to 
endanger  the  lead,  but  the  Army  once  in  the  van,  was  playing  a  safe,  steady 
game  and  at  the  final  whistle  was  four  points  to  the  good  with  a  score  of  25 
to  21.  To  the  neutral  observer  the  Army's  margin  of  superiority  was  doubtless 
greater  than  the  score  seems  to  indicate,  a  situation  which  was  due  some-

what  to  temporary  lapses  in  throwing  for  the  basket,  but  more  to  the  con- 
servative policy  of  the  winners  and  the  never-say-die  spirit  of  the  losers. 

Individually  the  players  performed  true  to  expectations.  Roosma  of  the 
Army  and  McKee  of  the  Navy  well  justified  their  fame  as  high  scorers  by 
contributing  sixteen  and  fifteen  points,  respectively — large  fractions  of  the 
total  scores.  Dabezies  and  Ault  gave  a  brilliant  exhibition  of  center  playing, 
ever  on  the  alert  defensively,  ranging  with  speed  over  the  entire  court,  and 
contributing  greatly  to  the  offensive  machinery  of  their  teams.  The  other 
forwards,  Harris  of  the  Navy  and  Vichules  of  the  Army,  while  less  conspic- 
uous than  the  forwards  in  the  scoring,  were  always  in  the  battle.  Harris 
scored  two  field  goals  as  compared  with  one  by  Vichules,  but  this  was  offset 
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by  the  superior  floor  work  of  the  latter.  Defensively  there  was  little  to 
choose  between  the  two  sets  of  guards,  but  it  is  safe  to  say  that  the  tide 
of  the  contest  was  turned  by  the  scoring  ability  of  Forbes  and  Wood,  the 
former  scoring  twice  and  the  latter  once.  Any  team  equipped  with  a  running 
guard  of  great  goal  throwing  ability  such  as  Forbes,  paired  with  as  depend- 
able a  defensive  guard  as  Wood,  gains  that  much  scoring  strength,  which  is 
invaluable  in  tight  contests. 

In  connection  with  the  foregoing  a  brief  summary  of  the  preliminary  sea- 
sons of  the  two  teams  is  of  interest.  In  the  1920-21  season  the  Naval  Acad- 
emy established  a  record  of  eighteen  victories  out  of  nineteen  games  and  was 
classed  as  one  of  the  two  best  teams  in  the  South  Atlantic  States.  The 
1921-22  team,  with  three  regulars  from  the  preceding  season,  and  again  ably 
coached  by  Billy  Lush,  carried  on  the  success  through  its  first  nine  games, 
which  resulted  in  overwhelming  victories.  The  tenth  game  proved  to  be  the 
first  reverse,  the  contest  with  University  of  Pennsylvania  at  Philadelphia 
resulting  in  a  23 — 25  defeat.  This  was  followed  by  six  games  in  which  the 
Navy  triumphed  by  decisive  scores,  bringing  the  team  down  to  the  West 
Point  game  with  a  single  defeat  and  that  by  a  two-point  margin  at  the  hands 
of  the  erstwhile  Eastern  League  champions. 

The  Army  team  developed  slowly,  but  with  increasing  power,  under  a 
new  coaching  system  headed  by  Harry  A.  Fisher  of  Columbia  basketball 
fame.  Two  of  the  December  games  resulted  in  defeats,  Connecticut  Agricul- 
tural College  and  University  of  Pennsylvania  thereby  gaining  the  honor  of 
being  the  only  two  teams  to  win  from  the  Military  Academy  during  the  sea- 
son. After  the  Penn  game  the  Army  travelled  at  a  tremendous  clip,  winning 
fourteen  games  in  succession,  and,  up  to  the  Navy  game  meeting,  never  a 
contest  that  was  even  close  with  the  possible  exception  of  the  34 — 27  victory 
over  New  York  University.

The  enthusiasm  for  basketball  is  growing  tremendously  in  the  South.  The 
holding  of  the  second  annual  Southern  Intercollegiate  Conference  champion- 
ship, under  the  auspices  of  the  Atlanta  Athletic  Club,  which  is  fortunate  in 
having  an  auditorium  that  will  accommodate  a  large  crowd,  was  a  decided 
success  in  every  way. 

Twenty-four  teams  took  part  in  the  tournament,  well  representing  both 
the  Southern  Intercollegiate  Conference  and  the  Southern  Intercollegiate 
Athletic  Association.  The  Tarheels  from  Chapel  Hill,  N.  C,  won  the  tour- 
nament in  easy  fashion  from  Mercer  University,  which  had  fought  through 
a  -very  hard  schedule  to  the  finish,  by  the  score  of  40  to  26.  Mercer  was 
ranked  second  and  Georgia  Tech  third.  Washington  and  Lee  had  entered 
the  tournament  but  was  obliged  to  withdraw,  as  its  team  had  a  home  game 
scheduled  and  could  not  cancel  it  or  play  it  and  get  to  the  tournament  in 
time.  However,  Washington  and  Lee  and  the  University  of  Virginia,  mem- 
bers of  the  S.I.C.,  had  very  capable  teams,  and  had  either  been  able  to  enter 
the  tournament  would  surely  have  made  a  good  showing.  Mercer  journeyed 
to  Indianapolis  and  met  Wabash,  claimants  of  the  Indiana  state  title,  and 
was  overwhelmed  by  the  score  of  62  to  23,  indicating  that  the  Northern  boys 
still  have  better  prep  material  to  draw  from,  and,  perhaps,  devote  more  time 
to  the  indoor  game  than  we  do  in  the  South,

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Southern  Intercollegiate  Tournament

The  joint  intercollegiate  basketball  tournament 
of  the  Southern  Intercollegiate  Athletic  Associa- 
tion and  the  Southern  Intercollegiate  Conference 
held  at  Atlanta,  Ga.,  on  February  24,  25,  27,  28, 
and  March  1.  Twenty-six  colleges  were  entered, 
but  three  of  them  withdrew  before  the  tournament 
started,  leaving  twenty-three  to  fight  it  out  for  the 
Southern  supremacy.  The  teams  came  from  every 
state  south  of  the  Ohio  and  east  of  the  Mississippi 
River  except  Florida,  which  indicates  the  vast 
amount  of  territory  over  which  the  victors  of  the 
final  round  can  claim  to  be  champions. 

The  team  that  won  its  way  to  the  finals  and 
came  out  victorious  at  last  was  the  smooth  run- 
ning Tarheel  team  from  Chapel  Hill,  N.  C.  These 
boys  came  to  Atlanta  knowing  nobody  and  entirely 
unheardof,  but  when  they  left  the  Gate  City  of 
the  South  they  had  won  a  place  in  the  heart  of 
every  sport  writer,  and  every  basketball  fan  in  the 
city  by  their  gentlemanly  conduct  on  the  floor, 
their  cleancut  appearance,  and  the  ease  and  grace 
with  which  they  played  the  game.  They  made 
their  way  to  the  top  by  winning  over  some  of  the  best  teams  entered  in  the 
tournament,  including  Howard,  Newberry,  Georgia,  and  Alabama,  and  they 
finally  topped  it  off  by  scoring  a  victory  over  Mercer,  which  had  previously 
beaten  Kentucky,  champions  of  the  year  before.  There  was  not  a  man  in 
attendance  at  the  tournament  but  who  said  that  the  best  team  won,  and  a 
victory  of  that  sort  is  certainly  something  to  be  proud  of. 

On  the  evening  of  the  final  game,  the  two  teams  eliminated  in  the  semi- 
finals—Georgia Tech  and  the  University  of  Alabama— played  for  third  place, 
and  the  winner,  Tech,  was  given  a  special  trophy  commemorating  the  event. 

First  Round. 

The  first  game  began  at  twelve  o'clock  on  Friday,  February  24,  with  Van- 
derbilt  and  Citadel  facing  each  other.  The  Vandy  team  outsized  the  Citadel 
team  and  did  not  have  much  difficulty  in  winning,  37  to  22.  The  big  guards 
for  Vanderbilt  smothered  the  Citadel  attack  and  permitted  them  to  score  but 
four  field  goals.  Fourteen  of  Citadel's  points  originated  at  the  foul  line, 
while  Bell  of  Vanderbilt  hung  up  a  record  for  foul  shooting  that  stood 
throughout  the  tournament  as  the  best  performance  in  that  line  by  ringing 
11  out  of  12  shots  for  the  basket. 

At  two  o'clock  Newberry  eliminated  Auburn,  32  to  21.  Auburn  had  been 
off  color  most  of  the  season,  and  defeat  was  nothing  new  for  them.     New- 
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berry  had  made  a  splendid  record  in  South  Carolina  and  were  hailed  as 
the  champions  of  that  state.  Auburn  put  up  a  creditable  fight  with  Hahn 
leading  the  attack,  but  they  could  not  find  the  hoop  with  anything  like  the 
rapidity  of  the  Newberry  bunch. 

The  three  o'clock  game  was  fought  by  Clemson  and  Tulane.  It  was 
evident  after  a  few  minutes  of  play  that  Tulane  was  getting  a  little  the 
better  of  it,  and  the  affair  finally  wound  up  with  a  score  of  31  to  20  in 
their  favor.  Lantrip  was  the  high  point  man  for  Tulane.  He  made  19  of 
their  31  points. 

At  four  o'clock  the  audience  was  treated  to  the  first  view  of  the  "champi- 
ons to  be"  in  action.  North  Carolina  played  Howard  at  this  time,  the  score 
of  35  to  22  telling  their  relative  strength.  In  the  first  half  Howard  wa9 
actually  in  the  lead  at  times,  and  the  half  ended  with  the  score  15  to  12. 
For  a  few  minutes  in  the  second  session  the  Tarheels  opened  up  slightly 
and  put  in  20  points  to  Howard's  10.  C.  Carmichael  was  the  hero  of  this 
game,  and  he  accounted  for  21  of  the  North  Carolina  points. 

The  five  o'clock  session  brought  out  the  two  greatest  rivals  in  the  first 
round — Kentucky  and  Georgetown.  Each  of  these  teams  had  defeated  the 
other  in  games  earlier  in  the  season,  the  scores  being  identical.  Kentucky 
took  the  lead  at  the  start  and  rung  22  points  before  the  Georgetown  boys 
could  get  warmed  up.  Adkins  at  center  for  Kentucky  could  not  miss  the 
goal.  He  caged  six  long  ones  in  the  first  half  and  three  more  in  the  second 
half.  The  playing  of  the  Kentucky  team  seemed  fully  equal  to  that  displayed 
the  year  before  when  they  won  the  championship,  but  this  may  have  been 
caused  by  the  fact  that  they  were  playing  against  old  rivals.  The  final 
count  was  41  to  21.  Funk  and  Forwood  played  well  for  Georgetown,  and 
King  and  Lavin  played  their  usual  good  passing  game  for  Kentucky. 

The  night  programme  began  at  seven  o'clock  with  a  game  between  Chat- 
tanooga and  Furman  in  which  the  University  of  Chattanooga  ran  up  57 
points,  the  greatest  score  made  by  any  team  in  one  game  during  the  tour- 
nament. Furman  fought  nobly  during  the  first  half  and  finished  just  four 
points  behind,  the  score  being  17  to  21,  but  in  the  second  session  Redd  of 
Chattanooga  broke  loose  and  scored  20  points  while  every  other  member  of 
the  team  scored  at  least  one  basket.  The  final  count  was  57  to  30  in  favor 
of  Chattanooga.  Redd  scored  29  points,  which  established  the  record  for 
the  tournament  for  individual  paint  scoring.  Andrews  of  Furman  played  an 
aggressive  game  and  made  18  of  his  team's  30  points. 

The  eight  o'clock  game  was  a  novel  sort  of  affair.  It  was  between  the 
University  of  Georgia,  one  of  the  oldest  colleges  in  the  S.I.A.A.,  and  Ogle- 
thorpe University,  the  latest  addition  to  the  organization.  The  score,  43  to 
12  in  favor  of  Georgia,  was  the  most  decisive  one  of  the  whole  tournament. 
This  was  the  first  year  Oglethorpe  had  ever  played  basketball,  and  if  they 
had  not  been  matched  with  one  of  the  best  teams  in  the  South  for  the  first 
battle,  their  showing  might  have  been  a  little  better. 

The  game  scheduled  for  nine  o'clock  was  the  one  on  which  the  interest 
of  the  audience  was  centered.  Georgia  Tech,  the  pride  of  Atlanta,  met 
Mississippi  A.  and  M.  and  vanquished  them  with  a  score  of  34  to  30.  The 
first  half  ended  with  a  score  of  22  to  10  in  Mississippi's  favor,  and  the 
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ordinary  spectator  would  have  considered  the  game  lost  for  Tech.  But  with 
a  crowd  of  enthusiastic  students  to  cheer  them  on  and  with  a  "never  say 
die  until  you  are  dead"  spirit,  the  Yellow  Jackets  pulled  up  from  their 
position  of  12  in  the  hole  and  ended  the  game  four  points  to  the  good.  In 
the  gallant  recovery  every  man  on  the  Tech  team  scored  at  least  four 
points,  which  showed  that  it  was  good  teamwork  that  won  the  game. 

Another  game  in  which  great  interest  appeared  was  that  between  Mercer 
and  Centre.  Hundreds  of  people  had  journeyed  to  Atlanta  from  Macon, 
the  home  of  Mercer,  to  see  their  favorites  matched  with  the  Colonels.  The 
first  half  told  the  tale.  It  was  evident  that  the  Baptists  had  the  edge  on 
Centre,  and  in  the  second  half  Mercer  increased  their  lead  from  21  to  9,  to 
32  to  17.  Smith  of  Mercer  shot  six  field  baskets,  while  Harmon  played 
brilliantly  at  running  guard  and  scored  8  out  of  9  shots  from  the  foul  line. 

Second  Round. 

In  the  second  round  there  were  only  six  games,  due  to  the  withdrawal  of 
the  University  of  Mississippi  and  Washington  and  Lee. 

South  Carolina  and  Wofford  were  the  first  to  meet  and  the  former  returned 
victorious  with  a  score  of  34  to  18.  Sparkman  rung  24  of  the  34  points. 
Wofford  played  even  with  the  South  Carolinians  for  the  first  ten  minutes, 
but  they  could  not  last  the  pace. 

The  next  game,  between  the  University  of  Tennessee  and  Mississippi 
College,  was  the  most  exciting  of  the  day.  Tennessee  led,  15  to  7,  at  the 
end  of  the  first  half,  but  in  the  second  period  the  Mississippi  boys  crawled 
up  to  18  points  just  after  their  opponents  had  reached  the  same  figure.  The 
battle  raged  for  a  few  minutes  and  then  Troutman.  who  had  replaced  Reeder 
at  forward  for  Tennessee,  made  a  foul  goal,  and  a  few  seconds  later  the 
game  was  over  and  Tennessee  had  won  with  a  score  of  19  to  18.  Reeder 
had  made  every  one  of  the  points  for  the  victors  except  the  winning  point, 
and  he  came  as  near  to  being  a  one-man  team  as  any  in  the  tournament. 
Each  team  had  20  throws  from  the  foul  line,  but  Tennessee  made  13  of 
them  count,  while  Mississippi  added  only  eight  in  this  manner. 

The  next  game  brought  together  two  of  the  best  teams  in  the  tournament — 
North  Carolina  and  Newberry.  The  Tarheels  obtained  a  slight  lead  at  the 
start  of  the  game  and  maintained  it  throughout,  the  final  score  being  32  to 
27.  Newberry  came  near  to  stopping  the  fine  teamwork  of  the  North  Caro- 
lina quint  than  any  other  team  they  played,  but  it  was  clear  that  the 
ultimate  champions  were  superior.  Carmichael  and  Perry  played  the  aggres- 
sive game  for  North  Carolina  and  McDonald  was  the  star  on  the  defense. 
Wallett  and  McPhee  were  the  Newberrv  mainstays. 

Chattanooga  and  Tulane  waged  a  bitter  fight  in  the  next  game,  with  the 
former  in  the  lead  at  the  beginning  with  a  comfortable  margin,  and  that 
margin  rapidly  diminishing  until  the  end  of  the  game  found  them  only 
four  points  apart;  score,  25  to  21.  The  accurate  foul  shooting  of  Redd 
again  came  into  use  when  he  scored  9  out  of  15  tries  from  the  foul  line, 
while  Lantrip  of  Tulane  had  only  7  successful  ones  out  of  18.  A  rally 
in  the  last  five  minutes  brought  Tulane  up  from  12  to  21  points,  but  the 
time  limit  was  reached  before  the  'Nooeans  were  overtaken. 
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Mercer  next  eliminated  Kentucky  from  the  running  by  administering  a 
35  to  22  defeat  to  the  former  champions.  The  Kentucky  play  was  clever, 
but  they  could  not  cage  their  long  ones.  Hayden  came  into  the  game  toward 
the  last  in  an  attempt  to  stage  a  rally,  but  the  game  was  already  decided. 
The  determined  aggressiveness  of  the  Baptists  made  them  an  easy  favorite 
soon  after  the  game  started. 

In  the  next  game  Georgia  nosed  out  Vanderbilt  by  a  margin  of  one 
point;  final  score,  26  to  27.  Georgia  led  throughout,  but  Vanderbilt  was 
right  on  her  heels  all  the  way,  and  just  after  the  start  of  the  second  half 
the  score  was  tied,  18  to  18.  It  was  a  rough  game  and  27  points  were 
made  on  fouls,  14  by  Vanderbilt  and  13  by  Georgia.  Bell  of  Vanderbilt 
scored  12  points  out  of  14  free  throws.  Bell  and  Bomar  both  played  well 
for  the  losers  and  were  sadly  missed  when  they  were  eliminated  via  the 
personal  foul  rule.  Rawson  and  Paige  Bennett  were  the  chief  instruments 
of  attack  for  Georgia,  but  the  whole  team  played  a  good  defensive  game.

Alabama  was  hailed  before  the  tournament  started  as  a  possible  winner, 
but  inactivity  through  drawing  a  bye  and  a  team  that  withdrew  as  opponents 
in  the  first  and  second  rounds  found  th^n  in  the  third  round  with  little 
tournament  experience  behind  them,  and  that  nearly  caused  their  elimina- 
tion in  this  game.  The  Tennesseeans  took  the  lead  at  the  start  and  at  the 
end  of  the  first  half  held  the  big  end  of  a  15  to  8  score,  and  it  looked  as 
though  nobody  but  Tennessee  could  win.  In  the  second  half,  however,  a 
sudden  spurt  by  Stabler  and  McGauley  brought  them  up  even  with  the 
leaders,  and  four  more  baskets  by  Stabler  saved  the  game  and  reversed  the 
order  of  the  figures,  putting  Alabama  on  the  big  end.  Tennessee  was  limited 
to  two  field  goals  in  the  second  half,  thanks  to  the  good  guarding  of 
Gazzola  and  Hudson.  Reeder  shot  nine  out  of  eleven  foul  throws,  and 
played  a  good  all-around  game.  The  loss  of  James  by  the  personal  foul 
toute  uncovered  Stabler,  and  that  is  probably  the  secret  of  the  victory  of  the 
"Crimson  Tide.'

Belk  and  Sparkman  did  a  lot  to  bolster  up  the  South  Caro- 
lina side  of  the  score  book,  but  their  efforts  were  vain  against  the  accurate 
long  shooting  of  Tech.

The  brilliant  play  of  North  Carolina  in  the  final  game  gave  one  the 
impression  that  in  the  previous  games  they  were  not  extending  themselves 
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any  more  than  they  had  to  in  order  to  win.  The  ease  with  which  they 
plucked  the  victory  from  the  most  aggressive  team  in  the  tournament  proved 
them  to  be  a  team  worthy  of  the  championship.  In  the  last  few  minutes  of 
play  Coach  Fetzer  ran  in  three  substitutes  to  relieve  the  boys  after  they 
had  clinched  the  victory,  and  they  also  held  their  own  with  the  Baptists. 
Harmon  displayed  his  usual  dashing  game  and  made  six  baskets  from  the 
field,  but  in  making  so  many  attempts  at  the  basket  from  long  distances 
he  broke  up  the  teamwork  for  his  team.  The  Tarheel  quintette  worked  like 
a  well-greased  piece  of  machinery  and  passed  the  ball  at  all  times  with 
calm  precision  that  kept  them  in  possession  of  the  ball  most  of  the  time. 
A  pretty  shot  by  Pope  in  the  early  part  of  the  game  put  Mercer  in  the 
lead  by  one  point,  but  C.  Carmichael  soon  neutralized  this,  and  from  then 
on  the  gap  between  the  two  scores  gradually  widened.  Perry  made  some 
sensational  shots  from  incredible  distances,  while  McDonald  worked  in 
behind  the  opposing  guards  and  slipped  in  five  field  baskets.  The  whole 
North  Carolina  team  played  a  star  game,  and  every  member  deserves  praise 
for  his  work  toward  bringing  the  victory. 

The  honors  for  making  the  most  points  during  the  tournament  belong  to 
Harmon  of  Mercer  who  scored  75  points,  but  he  was  closely  followed  by

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Redd  was  the  outstanding  center  of  the  tournament  after  Carmichael  had 
been  disposed  of.  He  was  coach,  captain  and  star  player  for  Chattanooga. 
Bennett  of  Georgia,  Gamble  of  Mercer,  Carter  of  Alabama  and  Adkins  of 
Kentucky  were  all  good,  but  did  not  quite  equal  Redd  in  all-around  ability. 

Harmon  of  Mercer  was  the  unanimous  choice  of  the  sport  writers  for 
guard,  but  the  coaches  differ  from  them  in  many  instances.  He  was  a  flashy 
player,  a  good  dribbler,  and  at  times  was  deadly  accurate  on  long  shots,  but 
the  mentors  claimed  this  interfered  with  the  teamwork  of  the  rest  of  the 
crew.  McDonald  of  North  Carolina  far  outdistanced  any  of  the  other 
guards  in  the  race  for  the  other  berth.  He  was  a  cool  and  brainy  performer 
and  made  his  points  by  co-operating  with  the  rest  of  the  team  in  getting  the 
ball  under  the  basket,  and  then  shooting  it  in. 

No  doubt  some  mistakes  are  made  in  selecting  this  team,  but  as  it  is 
entirely  mythical  the  mistakes  cannot  be  proved. 

The  primary  purpose  of  the  tournament  was  to  create  greater  interest  in 
the  game  of  basketball  as  it  should  be  played,  and  in  this  respect  the  affair 
was  very  successful.  Every  one  of  the  teams  declared  their  satisfaction  as 
to  every  detail  of  the  tournament.  The  event  was  the  largest  college  tourna- 
ment in  the  country  in  1922,  and  in  1923  it  promises  to  be  the  largest  one  of 
any  sort  in  the  United  States. 

The  management  is  due  a  vote  of  thanks  for  the  smooth  manner  in  which 
all  matters  were  handled,  and  it  was  only  the  careful  attention  to  all 
details  given  by  A.  A.  Doonan,  chairman  of  the  athletic  committee  of  the 
Atlanta  Athletic  Club,  under  whose  auspices  it  was  held,  that  made  the 
thing  run  off  without  a  hitch.  The  committee  from  the  colleges  whose  busi- 
ness it  was  to  co-operate  with  the  Atlanta  Athletic  Club  was  composed  of 
H.  J.  Stegeman,  chairman,  University  of  Georgia;  W.  A.  Alexander,  Georgia 
Tech,  and  Charles  A.  Bernier,  University  of  Alabama.  These  men  have  all 
acquired  reputations  for  doing  something  worth  while,  and  quick  and 
accurate  decisions  by  them  many  times  during  the  tournament  prevented 
situations  which  might  have  caused  friction  among  the  competing  colleges 
and  men. 

The  officials  for  the  judicial  positions  were  the  best  who  could  be  obtained 
in  this  part  of  the  country,  and  they  were  all  three  noted  for  their  fairness 
and  ability  to  make  correct  decisions  and  interpretations  of  the  rules.  David 
Yates  of  Pennsylvania,  S.  B.  Sutton  of  Virginia  Polytechnic  Institute,  and 
Lon  Jourdet,  former  coach  of  Pennsylvania,  took  turn  about  at  refereeing 
and  umpiring,  and  the  off  man  would  act  as  chief  scorer.  The  assistant 
scorers  were  H.  H.  Holt  and  Frank  A.  Kopf,  and  official  timers  were  W.  R.

the  game  is  conducted  out-of-doors,  but  this  handicap  in  no  way  lessens 
the  enthusiasm  of  those  that  participate.  In  all  of  the  organized  college 
conference  it  is  strictly  an  indoor  contest,  with  the  result  that  teams  are 
developed  that  would  compare  favorably  with  those  in  any  other  section  of 
the  country.  In  the  elementary  and  high  schools  the  need  of  competent  leader- 
ship is  keenly  felt,  but  this  deficiency  is  rapidly  being  overcome  by  courses 
in  basketball  offered  to  prospective  coaches  annually  by  the  colleges. 
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The  race  in  the  Southwest  Conference  was  unusually  close.  Not  until  the 
final  game  of  tne  season  was  Texas  A.  &  M.  College  able  to  win  the  indis- 
putable right  to  be  champions.  The  final  victory  over  the  University  of 
lexas  left  no  doubt  in  the  minds  of  basketball  followers  that  the  three-time 
championship  Texas  A.  &  M.  team  was  well-nigh  invincible  with  its  arrav 
of  lour  veterans  who  had  played  together  for  four  years.

With  interest  keener  than  has  ever  before  been  the  case  and  a  general 
standard  of  play  unusually  high,  it  is  not  surprising  that  the  race  for  the 
Tri-State  leadership  in  collegiate  basketball  should  have  been  hotly  con- 
tested up  until  the  final  games  were  played.  Nor  is  it  unusual  that  the 
players  seemed  to  catch  the  spirit  of  the  spectators  and  outdo  themselves. 
The  close  of  the  season  found  more  high-class  performers  on  Tri-State 
teams  than  has  been  seen  for  many  years,  if  ever. 

The  University  of  Pittsburgh  won  the  championship  without  dispute,. 
Grove  City  College  finishing  second  and  Washington  and  Jefferson  third. 
The  Panthers  ran  into  a  big  lead,  dropped  it  to  W.  and  J.  and  then  picked 
it  up  again  when  the  Presidents,  demoralized  by  the  loss  of  the  dependable 
Conn  brothers — Cecil  and  Kemp — wavered  on  the  home  stretch.  The 
Panthers  deserved  their  victory  for  their  team  was  the  steadiest.  When  it 
was  beaten  the  margin  was  small,  while  its  victories  were  all  by  substantial 
scores.  One  of  the  disappointments  of  the  year  was  the  work  of  the  Grove 
City  College  five".  Winners  of  the  sectional  championship  in  1921  and  with 
the  same  team,  the  Crimson  was  picked  to  carry  on,  but  an  early  season 
slump  was  fatal  to  its  chances. 

Perhaps  the  outstanding  feature  of  the  winters  campaign  was  the  excellent 
work  of  the  Northern  Pennsylvania  schools — Grove  City,  Westminster,  Alle- 
gheny and  Thiel.  The  floor  game  exceeds  all  other  sports  in  interest  shown 
at  those  institutions  and  consequently  has  reached  a  high  plane.  Additional 
praise  is  due  the  schools  mentioned  for  the  very  fine  courts  they  have.  In 
fact,  their  floors  are  the  best  in  the  district,  contrasting  to  their  credit  with 
the  courts  on  which  Pittsburgh,  Carnegie  Tech,  West  Virginia  and  others 
perform. 

Never  was  the  need  for  a  working  organization  among  the  district  teams 
better  shown  than  during  the  past  season.  The  fact  that  one  team  plays 
as  high  as  fourteen  games  with  quintettes  in  this  section,  while  another  plays 
but  five,  illustrates  the  necessity  for  a  league,  which  will  regulate  schedules 
and  place  eligibility  standards  on  an  equal  basis  for  all. 

The  all-star  teams  herewith  were  selected  after  careful  consideration  of 
the  merits  and  faults  of  every  player  by  a  group  of  men  best  fitted  to  pass 
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judgment.  Coaches  and  officials  were  consulted.  They  had  seen  the  teams 
play  under  varying  conditions,  on  home  floors  and  abroad,  an  important  lac- 
tor  in  selecting  basketball  stars.  Because  he  did  nothing  more  than  pass 
final  judgment  on  the  selections,  the  writer  does  not  hesitate  to  say  that  it 
is  the  strongest  possible  combination,  while  the  difference  in  strength  be- 
tween the  first  and  second  teams  is  by  a  narrow  margin. 

The  forwards  are  Jimmy  Johnson,  West  Virginia  Wesleyan,  and  Joe  bmitb 
of  Grove  City.  Johnson's  playing  for  Wesleyan  was  responsible  for  that 
team's  success,  his  work  from  the  foul  line  being  well-nigh  perfect.  Joe 
Smith  is  named  captain  of  the  team  for  reasons  which  every  follower  ot  the 
game  will  understand.  He  is  the  outstanding  player  of  the  district,  heady 
and  with  floor  judgment  advanced  to  a  high  degree.  Smith  is  one  ot  the 
best  players  ever  developed  in  Western  Pennsylvania— the  best  many  will 
argue,  and  they  will  not  be  far  wrong. 

Kiger  of  West  Virginia  is  assigned  the  center  position  with  Harr,  Geneva, 
as  second  choice.  The  ability  of  these  lads  is  practicaUy  the  same,  but 
Kieer  must  be  given  the  first  call  because  of  his  greater  aggressiveness. 

Captain  Stepanian  of  Grove  City  and  Youngk  of  Pitt  are  given  the  guard 
iobs.  As  a  running  guard  Stepanian  has  no  equal  in  this  section,  while 
Youngk  has  come  forward  rapidly  in  his  first  year  on  the  varsity  and  has 
outdone  all  his  rivals  as  a  standing  guard. 

Captain  Jordan  of  Pittsburgh  and  Dosey,  leading  Tn-State  scorer,  are 
picked  to  occupy  the  forward  berths  on  the  second  team,  while  Doug 
Bowers  and  Red  Byers  have  fought  their  way  into  guard  positions 

Two  men  who  are  not  given  mention,  but  who  would  surely  have  made 
places  for  themselves  had  they  played  out  the  season,  are  Cecil  and  Kemp 
Conn  of  W.  and  J.  Kemp  could  not  have  been  kept  off  the  first  team  had 
he  not  been  declared  ineligible,  while  brother  Cecil  would  have  made  it 
necessary  to  provide  a  place  for  him  on  the  second  team.

BasketbaH  reached  the  highest  point  of  interest  it  ever  has  known  in  the 
Ohio  Collegiate  Conference  with  the  season  of  1922,  which  opened  early  in 
January  and  closed  March  18. 

The  eighteen  schools  which  compose  the  Conference  played  a  total  of  99 
championship  games.  Of  these,  four  were  decided  by  a  single  point,  nine 
by  margins  of  two  points  and  three  by  margins  of  three  points.  A  great 
many  more  were  decided  by  margins  of  five  or  less  points,  showing  the  teams 
were  rather  evenly  matched  for  such  a  large  organization  composed  of 
schools  which  range  from  about  100  students  to  4,000.  Attendance  figures 
all  over  the  Conference  were  the  largest  ever  known. 

Wooster  won  the  Conference  championship  after  a  race  that  was  close  all 
the  way  and  in  which  Ohio  University,  Wittenberg,  Cincinnati,  Case  and 
Wesleyan  gave  the  new  champions  a  real  battle  right  down  to  the  finish. 
Ohio,  winners  of  the  1921  championship,  lost  its  first  game  and  then  won 
ten  straight.  After  losing  to  Denison  in  their  third  game  of  the  season  the 
Wooster  players  won  their  next  twelve  games  and  annexed  the  champion- 
ship. Southern  Ohio  followers  of  the  game  were  convinced  of  Wooster's 
class  when  Wooster  defeated  Wittenberg  by  seven  points  after  having 
decisively  downed  Wesleyan  and  Denison. 

Ray  Milders,  Miami  center,  was  the  leading  scorer  of  the  Conference 
with  a  total  of  178  points.  Small  of  the  tailend  Kenyon  team,  though,  led 
in  goals  from  the  field  with  67.  Fred  Schierloh,  captain  of  the  Cincinnati 
team,  led  all  the  foul  shooters  with  87  such  goals.  Schierloh  also  led  in 
fouls  tossed  in  one  game,  getting  14  against  Miami. 

Freigau,  Wesleyan,  scored  the  greatest  number  of  points  in  one  game, 
making  31  against  Kenyon.  Milders  ran  him  a  close  race  in  this  respect 
by  making  30  points  in  one  game  against  Kenyon.  House,  Miami,  rang  up 
12  field  goals  in  one  game  against  Kenyon,  the  record  for  the  season. 

Wheeler,  Oberlin,  made  the  best  average  for  points  scored.  He  averaged 
17.1  points  a  game  for  eight  games.  Marsh  of  Mount  Union  was  next  with 
an  average  of  14.9  points  a  game,  and  Milders  third  with  an  average  of  14.8.

Kansas  Conference  basketball  boasted  its  best-ever  year  in  1922.  While 
the  history  of  the  sport  in  the  larger  colleges  of  the  sixteen-team  circuit  has 
been  a  story  of  success  for  years,  a  sharp  struggle  was  waged  in  the  smaller 
colleges  to  overcome  the  difficulty  of  financing  the  game.  In  late  years 
even  the  smaller  colleges  have  made  it  a  profitable  form  of  athletics,  and 
the  climax  of  the  past  season  has  raised  basketball  to  the  dignity  of  a  self- 
supporting  major  sport  throughout  the  state. 

In  1922  the  title  went  to  the  fast  moving  five  of  Southwestern  College  of 
Winfield.  Always  a  championship  contender,  under  the  efficient  tutelage 
of  W.  S.  Bates,  one  of  the  most  experienced  of  the  Conference  coaches, 
the  1922  Builder  team  was  strong  enough  to  sweep  through  the  state  to  a 
record  of  fifteen  games  won  and  one  lost.  Southwestern  had  a  team  of 
veterans  with  the  exception  of  Smith  at  guard,  who  rapidly  demonstrated 
his  claim  to  the  ability  of  his  teammates.  He,  with  Gardner,  Kahler,  Cairns, 
and  P.  Reif,  formed  a  happy  combination  of  sportsmen  and  athletes  who 
had  a  scoring  drive  and  baffling  defense. 

McPherson  College,  one  of  the  juniors,  broke  into  the  limelight  with  a 
second  place  team,  an  unusual  feat  which  is  directly  attributable  to  the 
excellent  work  of  Arthur  C.  Lonborg,  a  graduate  of  Kansas,  who  was 
coaching  for  his  first  time.  The  Bulldogs  were  not  blessed  with  abundant 
material,   but    their   season's   performance    entitled    them    to   much   credit. 

Fairmount  College  landed  in  third  place  easily.  It  lost  only  two  games 
and  these  were  the  brace  in  the  annual  series  with  Southwestern,  the  cham- 
pions. Lamar  Hoover  presented  a  smooth  working  five  that  gained  respect- 
ful attention  in  all  of  its  games,  although  circumstances  prevented  the 
Wheatshockers  from  essaying  the  strong  schedule  they  would  have  preferred. 

Ottawa  University  can  be  expected  to  place  well  up  for  a  long  time  if  it 
maintains  its  pace  of  the  past  six  years.  The  Baptists,  under  Robert  Bran- 
nan,  lodged  in  fourth  place  last  season.  But  for  some  nights  when  they 
lost  games  they  might  have  reasonably  expected  to  win  they  might  have 
been  a  notch  or  so  higher,  although  they  were  at  the  mercy  of  the  cham- 
pions in  the  two  games  played  with  them. 

The  two  Emporia  schools  tied  for  fifth  place,  but  the  College  of  Emporia 
feels  it  has  by  far  the  better  of  its  argument  with  the  Kansas  Normal 
because  it  won  two  games  of  the  annual  three-game  series.  The  former 
school,  under  Gwinn  Henry,  had  not  previously  placed  high  in  basketball, 
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Kansas  Normal,  under  Arthur  Schabinger,  got  away  to  a  belated  start,  but 
finished  strong  with  a  victory  over  its  rival— College  of  Emporia.  Normal 
defeated  Kansas  State,  a  Missouri  Valley  school,  and  is  the  first  Conference 
college  to  do  that  in  years. 

Baker,  under  E.  S.  Liston,  finished  on  the  right  side  of  the  .500  mark, 
after  a  season  that  found  the  Baldwin  crew  hitting  from  everywhere  one 
night  and  missing  from  the  same  places  the  next.  Washburn  divided  its 
victories  and  defeats  evenly,  but  on  the  right  side  of  the  ledger  is  given  a 
big  mark  for  its  defeat  of  Southwestern.    Dwight  Ream  was  the  coach. 

Friends  University,  under  Roscoe  Brown,  had  a  much  better  season  than 
has  been  its  lot  for  several  years.  The  Quakers  won  many  games  and  elec- 
trified the  state  with  an  eastern  swing  that  netted  a  row  of  victories  and  no 
defeats.  Kansas  Wesleyan,  under  A.  B.  Mackie,  had  a  better  season  than 
usual,  too,  and  won  eight  games  of  a  long  and  difficult  schedule.  Pittsburg 
and  St.  Mary's  found  that  1922  brought  them  their  turns  to  be  the  losers, 
although  there  was  no  great  amount  of  material  for  the  coaches  to  develop 
at  either  school.  Garfield  Weede  handled  Pittsburg,  while  Earl  Conway 
held  the  helm  at  St.  Mary's. 

Hays  and  Bethany  scored  a  trio  of  victories  apiece,  but  each  lost  ten 
games  in  the  meanwhile.  Bethany  did  hold  the  champions  to  a  one  point 
victory,  and  on  the  latter's  court,  at  that.  Sterling  failed  to  register  in  the 
win  column,  although  it  played  several  excellent  games.

The  season's 
final  honor  to  a  star  athlete  is  his  selection  for  the  list  of  thirty  that  are 
compiled  annually  by  the  writer  with  the  assistance  of  the  coaches  and 
officials  of  the  Conference.  This  year's  teams  are  the  accurate  interpretation 
of  the  votes  of  the  coaches,  fifteen  of  whom  answered  the  call  for  ballots. 

Gardner  of  Southwestern  and  Grant  of  the  College  of  Emporia  would  grace 
any  team  in  the  country,  for  their  scoring  power  is  a  gift.  No  set  of  guards, 
even  from  those  teams  in  the  national  tournament  of  the  Amateur  Athletic 
Union  that  had  occasion  to  try  the  merits  of  both,  could  keep  them  from 
scoring  many  a  counter.  Kahler  at  center  is  a  high  jumping,  fast  moving 
performer  who  would  battle  any  opponent  most  effectively.  Davis  of  Ottawa 
has  made  the  All-State  before  and  is  a  worthy  recipient  of  the  award. 
Brewster  places  for  his  first  time,  but  a  string  of  coaches  who  watched  his 
190  pounds  in  flashing  action  voted  him  his  place. 
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Collegiate  Basketball  in  North  Dakota 

By  Paul  J.  Davis,

At  the  outset  of  the  1922  season,  all  the  Dakota  institutions  looked  for- 
ward to  a  good  year  in  basketball  with  the  possible  exception  of  Fargo 
College  and  the  University  of  North  Dakota.  Fargo  was  handicapped  by  the 
loss  of  its  veteran  coach  and  some  good  material.  The  University  had  lost 
the  services  of  the  two  best  forwards  ever  developed  in  the  Dakotas — Houser 
and  Richards — but  with  Captain  Sinclair  and  Stensheel,  two  veteran  guards; 
Busdicker,  center;  Burkman,  forward,  and  with  McCutcheon  and  Harris,  two 
good  letter  men  left  over  from  the  previous  year,  the  Flickertails  had  to- 
be  taken  into  consideration  for  the  championship  battle. 

The  Aggies,  with  a  veteran  team  practically  intact  from  the  season  before,, 
loomed  up  as  the  logical  champions.  With  Sivertson  and  Trowbridge,  for- 
wards; Flem  and  Wilson,  guards,  and  Hildre  at  center,  they  were  certainly 
in  fine  shape  for  the  1922  race.  Fargo  College,  Jamestown  College,  Wah- 
peton  School  of  Science  and  the  University  did  not  get  under  way  in  a  very 
striking  manner.  The  University  lost  two  close  practise  games  with  the 
Crookston  All-Stars  and  then  lost  two  hard  games  to  South  Dakota  State  by 
close  scores.  They  came  back  strong  in  the  two  games  which  they  won  from 
St.  Olaf. 

In  the  meantime  the  Aggies  had  broken  even  in  a  two-game  series  with 
South  Dakota  State.  The  Flickers  eliminated  Fargo  College  and  Wahpeton 
from  the  state  race.  Then  came  the  four-game  championship  series  with  the 
Aggies.  The  Aggies  won  the  first  game  by  one  point  through  the  ability  of 
Flem,  their  wonderful  foul  shooter.  The  last  three  games  were  victories  for 
the  University  by  safe  margins,  and  thereby  won  the  state  championship 
for  the  third  successive  year.  In  the  four  games  the  University  scored  40 
field  goals  to  the  Aggies'  12.  The  Aggies  played  a  fast  game,  but  lacked 
driving  power  and  scoring  ability.  The  University  lacked  the  speed  of 
former  years,  but  had  a  hard  driving  scoring  machine.  Flem,  the  Aggie 
star  guard,  kept  the  Aggies  in  every  game  with  his  remarkable  foul  shoot- 
ing. The  Flickertails  brought  their  season  to  a  close  with  a  win  over 
Macalester  College  by  a  large  score.

All  the  colleges  and  normal  schools  of  South  Dakota  except  the  State 
University  and  State  College  are  united  in  what  is  known  as  the  South 
Dakota  Intercollegiate  Conference.  Each  of  the  member-teams  played  a 
schedule  of  about  twelve  games  and  decided  the  championship  on  a  per- 
centage basis.  Huron  College  had  little,  difficulty  in  winning  the  champion- 
ship, as  she  won  every  Conference  game  with  the  single  exception  of  one 
with  Aberdeen  Normal.  The  Conference  teams  finished  as  follows:  Huron 
College,  Northern  Normal,  Madison  Normal,  Redfield  College,  Wesley  an 
University,  Yankton  College,  Spearfish  Normal,  Sioux  Falls  College,  State 
School  of  Mines  and  Augustana  College. 

South  Dakota  State  College  and  the  University  of  South  Dakota,  the  two 
largest  schools  in  the  state,  naturally  had  the  best  basketball  teams.  The 
University  played  two  games  with  Huron  College,  the  Conference  champions, 
and  won  both  in  easy  fashion,  one  by  the  score  of  30  to  16  and  the  other  by 
27  to  18.  State  College,  however,  won  an  undisputable  claim  to  the  state 
championship  by  her  victories  over  the  University,  38  to  16  and  34  to  16. 
In  fact,  State  won  all  games  with  state  teams  by  a  big  margin  and  was 
unanimously  conceded  as  having  the  strongest  machine  in  both  Dakotas. 
State  won  three  out  of  four  games  on  a  trip  through  North  Dakota,  two 
straight  from  the  University  of  North  Dakota,  champions  of  the  northern 
state,  and  one  from  North  Dakota  State  Agricultural  College.

Basketball  set  a  record  in  1922  for  Colorado  in  the  number  of  teams 
organized  and  the  enthusiasm  shown  toward  it.  In  the  Intercollegiate  Con 
ference  the  crowds  were  only  limited  by  the  space  in  which  to  put  them, 
the  crying  need  being  for  larger  gymnasiums. 

Colorado  College  won  the  Intercollegiate  title  after  a  great  race  with  the 
Miners  of  Golden.  These  teams  were  tied  until  the  last  game,  both  having 
won  all  their  contests  with  other  schools  and  divided  with  each  other.  In 
the  last  game,  however,  the  Mines  lost  to  the  Aggies  at  Fort  Collins,  while 
C.C.  was  earning  an  easy  victory  over  Denver  University. 

Colorado  University,  which  had  won  the  Conference  title  for  the  foui 
years  previous,  had  a  rather  erratic  and  disastrous  season.  Although  cap- 
tained by  the  great  Willard,  the  losses  of  stars  of  the  year  previous  could 
not  be  filled,  and  even  Willard  failed  to  play  up  to  his  former  standard. 
Denver  University,  coached  by  Ralph  Woods,  former  Middle  West  star,  made 
a  fine  showing.  The  team  was  composed  entirely  of  freshmen  and  will  need 
to  be  watched  in  the  future. 

Both  the  Mines  and  Colorado  College  had  veteran  teams  of  real  stars  and 
furnished  great  sport  for  the  spectators  by  their  great  playing.  The  C.C. 
team,  after  winning  the  Conference  title,  went  to  the  A.A.U.  meet  at  Kansas 
City,  being  put  out  by  the  Indianapolis  Y.M.C.A.  by  the  score  of  45  to  42. 
This  team  went  to  the  semi-finals,  showing  that  the  Rocky  Mountain  repre 
sentatives  stood  well  with  the  best.

The  State  Normal  College  of  Natchitoches  finished  at  the  top  in  the 
Louisiana  Intercollegiate  Athletic  Association  basketball  race  with  eleven 
games  won  and  one  lost.

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Intercollegiate  Basketball  in  Montana

College  basketball  in  Montana,  after  something  of  a  slump  in  quality  in 
1921,  came  back  slowly  in  1922.  Veteran  material  was  much  more  plentiful, 
coaching  systems  were  better  established,  and  longer  and  stronger  schedules 
were  played.  As  a  result  tli3  general  average  of  play  was  considerably 
improved  over  that  of  the  previous  year. 

Bernie  Bierman's  Montana  State  University  Grizzlies  carried  off  the  state 
championship,  making  it  twice  in  succession  they  have  taken  the  honors. 
Bierman  had  a  well  balanced  aggregation — speedy,  heavy,  well  supplied 
with  strong  substitutes,  with  a  good  scoring  attack  and  a  close  defense.  The 
University  quintette  suffered  only  two  defeats  in  Montana  and  made  a  good 
showing  against  some  of  the  Pacific  Northwest  fives. 

The  Montana  School  of  Mines,  Mount  St.  Charles  and  the  Montana  State 
College  all  have  some  claims  to  second  place  as  far  as  actual  playing  strength 
was  concerned.  When  the  work  of  the  three  for  the  whole  season  is  studied 
out,  the  Mines  seems  to  have  a  slight  edge  on  the  other  two  and  to  deserve 
the  Position  in  the  standing.  Chester  Pittser,  handling  the  Ore  Diggers  for 
the  second  season,  developed  a  fine  short  pass  running  attack  and  a  great 
defensive  pair  of  guards  in  Ladic  and  Havey.  Weak  basket  shooting  cost 
several  defeats  at  the  hands  of  opponents  who  were  otherwise  outplayed. 

The  former  Marquette  University  star,  Leo  Ratchen,  gave  Mt.  St.  Charles 
as  good  a  quintette  as  their  best  previous  team,  that  of  1920.  The  Helena 
Catholics  were  slow  at  getting  started,  but  they  wound  up  the  year  with  a 
decisive  victory  over  the  champion  University  team.  On  their  own  floor  they 
were  invincible,  but  could  not  find  themselves  on  the  much  smaller  playing 
spaces  encountered  away  from  home. 

The  Montana  State  College  Bobcats,  for  years  supreme  in  Montana  basket- 
ball, fell  upon  evil  days  in  1922.  With  every  man  but  one  of  the  1921 
quintette  back,  a  good  season  was  expected ;  but  mishaps  to  the  best  players, 
sickness  and  stretches  of  in-and-out  work  kept  Coach  Graves  from  making 
a  good  showing.  When  going  good  the  Bobcats  were  hard  to  down,  but 
they  were  off  form  in  their  big  series. 

The  Montana  State  Normal  College,  a  newcomer  the  past  year  in  Montana 
college  sport  circles,  the  Billings  Polytechnic  Institute  under  Bill  Hickman, 
and  Montana  Wesleyan  under  Grant  Hess  put  up  a  class  of  basketball  but 
little  lower  in  quality  than  that  displayed  by  the  four  leaders.  Wesleyan 
in  particular,  while  losing  most  of  its  games,  offered  spirited  resistance  to 
the  Mines  and  the  University  the  end  of  February. 

Short  passing  and  the  five-man  defense  featured  the  styles  of  play  of  all 
seven  teams.  As  a  result  the  Montana  game  was  somewhat  rougher  than 
that  of  other  nearby  sections.  The  season's  standings  as  shown  by  the 
games  among  the  Montana  teams  were  as  follows:

Choice  of  All-State  positions  found  McDonnell,  University,  at  forward; 
Ahern,  University,  at  center,  and  Ladic  of  the  Mines  at  standing  guard, 
with  a  clear  lead  on  the  field.  Baird  of  the  University  and  Havey  of  the 
Mines  were  closely  matched  for  the  other  guard  position,  while  several  men 
deserved  consideration  for  the  other  forward.  The  writer's  ranking  of  the 
men  is  as  follows:

All  of  the  schools  displayed  a  better  brand  of  basketball  than  a  year  ago, 
but  the  season  ended  in  exactly  the  same  manner.  Spokane  University  tied 
with  Cheney  Normal  for  first  place  with  five  won  and  one  lost  in  the  Con- 
ference, the  defeat  in  each  case  being  inflicted  by  the  other.  Whitworth 
and  Spokane  Colleges  were  also  tied,  each  having  beaten  the  other. 

The  championship  was  decided  by  the  game  played  on  the  neutral 
Y.M.C.A.  floor  in  Spokane,  which  was  won  by  Cheney  in  an  extra  period 
after  an  exciting  nip  and  tuck  contest  that  was  uncertain  until  the  final 
gun  sounded.

INDIANA  HIGH  SCHOOL  ATHLETIC  ASSOCIATION 

By  Arthur  L.  Trester,  Permanent  Secretary,  Anderson,  Ind. 

The  Indiana  High  School  Athletic  Association  reached  a  membership  last 
season  of  674  high  schools  of  all  sizes  and  located  in  all  parts  of  Indiana. 
This  number  includes  practically  all  of  the  high  schools  in  the  state.  All  of 
the  larger  and  nearly  all  of  the  smaller  high  schools  are  members.  Athletic 
activities  increased  remarkably  during  the  year  and  the  value  of  a  central 
organization  with  executive  authority  was  received  as  never  before  in  the 
history  of  the  Association.  This  latter  fact  has  been  shown  by  the  employ- 
ment of  a  full  time  permanent  secretary  for  the  State  Association. 

Outdoor  sports  such  as  track,  football,  tennis,  basketball,  swimming  and 
golf  increased  in  attention  and  in  participation.  Basketball  continued  to  be 
the  major  sport  and  many  games  were  played  on  outdoor  courts.  In  fact, 
the  high  schools  are  discovering  that  the  great  outdoors  furnishes  excellent 
gymnasiums  for  all,  with  plenty  of  fresh  air  and  sunlight. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  playing  schedules  of  the  high  schools,  the 
Indiana  High  School  Athletic  Association  held  thirty-two  sectional  tourneys 
made  up  of  564  schools;  two  regional  series  of  sixteen  teams  each  as  further 
eliminating  games,  and  a  final  tourney  of  sixteen  teams  at  the  Coliseum  in 
Indianapolis.  These  state  tourneys  were  very  successful,  financially  and 
otherwise.  Ten  thousand  persons  attended  the  games  at  Indianapolis  at 
one  time.  From  one  thousand  to  six  thousand  persons  attended  the  sec- 
tional tourney  games,  and  at  least  four  thousand  persons  attended  each  of 
the  regional  series  held  at  Purdue  University  and  Indiana  University.  Gov- 
ernor Warren  T.  McCray  and  wife  attended  several  of  the  final  games  in 
Indianapolis  and  he  gave  an  address  on  the  last  evening.  He  praised  the 
sportsmanship  shown  by  the  teams,  fans  and  communities  represented,  and 
assigned  a  high  place  to  the  value  of  physical  training  for  boys  and  girls. 
He  complimented  the  High  School  Athletic  Association  on  its  good  work. 

Franklin  High  School  won  the  state  championship  for  the  third  consecu- 
tive year.  Reece  Jones  of  Vincennes  High  School  was  awarded  the  Gimbel 
Prize  given  by  Jake  Gimbel  to  the  player  at  the  state  tourney  who  showed 
the  best  "mental  attitude"  at  all  times.  The  weakest  player  on  the  weakest 
team  may  get  this  prize,  as  the  qualities  belonging  to  a  gentleman  are  con- 
sidered foremost  rather  than  playing  ability. 

The  feeling  is  almost  unanimous  in  Indiana  that  too  many  games  of 
basketball  are  being  played  by  many  teams.  The  Board  of  Control  and  the 
high  school  principals  are  in  favor  of  cutting  down  the  playing  schedules. 
Rules  governing  the  number  of  games  and  eliminating  participation  in  out- 
of-state  tourneys  will  be  passed  at  the  annual  meeting  in  October.  The 
Board  of  control  has  worked  out  a  rigid  scheme  for  the  certification  of 
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all  officials.    According  to  this  plan  all  officials  will  be  recommended,  inves- 
tigated and  approved  by  the  Board  of  Control.    The  quality  of  officiating  is

SOUTHERN  ILLINOIS  HIGH  SCHOOLS

It  is  almost  a  hackneyed  expression  to  say  that  basketball  enjoyed  its 
greatest  year  in  Southern  Illinois.  But  such  is  the  case.  The  indoor  game 
had  more  followers  during  the  past  season  than  ever  before.  There  were 
more  good  teams,  more  good  coaches,  and,  as  important  as  anything  else, 
there  was  more  good  refereeing.  This  article  deals  principally  with  high 
schools,  but  there  were  numerous  grade,  junior  high  school  and  independent 
teams  playing  all  over  the  lower  end  of  the  state.  Every  town  and  hamlet 
had  its  quota  of  basketeers.  As  an  example,  one  town  of  six  thousand  pop- 
ulation had  a  normal  school  team,  two  high  school  teams,  an  American 
Legion  team,  and  each  of  the  four  grade  schools  had  a  team.  This  is  not  an 
isolated  case,  for  the  same  conditions  prevailed  throughout  the  section  and 
the  number  of  teams  exceeded  that  of  any  previous  year. 

The  tournaments  in  Illinois  were  run  on  a  new  plan  last  season.  Pre- 
viously the  winners  of  all  district  tournaments  were  brought  together  into 
one  tourney  for  premier  state  honors.  With  twenty-four  districts  this  plan 
became  unwieldy,  so  the  state  was  divided  into  four  sections  and  the 
district  winners  apportioned  to  sectional  meets.  In  the  districts  the  schools 
were  divided  into  Class  A  and  Class  B  teams.  Class  A,  the  larger  schools, 
played  an  elimination,  as  did  the  smaller  ones  in  Class  B,  and  the  winners 
of  each  class  met  in  the  finals  for  the  district  championship. 

The  six  tournaments  in  Southern  Illinois  were  held  at  Alton,  Olney, 
Bridgeport,  Benton,  Centralia  and  Marion.  There  were  sixteen  teams  at 
Alton,  fifteen  at  Olney,  fifteen  at  Bridgeport,  sixteen  at  Benton,  seventeen  at 
Centralia  and  seventeen  at  Marion — a  total  of  ninety-six  teams  for  this  end 
of  the  state.  The  district  winners  were  as  follows:  Alton,  Olney,  Bridge- 
port, West  Frankfort,  Centralia  and  Marion.  The  above  teams  played  in 
the  sectional  tournament  held  at  Mount  Vernon  to  decide  what  team  would 
represent  Egypt  at  Urbana. 

Centralia's  great  team  came  out  on  top  of  the  heap,  but  only  after  two 
fast  battles  with  West  Frankfort  and  Marion.  Here  were  undoubtedly 
three  as  great  prep  school  teams  as  there  were  in  the  state.  Centralia  went 
on  and  won  the  state  meet.  Marion  were  the  state  champions  in  1921.  West 
Frankfort  had  the  greatest  defense,  according  to  the  Centralia  players,  that 
they  encountered  all  year.  Winning  the  sectional  entailed  more  effort 
they  say  than  winning  the  state. 

Four  teams  were  in  the  state  tournament  at  Urbana — Centralia,  Peoria, 
Rockford  and  Atwood.  Centralia  eliminated  Rockford,  31—23,  and  Atwood 
defeated  Peoria  in  the  first  round.  In  the  finals  the  Egyptians  won  over 
the  strong  Atwood  five,  24  to  16 — a  worthy  feat,  indicated  by  the  fact  that 
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it  was  the  first  defeat  of  the  year  for  Atwood  and  the  first  time  that  any 
team  had  scored  more  than  twenty  points  on  them. 

This  is  the  fourth  successive  year  that  the  championship  of  the  state  has 
come  to  Egypt,  and  in  two  of  those  four  years  Centralia  has  been  the  winner 
—1922,  Centralia;  1921,  Marion;  1920,  Mount  Vernon,  and  1919,  Centralia. 

Just  to  help  the  standing  of  Illinois  basketball,  the  Belleville  quintette, 
which  had  taken  second  place  in  the  Alton  tournament,  entered  and  carried 
away  first  place  in  the  invitational  Missouri  Valley  Tournament  held  by 
Washington  University  at  St.  Louis.  Sparta,  which  had  been  beaten  by 
the  Marion  five  by  a  close  score  in  the  district,  finished  second  to  Belleville. 


SOUTHWESTERN    IOWA    HIGH    SCHOOLS

Basketball  among  the  high  schools  of  Southwestern  Iowa  has  reached  a 
high  point  of  development  in  recent  years.  The  interest  is  very  keen,  as 
every  school,  of  whatever  size,  has  a  team.  In  fact,  one  of  the  outstanding 
features  of  the  game  is  that  some  fine  quintettes  are  turned  out  by  schools 
so  small  that  they  cannot  muster  sufficient  players  for  a  football  eleven. 
There  probably  were  thirty  high  school  teams  in  action  in  Southwestern 
Iowa  during  the  past  season,  and  from  present  indications  this  number  will 
be  greatly  increased  with  the  opening  of  the  1922-23  campaign. 

Of  all  these  teams  Council  Bluffs  High  School  is  awarded  the  district 
championship.  Its  wonderful  record  of  fifteen  victories  and  one  defeat- 
that  by  an  out-of-state  team — and  its  easy  defeat  of  every  Southwestern  Iowa 
team  that  it  met,  with  a  total  score  of  513  points  to  230  for  opponents, 
entitles  Council  Bluffs  to  the  championship  without  question.  Besides 
defeating  opponents  of  its  own  district,  Council  Bluffs  won  from  other 
strong  teams  such  as  Sioux  City  and  Spirit  Lake,  and  defeated  all  three 
high  school  teams  of  Omaha.     The  team  was  coached  by  T.  J.  Hill. 

Another  fine  team  was  turned  out  at  Shenandoah  by  Coach  W.  E. 
Lewis.  It  won  the  majority  of  its  games,  although  its  reputation  comes 
mostly  from  the  marvelous  record  of  Stibbs,  center,  with  113  baskets  in 
three  games.  Shenandoah  and  Council  Bluffs  did  not  play,  but  comparative 
scores  against  teams  that  both  played  give  a  wide  margin  of  points  to 
Council  Bluffs. 

Denison  had  a  strong  fighting  team,  which  won  the  games  in  its  part 
of  the  district  and  forced  Council  Bluffs  to  the  limit  to  win,  the  only  South- 
western team  to  give  the  champions  any  opposition.  Strong  guarding  was 
the  strength  of  the  Denison  team,  which  was  coached  by  L.  C.  Hoffman. 
Other  teams  that  made  good  showings  were  Strahan,  Carson,  Sidney  and 
Glenwood.

The  Wentworth  Military  Academy  of  Lexington  for  the  third  consecutive 
year  won  the  Missouri  Conference  championship  of  1922,  which  was  not 
definitely  decided  until  the  final  series  with  Kemper.  Wentworth  began  the 
season  with  three  of  the  1921  champions,  and  those  three  bore  the  brunt  of 
the  early  season  games.  The  first  game  of  the  season  was  the  only  one  lost. 
Missouri  took  it  by  one  point.  Lester  P.  Wikoff  of  Missouri  University 
coached  the  Wentworth  team. 

Kemper,  the  runner-up  in  the  Conference  race,  started  the  season  with 
four  letter  men.  However,  they  were  slow  to  get  along  and  lost  three  of  the 
first  four  games.  After  this  they  hit  a  winning  stride  and  swept  aside  all 
opposition  until  the  final  series  with  Wentworth,  when  their  hopes  were 
finally  squelched.    C.  A.  Clingenpeel,  Central  College,  Fayette,  was  coach. 

Missouri  Military  Academy  also  had  four  letter  men  for  their  team.  They 
got  off  to  a  good  start,  splitting  the  series  with  Kemper  and  Wentworth. 
However,  misfortune  overtook  them  and  they  won  only  from  Chillicothe 
in  their  remaining  play.    Joy  Kistler,  Central  College,  was  their  coach. 

Chillicothe  was  least  fortunate  of  all.  Coach  Neal  had  only  one  letter 
man,  Johnson,  to  start  the  season.  They  never  got  going  and  lost  every 
game  they  played.  They  are  worthy  of  a  good  deal  of  commendation  in 
playing  the  fighting  game  they  did  under  the  circumstances.  Their  last 
game  was  an  extra   period  affair  with   Missouri,  lost   by   only  one  point. 

Wentworth  and  Kemper  players  monopolize  both  all-star  team9  of  the 
Conference.  However,  one  Missouri  man  won  a  first  team  place  and  two 
made  the  second  team.  Chillicothe  landed  its  center,  Ireland,  on  the 
second  team. 

Bradfield  and  Walter  make  a  fine  combination  as  forwards.  They  are 
very  fast  and  excellent  goal  shots.  In  addition  they  possess  defensive  ability 
that  few  forwards  have.  Bradfield's  floor  work  was  a  Wentworth  feature 
all  season.  Walter,  his  running  mate,  is  just  as  good  and  usually  was 
found  doing  the  things  that  Bradfield  left  undone.    Walter's  ability  to  shoot 
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as  he  fades  away  under  the  basket  was  positively  uncanny,  according  to 
one  of  the  Conference  coaches. 

At  center,  Brady  of  the  Missouri  Military  Academy  was  the  leading 
scorer  of  the  Mexico  quintette.  He  threw  more  than  80  per  cent,  of  his 
free  throws.     He  is  a  fine  jumping  center. 

Hemphill,  Kemper,  and  Wenner,  Wentworth,  make  a  great  brace  of 
guards.  The  Kemper  man  is  fast,  long  and  rangy,  has  fine  ability  in  cutting 
off  passes  and  starting  the  play  back  down  the  floor.  Wenner,  appearing 
in  the  Wentworth  line-up  as  center,  went  to  a  guard  position  after  the 
tip-off  and  possessed  every  quality  of  an  excellent  guard.  He  led  the 
Lexington  team  with  fine  ability,  and  as  leader  of  the  Conference  cham- 
pions is  entitled  to  the  all-star  captaincy. 

On  the  second  team  are  the  players  not  far  below  the  caliber  of  the  first 
team  men.  Cowell,  Kemper  forward,  is  an  accurate  goal  shot  and  remarkably 
clever  in  evading  a  guard  and  a  hard  fighter  to  the  finish.  Eggebrecht, 
Missouri,  possesses  the  same  fine  qualifications.  Ireland,  the  Chillicothe 
center,  is  a  very  clever  center,  greatly  handicapped  by  a  weak  team.  Coglizer. 
Kemper  and  Wall,  Missouri,  make  a  fine  pair  of  guards.  Both  were  of  the 
type  that  camp  on  the  trail  of  a  forward  and  break  up  many  a  pass  and 
prevent  many  a  goal  shot. 

Regarding  the  star  players  of  the  Conference,  one  coach  said:  "Every 
player  is  a  tireless  fighter  and  an  excellent  sportsman.  They  are  a  credit 
to  their  schools  and  the  Conference,  fine  athletes  and  gentlemen."  What 
more  could  one  wish?

KANSAS   HIGH    SCHOOL   TOURNAMENT

The  fifteenth  annual  Kansas  high  school  basketball  tournament,  which 
was  held  at  Lawrence,  March  16,  17  and  18,  1922,  was  one  of  the  best  ever 
given.    Competition  was  much  closer  than  usual  and  the  interest  shown  by 
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the  teams  exceeded  that  of  previous  years.  The  tournament  this  year  was 
conducted  under  the  plan  of  dividing  the  state  up  into  districts,  each  district 
holding  a  tournament  a  week  before  the  state  event.  From  each  of  the 
thirteen  districts  the  three  runners-up  were  allowed  to  send  teams  to  Law- 
rence the  following  week.  This  method  eliminated  the  smaller  schools  neai 
the  University  and  more  schools  from  distant  points  sent  representatives. 

Fort  Scott  High  School  won  its  first  state  tournament.  This  team  played 
a  total  of  five  games,  all  of  them  hard  fought  contests,  and  was  one  of  the 
best  that  had  been  seen  here  in  a  number  of  years.  At  the  close  of  the 
final  game,  Dr.  James  A.  Naismith,  head  of  the  department  of  physical  edu- 
cation at  the  University  of  Kansas  and  inventor  of  basketball,  made  the 
announcement  of  the  All-State  teams  which  had  been  chosen  by  the  coaches 
and  officials.    The  following  were  selected:

As  was  customary,  the  Fort  Scott  team  received  $200.00  from  the  Athletic 
Association  to  pay  part  of  the  team's  expenses  to  the  national  high  school 
basketball  meet  at  Chicago.  The  state  high  school  champions  won  one 
game,  but  lost  in  the  second  round.  The  officials  of  the  state  meet — John 
Bunn  and  Rudolph  Urhlaub,  both  former  Kansas  University  basketball  star* 
—handled  the  tournament  in  fine  shape,  the  two  men  running  two  game* 
at  once  until  the  semi-finals. 


NORTH    DAKOTA   HIGH    SCHOOLS 
By  Paul  J.  Davis, 

Director  of  Athletics,  University  of  North  Dakota. 

More  teams  and  better  teams  were  in  the  basketball  field  in  North  Dakota 
in  1922  than  in  any  previous  year.  The  state  is  divided  into  eight  districts. 
Each  district  held  a  tournament  to  decide  its  representative  for  the  final 
tournament,  which  was  held  March  24  and  25. 

The  eight  district  champions  were  as  follows:  Fargo,  Bismarck,  Grand 
Forks,  Valley  City,  Dickinson,  Egeland,  Minot  and  Kenmare.  All  of  these 
teams  played  an  excellent  brand  of  basketball  and  close  scores  were  the 
rule  in  the  finals.  They  deserve  great  credit  for  their  snappy  appearance 
and  good  clean  play.  The  best  contests  were  those  between  Fargo  and 
Grand  Forks,  Minot  and  Valley  City,  Egeland  and  Bismarck,  Egeland  and 
Valley  City,  and  the  championship  game  between  Fargo  and  Egeland. 

Fargo  no  doubt  played  the  classiest  game  of  the  eight  schools  entered 
and  deserved  the  victory  which  it  scored  over  Egeland  in  the  final  game. 
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25  to  10.  Snappy  passing,  good  dribbling  and  accurate  shooting  featured 
all  of  Fargo's  games.  However,  Egeland  entered  the  final  contest  without 
the  services  of  H.  Hewell,  one  of  its  scoring  aces,  and  was  further  handi- 
capped when  Wild,  star  center,  was  unable  to  play  the  second  half.

COLORADO    HIGH    SCHOOLS

The  Colorado  State  Interscholastic  League  held  a  championship  tourna- 
ment at  Boulder,  where  all  the  sectional  champions  met  and  fought  it  out  for 
first  honors.  Greeley  High  School  won  the  honors  after  a  brilliant  series.  It 
was  expected  that  the  Colorado  Springs  High  School  team  would  carry  off 
first  honors  after  a  rather  eventful  season,  but  erratic  playing  caused  their 
downfall. 

West  Denver  High  School  carried  off  the  honors  in  the  Denver  City  High 
School  League.  The  West  Siders'  victory  was  a  popular  one,  as  the  team 
was  a  well  balanced  aggregation  and  played  exceptionally  high-class  ball. 
Although  losing  the  first  game  to  South  and  winning  their  second  contest 
by  a  single  point  margin  with  East,  the  West  Siders  rapidly  advanced  in 
skill  and  at  the  close  of  the  season  were  playing  the  most  brilliantly  of  any 
team  in  many  years.  Tied  with  South  at  the  final  game,  West  simply 
swamped  the  latter  team  by  25  to  13.  West  did  not  play  in  the  state  meet 
at  Boulder  owing  to  a  local  ruling  forbidding  it,  although  experts  say  the 
Denver  team  ranked  well  with  any  of  them. 

What  is  believed  to  be  a  world's  scoring  record  was  achieved  by  the 
Taylor's  Midgets  second  team  of  Colorado  Springs,  coached  by  Harvey  E. 
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.Donaldson,  also  athletic  trainer  of  Colorado  College,  when  that  team,  whose 
average  weight  is  but  107  pounds,  ran  up  192  points  on  the  Ivywild  School, 
a  grade  school  in  a  suburb  of  Colorado  Springs.  The  first  team,  average 
weight  129,  scored  113  points  on  the  Manitou  High  School.  In  the  last  four 
years  the  first  team  has  lost  but  one  game,  the  second  none — a  very  fine 
record. 

OMAHA    (NEB.)    HIGH    SCHOOLS 
By  Gordon  Richmond. 

The  1921-22  basketball  season  in  Omaha  high  schools  produced  some  of 
the  fastest  talent  ever  seen  on  local  courts.  The  race  for  the  city  pennant 
was  a  brilliant  one.  It  was  unfortunate  that  Creighton  Prep  played  only  one 
city  game,  but  in  that  contest  the  speedy  Hilltoppers  demonstrated  their  city 
supremacy.  Central  High  had  made  a  clean  sweep  in  all  of  its  city  battles, 
but  the  Creighton  five  defeated  them  decisively.  A  majority  of  Omaha  sport 
writers  conceded  the  championship  to  Creighton. 

The  selection  of  a  creditable  All-Omaha  team  was  a  difficult  job.  At  the 
close  of  the  season  the  writer  had  each  coach  pick  his  choice  for  the  team. 
Each  selection  of  a  player  was  considered  a  vote,  and  by  comparing  the 
list,  a  popular  choice  was  the  result.  This  system  is  recommended  to 
anyone  who  is  confronted  with  a  similar  problem. 

Frank  Ryan,  Creighton  center,  was  the  only  unanimous  choice,  so  he 
merited  the  captaincy.  Ryan  was  the  seasons  sensation  in  goal  work  and 
floor  generalship.  Beerkel,  Central,  and  Ackerman,  South,  took  the  forward 
honors  only  by  a  slight  margin  over  the  second  choices.  Sofia,  Creighton, 
and  Shoemaker,  Commerce,  were  the  bright  lights  on  defense  throughout 
the  season,  and  their  combination  would  be  a  powerful  one.  Shoemaker 
was  picked  as  an  All-State  guard  at  the  Nebraska  state  tournament.

MONTANA   HIGH    SCHOOLS

There  was  plenty  of  activity  in  basketball  among  the  Montana  High 
Schools  during  the  past  season  with  between  seventy  and  eighty  teams  in  the 
field.     The  state  was  divided  into  nine  districts  and  late  in  February  most 
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of  these  districts  determined  the  best  quintettes  by  means  of  district  tour-, 
naments  which  attracted  much  local  interest.  Sixteen  teams — Missoula,  Big 
Timber,  Darby,  Helena,  Forsyth,  Dillon,  Havre,  Billings,  Kalispell,  Bozeman, 
Livingston,  Glasgow,  Lewistown,  Great  Falls,  Miles  City,  and  Poplar — won 
the  right  to  compete  in  the  state  tournament,  held  at  Bozeman  early  in 
March,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Montana  State  College.  Lewistown, 
owing  to  an  epidemic,  was  forced  to  drop  out  and  Manhattan  was  sub- 
situated. 

Missoula  took  the  championship,  with  Big  Timber  second,  Darby  third, 
Helena  fourth,  Forsyth  fifth,  Dillon  sixth,  Havre  seventh,  and  Billings 
eighth.  The  next  week  Missoula  went  to  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  where  the 
Rocky  Mountain  championship  was  lost  to  Weston,  Idaho,  in  a  close  series 
of  battles,  the  other  contestants  being  Lehi,  Utah,  and  Greeley,  Colorado. 
The  Missoula  team  also  was  sent  to  Chicago  to  participate  in  Stagg's 
national  tournament.  The  Montanans  won  their  first  game  against  Antigo, 
Wisconsin,  but  were  eliminated  by  Rockford,  Illinois.  Both  trips  attracted 
much  publicity  throughout  the  state. 

All-State  teams  were  selected  at  the  Montana  tournament  by  vote  of  the 
sixteen  coaches  and  dozen  sports  writers  present.  Center  on  the  second 
team  resulted  in  a  tie  between  Bompart  of  Helena  and  Illman  of  Missoula.

SAN  JOAQUIN  VALLEY  SCHOOLS

"Teams  everywhere"  was  the  expression  used  throughout  the  San  Joaquin 
Valley  last  season.  Much  more  interest  was  shown  than  ever  before,  as 
every  small  town  in  the  Valley  had  representative  teams  and  also  ran  leagues 
of  their  own.  The  State  College  in  its  first  year  in  the  Junior  College  Con- 
ference won  the  championship  by  some  wonderful  playing  in  the  last  two 
games.  This  was  due  largely  to  Captain  Moody,  who  played  the  game  of 
his  career  in  both  contests.  He  not  only  led  his  team  in  scoring  but  played 
a  wonderful  defensive  game  as  well.  Crawford,  Larsen  and  Telinocher  were 
the  other  outstanding  stars  on  the  college  squad. 

Tulare  won  the  high  school  championship  of  the  Valley  from  Selma  in  a 
wonderful  game.  Selma,  by  its  large  scores  and  easy  wins  over  strong 
teams,  was  the  favorite,  but  was  unable  to  withstand  the  aggressive  attack 
of  Tulare.  The  final  standing  of  the  teams  was  as  follows:  1,  Tulare;

An  all-star  team  was  hard  to  choose,  as  there  were  many  excellent  players 
and  the   sport  writers   differed  largely  in  their   choices.     The  writer  was 
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fortunate  in  witnessing  most  of  the  teams  in  action,  as  many  of  the  final 
games  were  played  on  the  State  College  floor.  Kelly  of  Selma  seemed  to  be 
the  outstanding  forward,  with  Telinocher  of  Fresno  a  close  second.  Both 
were  rangy  players,  fast  and  accurate  shots,  and  covered  all  parts  of  the 
floor.  At  centre  there  seemed  to  be  no  outstanding  star,  but  Russell  of 
Selma,  by  reason  of  his  spurt  at  the  finish,  would  have  the  call  over  all 
others.  At  guard,  Dotson  of  Selma,  McCabe  of  Tulare  and  Hermants  of 
Dinuba  were  all  capable  men,  fast  and  strong,  good  scorers,  and  able  to 
cover  their  opponents  well.  

CHENEY   NORMAL   TOURNAMENT

With  eight  teams  instead  of  six,  as  last  year,  Cheney  Normal  staged  the 
second  annual  interscholastic  basketball  tournament  on  March  3  and  4, 1922. 
More  than  eighty  high  schools  were  represented  by  the  eight  teams  which 
were  either  county  champions  or  runners-up  and  came  from  six  Eastern 
Washington  and  two  North  Idaho  counties. 

The  following  teams  were  entered:  Colville,  Stevens  and  Ferry  Counties; 
Ritzville,  Adams  County;  Almira,  Lincoln  County;  Pullman,  Whitman 
County;  Cheney  and  Fairfield,  Spokane  County,  all  of  Washington;  Spirit 
Lake  Kootenai  County,  and  Wardner-Kellogg,  Shoshone  County,  Idaho. 

Fairfield,  Cheney,  Almira  and  Pullman  survived  the  first  round,  while 
Almira  and  Fairfield  succumbed  in  the  semi-finals,  leaving  Cheney  and  Pull- 
man to  fight  it  out  for  the  title.  The  final  game  was  played  before  a 
capacity  crowd,  Pullman  winning,  20 — 12. 

For  the  second  time  in  two  years  all  of  the  competing  teams  had  their 
expenses  taken  care  of  from  the  time  they  left  home  until  they  arrived 
there  again,  and  in  addition  there  was  a  small  amount  to  go  into  the  sinking 
fund  for  next  year.  

INLAND   EMPIRE  TOURNAMENT

By  defeating  the  Gonzaga  High  School  team  in  the  final  game  of  the  Spo- 
kane Amateur  Athletic  Club  tournament,  16  to  14,  the  North  Central  High 
School  basketball  five  won  the  championship  of  the  Inland  Empire.  Two  of 
the  North  Central  players  placed  on  the  all-star  team  picked  by  officials  of 
the  tournament.  Captain  Kent  Allen  was  placed  at  forward  and  Milton 
Martin  was  given  a  guard  position  and  named  captain  of  the  team.

Basketball  is  getting  to  be  the  chief  sport  in  the  city  of  Dayton,  and  par- 
ticularly in  the  Dayton  Y.M.C.A.,  which  always  has  fostered  the  game.

The  Fort  Wayne  Y.M.C.A.,  reaching  out  into  the  community,  organized 
and  conducted  four  separate  and  distinct  basketball  leagues,  each  adopting 
a  rule  forbidding  a  player  to  compete  in  more  than  one  league.  Statistics 
compiled  at  the  end  of  the  season  show  that  186  games  were  played  by  415 
players  representing  42  organizations,  and  that  54,656  spectators  attended. 

All  games  were  played  in  the  "Y"  gymnasium,  where  the  officials  were 
making  an  effort  to  elevate  the  standard  of  play.  Too  much  cannot  be  said 
of  the  interest  and  service  of  E.  A.  Barnes,  superintendent  of  the  General 
Electric  Company,  who  was  the  official  timekeeper  throughout  the  Industrial 
League  schedule. 

Each  league  was  conducted  on  an  amateur  basis,  no  money  being  paid 
except  to  the  referees,  whose  salaries  came  out  of  the  forfeit  money  posted 
by  each  team  at  the  beginning  of  the  season.  Each  league  completed  its 
schedule  and  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  very  few  games  were  forfeited. 

Amateur  athletics,  especially  basketball,  have  won  their  place  in  the 
activities  of  industries,  Sunday  Schools  and  commercial  institutions  in  Fort 
Wayne.  The  heads  of  the  various  organizations  are  in  hearty  accord,  for 
it  has  been  demonstrated  that  carefully  supervised  athletics  is  a  step  in  the 
right  direction  and  offers  not  pnly  entertainment  but  also  recreation  for  a 
large  number,  which  in  turn  develops  unity,  loyalty  and  good  health. 

At  the  close  of  the  season,  post-season  championship  games  were  played 
by  the  winners  of  the  various  leagues.  The  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  the 
Sunday  School  League  were  defeated  by  the  Anthony  Wayne  Institute  of  the 
Commercial  League,  the  latter  also  defeating  the  General  Electric  team  of 
the  Industrial  League. 

Fort  Wayne  Commercial  League — By  Phil  H.  Stephens,  President. 

Although  only  five  teams  competed  in  the  initial  season  of  the  Commer- 
cial League,  several  other  teams  expressed  their  desire  to  enter  after  seeing 
the  results  of  the  opening  games.  The  enthusiasm  on  the  side  lines,  with 
from  five  to  eight  hundred  rooters  giving  their  yells  in  organized  groups, 
and  the  fine  spirit  of  sportsmanship  existing  between  the  players  of  the 
different  teams,  promised  a-  successful  season  from  the  start. 

Particular  attention  is  called  to  the  Anthony  Wayne  Institute  players 
because  of  their  success  in  producing  a  winning  team  and  their  fine  spirit 
in  playing  the  clean  game.  Their  machine-like  teamwork  pulled  them 
through  the  Commercial  League  with  a  clean  slate,  gave  them  a  victory  over 
the  champions  of  the  Sunday  School  League,  and  finally  the  Y.M.C.A.  league 
championship  by  defeating  the  General  Electric  team  of  the  Industrial 
League.  A  silver  loving  cup,  presented  by  the  First  National  Bank  of 
Fort  Wayne,  was  awarded  the  Institute  team.

Fort  Wayne  Sunday  School  League — By  S.  C.  Peters,  President. 

The  first  Sunday  School  Basketball  League  ever  organized  in  Fort  Wayne 
went  through  a  very  successful  season,  94  games  being  played,  187  individ- 
uals participating,  and  more  than  20,000  spectators  witnessing  the  games. 
The  league  was  composed  of  seventeen  teams,  which  played  one  night  each 
week  in  the  Y.M.C.A.  gymnasium.  Each  team  played  a  schedule  of  eight 
games  and  the  league  was  then  divided  according  to  the  caliber  of  the 
teams.  All  games  were  then  discarded  and  another  series  of  eight  games 
was  played. 

The  league  finished  with  three  teams  tied  in  each  division,  and  a  post-sea- 
son series  of  three  games  was  then  played  to  decide  the  division  championships. 
The  division  winners  then  played  for  the  championship  of  the  league,  which 
First  Presbyterian  won  by  defeating  Simpson  M.  E.,  23  to  15.  No  admission 
was  charged  at  any  of  the  games  and  each  team  posted  a  forfeit  of  $20  to 
pay  the  referees.  Each  player  was  required  to  attend  Sunday  School  two 
Sundays  per  month  to  be  eligible  to  play  in  the  league,  and  a  new  scholar 
was  required  to  attend  three  consecutive  Sundays  before  being  eligible.  A 
beautiful  loving  cup  was  donated  by  J.  Hackenberg,  which  must  be  won 
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three  seasons  before  becoming  the  permanent  property  of  any  team.     The 
final  percentage  standings  follow:

Fort  Wayne  Junior  Sunday  School  League — By  O.  M.  Brunson, 
Boys'  Secretary. 

The  Junior  Sunday  School  League  of  ten  teams  was  conducted  by  the 
boys'  division  during  January.  February  and  March.  Each  team  played 
every  other  team.  The  games  were  played  in  the  James  Smart  School  gym- 
nasium on  Saturday  nights.  Members  of  the  Junior  Leaders'  Corps  acted  as 
referees.

The  Memphis  Y.M.C.A.  was  instrumental  in  providing  followers  of  the 
sport  with  the  cleanest  brand  of  basketball  that  has  ever  been  witnessed 
on  the  local  floor.  Having  the  only  desirable  court  in  the  city  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  season,  the  "Y"  was  drawn  on  by  practically  every  school  in  the 
city  and  county. 

George  W.  Gleaves,  physical  director,  was  the  organizer  and  chairman  of 
the  Scholastic  League,  composed  of  three  city  prep  school  teams  and  one 
county.  The  games  were  hotly  contested  throughout,  there  always  being  a 
large  spirited  crowd  present. 

C.B.C.  won  the  championship  without  experiencing  a  single  defeat. 
Central  High  and  White  Haven  High  were  tied  for  second  and  third  places, 
and  Tech  High,  losing  all  of  her  games,  was  last. 

In  the  boys'  physical  department  there  were  four  leagues  composed  of 
four  teams  each.  The  "Y"  Reds  were  the  winners  of  the  Senior  League, 
winning  all  of  their  games.  "Y"  Junior  Rangers,  with  a  green  team,  finished 
second  after  a  hard  fight.  Central  High  Seconds  and  C.B.C.  Seconds  were 
tied  for  third  and  fourth  places. 

The  "Y"  Flying  Five  not  only  won  the  Junior  League  championship  but 
defeated  sufficient  outside  teams  to  win  the  city  junior  title,  winning  four- 
teen games  and  losing  two  by  the  scant  margin  of  two  points  each.  The  "Y" 
Panthers  with  a  strong  defensive  team  came  second,  "Y"  Bull  Dogs  third, 
and  "Y"  Aces  were  last. 

The  "Y"  B.B.  team  simply  ran  roughshod  over  all  of  the  teams  in  the 
Midget  League,  coming  through  without  a  single  defeat.

More  interest  was  manifested  in  basketball  last  season  than  ever  in  the 
history  of  the  sport  in  Florida.  The  game  is  steadly  emerging  from  its 
cross  between  football  and  basketball  and  every  section  of  the  state  put  oul 
a  far  cleaner  and  more  scientific  game  than  in  former  years. 

In  Jacksonville  there  were  five  successful  leagues — Sunday  School,  City, 
Junior  City,  Grammar  School  and  Playground.  The  City  League  was  com- 
posed of  six  teams  representing  various  organizations,  which  battled  for  the 
championship  of  the  city.  The  local  Y.M.C.A.  team  won  the  city  cham- 
pionship and  in  addition  defeated  Rollins  College  and  the  University  of 
Florida.  As  the  university  won  the  state  championship  in  the  college  class, 
the  Y.M.C.A.  team  justly  lays  claim  to  the  state  championship.  Basketball 
is  not  governed  by  any  organized  body  authorized  to  award  state  champion- 
ships, and  therefore  the  "Y"  team  of  Jacksonville  could  not  authoritatively 
be  declared  state  champions.  Duval  High  School  of  Jacksonville  unques* 
tionably  won  the  state  championship  in  the  high  school  class.

Mobile  (Ala.)  Y.M.C.A.

Basketball  in  Mobile  during  the  1921-22  season  reached  the  highest  point 
of  interest  from  the  players'  and  spectators'  standpoint  that  it  has  ever 
enjoyed.  The  Y.M.C.A.  set  out  to  show  the  community  that  organized 
basketball  leagues  would  benefit  the  community  to  a  larger  degree  and  also 
create  greater  enthusiasm  for  the  game  than  a  Y.M.C.A.  representative  team. 
The  result  was  shown  partly  by  figures  in  comparing  the  previous  season's 
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record  of  45  teams  and  132  games  with  5,385  spectators  looking  on,  to 
the  1921-22  record  of  117  teams  and  297  games  with  15,095  spectators  in 
attendance.  Sunday  Schools,  commercial  houses,  industrial  groups,  lodges, 
athletic  clubs,  schools,  academies,  Detention  Home,  etc.,  were  all  organized 
and  playing  the  game  throughout  the  entire  city  and  county.  The  above 
games  were  all  played  on  the  Y.M.C.A.  gymnasium  floors,  with  822  different 
players  participating. 

The  most  encouraging  part  of  the  entire  activity  was  the  spirit  of  the 
players  and  spectators  in  the  demand  for  a  cleaner  and  more  scientific  style 
of  play.  Much  of  this  was  due  to  the  basketball  schools  which  were  con- 
ducted in  the  two  years  previous  to  the  opening  of  the  basketball  season. 

The  first  Mobile  County  high  school  basketball  tournament  was  held  with 
ten  boys'  teams  and  five  girls'  teams  taking  part  in  the  playing  off  of  the 
county  championship  at  the  "Y."  Alba  High  School  won  the  boys'  title 
and  Tanner  Williams  won  the  girls'  title.  The  final  game  for  the  boys* 
championship  required  two  extra  five-minute  periods  to  decide  the  winner. 
The  teams  were  very  evenly  matched.  Alba  played  a  less  number  of  games 
than  Semmes,  her  final  opponent,  due  to  a  forfeited  game,  but  Semmes  also 
encountered  stronger  opposition  during  the  preliminary  and  semi-final  games, 
or  the  result  might  have  been  even  closer  if  such  were  possible.  The  fol- 
lowing All-County  team  was  selected:

In  the.  Senior  Sunday  School  League,  St.  John's  Episcopal  went  through 
the  regular  schedule  without  a  single  defeat  being  marked  against  her 
record.  Her  splendid  teamwork  and  consistent  work  of  the  guards  kept 
her  to  the  front.  The  season  of  both  Sunday  School  leagues  was  closed 
with  a  large  Sunday  School  Athletic  League  banquet  at  which  both  cham- 
pions were  awarded  banners. 

In  the  Junior  Sunday  School  League,  Criehton  M.  E.  came  through  the 
fire  victorious.  Criehton  M.  E.  entered  the  race  after  the  regular  schedule 
had  started,  but  put  plenty  of  fight  and  spirit  into  their  play  to  make  up 
for  the  late  start.  They  had  as  their  rivals  up  to  the  last  game  the  Criehton 
Baptist  boys,  who  made  a  gallant  fight  for  league  honors.  These  teams 
tied  for  third  place,  with  Government  Street  Presbyterian  boys  finally  land- 
in  the  position. 

In  the  Barton  Academy  class  elimination  championships  the  Freshmen 
came  out  on  top  of  the  heap.  Not  even  the  Seniors,  with  three  years'  experi- 
ence, were  able  to  keep  them  off  the  high  perch.  This,  however,  looks  very 
good  for  the  future  Barton  Academy  'varsity. 

In  the  High  School  League,  Barton  Academy  won  the  honors  after  having 
her  wings  singed  by  the  Spring  Hill  High  School  boys  and  the  title  was 
disputed  until  Barton  took  the  last  game  from  the  Hillians  by  the  close 
score  of  29  to  23.  In  the  three  games  that  these  two  teams  played  during 
the  schedule,  Barton  scored  81  points  to  Spring  Hill's  77,  showing  that  the 
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two  teams  were  very  evenly  matched;  but  Barton  seemed  to  have  the  final 
punch  to  come  through.  Both  teams  also  made  very  creditable  showings- 
in  their  games  with  the  high  schools  from  Florida,  Mississippi  and  Alabama. 

In  the  City  League  the  Shriners,  a  new  organization  in  the  league,  had 
the  Mobile  Sporting  Goods  team,  last  season's  champions,  guessing  about 
the  middle  of  the  season  when  the  Shriners  defeated  them  in  their  second 
contest.  Both  of  these  teams  played  creditably  against  colleges  and  out  of 
town  organization.  The  Knights  of  Columbus  did  not  get  their  combination 
working  until  toward  the  close  of  the  season.  The  Spring  Hill  Athletic  Club 
should  make  a  strong  showing  this  season. 

In  the  Commercial  League  the  Mobile  and  Ohio  Railroad  team  took  an 
early  lead  and  managed  to  hold  it  to  the  end,  although  in  the  last  few 
games  the  other  teams  were  beginning  to  take  their  measure.  Some  real 
exciting  contests  took  place  in  this  league  after  the  men  found  themselves. 
Many  of  the  players  were  making  "comebacks"  after  having  laid  off  from 
the  games  for  several  years. 

In  all  the  games  played,  fifty-six  ended  with  a  five  or  less  point  margin, 
eleven  of  these  with  a  one  point  margin.  Four  games  ended  in  a  tie.  The 
highest  individual  scorers  for  one  game  in  the  various  organized  league? 
were  D.  Steber,  City  League,  38  points;  Dodge,  Senior  Sunday  School 
League  40  points;  Hall,  Junior  Sunday  School  League,  27  points;  Walsh.

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Cook  County  Amateur  Athletic  Federation  Championships 

By  A.  F.  Hammesfahr. 

The  Cook  County  basketball  championships  were  played  at  the  202d 
Artillery  Armory,  March  11  to  16  and  19  to  22,  1922,  and  also  at  the 
American  College  of  Physical  Education  and  the  Hyde  Park  Y.M.C.A.  On 
the  opening  day  forty-four  games  were  played  in  the  Armory  on  three  courts. 
Play  began  at  10  a.m.  and  continued  until  midnight  without  a  protest  or  a 
forfeiture  game.    Eighty-eight  teams  entered  and  all  played. 

Championships  were  held  in  the  95-pound,  105-pound,  115-pound,  125- 
pound,  135-pound  and  unlimited  weight  divisions.  It  was  the  first  year  that 
the  lighter  weights  had  played  and  the  innovation  proved  successful.  The 
quarters  were  six  minutes  with  a  two-minute  intermission  and  five-minute 
intermission  between  halves. 

In  the  heavyweight  division,  Association  House  Reds  won  first  place, 
Eckhart  Forges  American  Legion  Post  finished  second  and  Naperville 
Y.M.C.A.  third.  In  the  135-pound  division,  Alverno  A.A.  defeated  the 
Division  Y.M.C.A.  Clippers  in  one  of  the  best  games  seen  on  the  local  floors 
last  season  by  the  score  of  32  to  31.  Chicago  Boys'  Club  No.  5  won  third 
place.  In  the  125-pound  division,  Windsor  Park  M.E.  won  first  place, 
Stanford  Park  finished  second  and  Division  Street  Y.M.C.A.  Flashes  third. 
The  place  winners  in  the  other  divisions  were  as  follows:  115-pound — Dvorak 
Park,  won;  Armour  Square,  second;  Wells  Park,  third.  105-pound — Gary 
Y.M.C.A.,  won;  Eckhart  Park,  second;  Seward  Park,  third.  95-pound— 
Cornell  Square,  won;  Association  House,  second;  Chicago  Commons,  third. 

In  the  Federation  tournament  all  the  services  are  donated  and  mention 
is  due  to  those  who  made  its  success  possible.  The  American  College  of 
Physical  Education  took  care  of  three  nights  of  championships,  conducting 
the  games  and  taking  care  of  the  gymnasium  and  sending  the  students  to 
work  at  other  places  when  games  were  played.  The  South  Parks  also 
helped,  and  special  mention  is  made  of  the  assistance  rendered  by  Mr. 
Reynolds  and  Mr.  Graves,  who  were  in  attendance  most  of  the  playing  nights. 
The  Y.M.CA.'s  and  the  West  Parks  also  sent  several  men. 

The  main  work  of  the  tournament  fell  on  the  Church  Athletic  Association 
of  Chicago.  A  group  of  its  young  men  did  all  the  preliminary  work  and 
were  present  every  night  as  timekeepers  and  scorekeepers  and  took  full 
charge  of  the  weighing-in.  Those  that  are  mentioned  for  their  services  are 
E.  Paulman,  H.  Oberheim,  E.  Heisler,  L.  Peterson,  F.  Lentzen,  F.  Evans, 
Otto  Bach.  Without  such  men  it  would  be  impossible  to  conduct  an  affair 
of  this  kind,  and  their  thorough  knowledge  of  the  game  in  all  its  angles 
made  possible  a  successful  tournament. 

Thomas  E.  Wilson  &  Company  trophies  and  gold,  silver  and  bronze  medals 
were  awarded  to  the  95-pound,  105-pound,  115-pound  and  125-pound  classes. 
The  Chicago  Daily  News  bronze  shields  and  gold,  silver  and  bronze  medals 
were  awarded  in  the  135-pound  and  unlimited  weight.  The  Athletic  Officials 
Association,  principally  Messrs.  Ed  Lang,  J.  B.  Travnicek,  Nick  Malloy, 
H.  G.  Reynolds  and  A.  F.  Hammesfahr,  contributed  their  services  and  with 
their  expert  officiating  made  the  tournament  a  complete  success.  The 
summaries :

The  Broadway  Armory  League  was  an  independent  basketball  organiza- 
tion that  played  at  the  202d  Artillery  Armory  each  Tuesday  night  during 
the  months  of  November  and  December,  1921,  and  January,  February  and 
March,  1922.  Sixty-four  teams  entered  in  three  divisions.  Three  courts 
were  used  each  night  and  the  entire  schedule  was  played  with  little  difficulty. 
Many  teams  which  did  not  have  gymnasiums  were  thus  enabled  to  play,  and 
several  league  teams  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity  to  play  a  mid- 
week game  in  addition  to  their  league  contest.  In  Chicago  there  is  a  great  1 
need  for  gymnasiums  and  this  league  provided  accommodations  for  teams 
which  had  no  home  courts. 

The  Exmoors  won  the  championship  in  the  senior  unlimited  division  with  i 
twelve  victories  and  no  defeats.  Hennipin  K.  of  C,  with  nine  wins  and  two 
defeats,  was  second,  and  Columbus  K.  of  C.  was  third  with  nine  wins  and 
three  defeats.  Schaeffer  Deep  Rocks,  Indian  Boundary  A.C.,  Independence 
Park  Blues,  Brownson  K.  of  C,  O'Connor  K.  of  C,  and  Portage  Park  played 
good  basketball. 

In  the  light  heavyweight  division,  Northwestern  Elevated  R.R.  won  the 
championship  with  eleven  wins  and  no  defeats.  North  Shore  A.C.  was  sec- 
ond with  nine  wins  and  two  defeats.  Central  Freight  Association,  Portage 
Park  and  Shamrock  A.C.  made  a  good  showing. 

The  Belle  Plaine  A.C.  won  the  championship  in  the  135-pound  division. 
Capper  &  Capper,  Marquette  Council,  Avalon  A.C,  Oakwoods  A.C,  Alverno 
A.C  and  Swift  Playground  played  best. 

J.  B.  Travnicek,  Ed  Lang,  P.  S.  Moore,  R.  Umbright,  D.  Holway,  H.  R. 
Crook,  H.  G.  Immenhausen  and  A.  F.  Hammesfahr  were  the  officials  in  this 
league.  Out  of  640  games  played,  there  was  not  a  protest  or  a  serious  com- 
plaint about  the  officiating.  Capt.  C  I.  Backus  and  A.  F.  Hammesfahr  con- 
ducted the  league  and  it  is  the  start  of  what  is  expected  to  be  one  of  the  ] 
largest  basketball  leagues  in  the  country.  As  official  timekeepers,  score- 
keepers,  weighing-in  committee  and  conducting  the  tournament,  special 
mention  is  made  of  H.  Oberheim,  E.  Paulman,  E.  Heisler,  L.  Peterson. 
F.  Evans,  F.  Lentzen  and  H.  O.  Bach. 


Oak  Park  (HI.)  Y.M.C.A.

The  Oak  Park  Y.M.CA.  promoted  a  Sunday  School  League  made  up  of 
two  divisions.

Danville  (111.)  Y.M.C.A.

The  outstanding  activity  of  the  basketball  season  at  the  Danville  Y.M.C.A. 
was  the  Church  League.  Early  in  the  season  letters  were  sent  to  all 
churches  in  the  city  notifying  them  of  the  intended  league  and  requesting 
them  to  send  a  delegate  (giving  the  name  of  the  person  desired  where  an 
individual  was  known  to  be  interested  in  the  game  and  the  Sunday  School* 
to  a  meeting  at  which  the  necessary  rules  and  regulations  were  discussed. 
The  rule  requiring  regular  attendance  at  Sunday  School  for  a  player  to  be 
eligible  was  adopted  and  the  first  games  scheduled  for  January  6. 

Ten  Sunday  Schools  entered  teams  and  all  finished  the  schedule.  Only 
two  games  were  forfeited  and  two  postponed.  Games  were  played  Saturday 
nights,  starting  at  7  o'clock.  By  playing  twelve-minute  halves  with  six 
minutes  intermission  between,  it  was  found  possible  to  play  five  games  each 
evening.  All  the  games  were  played  on  the  Association  floor  and  drew 
capacity  crowds,  this  probably  being  the  first  league  to  attract  a  Saturday 
crowd.  The  tournament  also  aided  in  bringing  many  boys  to  Sunday  School 
other  than  those  who  played,  and  gave  them  a  team  to  back  with  loyalty. 
The  enrollment  and  attendance  in  nearly  all  the  schools  showed  a  decided 
increase.  Practically  every  team  used  the  same  players  throughout  the 
season,  thus  proving  that  very  few  attended  Sunday  School  just  to  play  on 
the  team.

The  senior  representative  team  of  the  Association  got  a  poor  start  and  lost 
most  of  its  games.     However,  in  a  district  amateur  tournament  held  by  the 
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local  Association,  sixteen  teams  entered  from  the  two  counties  comprising 
the  district,  two  being  composed  of  students  from  the  University  of  Illinois. 
The  Association  team  went  into  the  semi-finals  and  won  from  one  of  the 
University  teams  in  a  ten-minute  overtime  game  by  four  points.  The  hard 
fought  afternoon  game  sapped  the  energy  of  the  "Y"  players  and  they  lost 
the  final  to  the  team  which  won  the  state  championship  title. 

The  Hi  Leaders'  team,  composed  of  high  school  boys  serving  in  the 
Leaders  Club,  started  the  season  auspiciously;  but  the  loss  by  illness  of 
Horace  Newman,  center,  one  of  the  best  basketball  players  and  athletes 
for  his  age  in  Eastern  Illinois,  and  also  being  minus  the  services  of  Fred 
Mason,  guard,  the  Leaders  played  losing  games  during  the  balance  of 
the  season.  Nevertheless  the  team  finished  its  schedule,  putting  up  a  hard 
fight  till  the  end.  With  these  players  again  in  the  line-up,  the  Leader? 
should  develop  into  one  of  the  fastest  lightweight  teams  in  Illinois. 

Four  other  Leaders  Clubs  had  teams  and  played  games  with  outside  organ- 
izations, but  had  no  regular  schedules.  They  were  the  Senior  Employed  Boys. 
Junior  Employed  Boys,  Intermediate  and  Junior  Leaders.  The  idea  oi 
forming  basketball  teams  served  well  to  keep  the  leaders  together  and  give 
them  something  to  work  for,  but  like  every  other  physical  activity  it  must 
be  watched  or  it  is  likely  to  be  overdone.  Various  leagues  were  organized 
in  the  different  gym  classes,  so  that  practically  all  the  members  had  their 
share  of  the  great  invigorating  sport. 


Minneapolis  (Minn.)   Y.M.C.A. 

The  Employed  Boys'  and  Young  Men's  Basketball  League,  composed  of 
forty-four  teams  in  six  districts  of  the  city,  was  one  of  the  most  successful 
ever  held  in  the  Minneapolis  Association.  In  the  final  games  at  Central 
Y.M.C.A.  the  Gopher  team  from  South  Town  defeated  the  Badgers  from 
Northeast  by  the  score  of  29  to  13  in  the  Class  A  Division,  and  the  Four 
Squares  of  Central  District  won  from  the  Windom  Parks  of  Northeast  in  the 
Class  B  Division  by  the  score  of  22  to  13.  The  competition  was  close  in  the 
whole  final  series.  A  high  type  of  basketball  was  shown  throughout  the 
season.  

Minneapolis  (Minn.)  Central  Branch 

Interest  in  basketball  at  the  Central  Building  was  also  on  the  increase 
during  the  entire  season.  Some  fifty-odd  teams  of  varied  ages  and  from 
various  organizations  claimed  the  two  gym  floors  as  their  home,  with  a 
resulting  difficulty  for  adequate  handling  of  all  of  them. 

Of  these  fifty  teams,  sixteen  were  organized  into  two  leagues.  Eight 
teams  of  older  players  made  up  a  Saturday  Afternoon  League  and  a  schedule 
of  fifteen  games  was  played,  one  every  Saturday  afternoon  during  the  season. 
The  other  league  of  eight  teams  was  made  up  of  younger  players,  all  from 
regularly  organized  clubs  in  the  Young  Men's  Division,  and  was  known  as 
the  Young  Men's  Division  Club  League.  Their  contests  took  place  on 
Wednesday  and  Saturday  nights  and  a  schedule  of  fifteen  games  was  played. 
Interest  was  held  at  white  heat  throughout  the  entire  season,  chiefly  because 
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all  teams  in  each  league  were  very  evenly  matched.  In  the  Saturday  After- 
noon League  the  end  of  the  schedule  was  a  triple  tie  for  first  place  between 
the  Dayaks,  Tartars  and  Karibs.  The  Dayaks  won  the>  play-off.  In  the 
Young  Men's  Division  League  the  result  was  also  a  tie  with  the  Four 
Squares  and  the  Metropolitans  leading.  The  Four  Squares  won  the  play-off 
The  Four  Squares,  as  representatives  of  the  Central  Section  of  Young 
Men's  Clubs,  won  the  city-wide  championship  in  a  series  with  the  champions 
of  the  other  four  sections.  In  the  play-off  for  the  all-around  championship, 
however,  they  were  defeated  by  the  Dayaks.  Through  an  arrangement  with 
the  Duluth  (Minn.)  Y.M.C.A.,  which  had  been  conducting  a  similar  series 
at  the  Head  of  the  Lakes,  a  game  was  scheduled  with  their  champions — the 
Lutheran  A.C. — and  the  Dayaks.  The  game,  played  on  the  Minneapolis 
floor,  was  won  by  the  Duluth  representative  by  the  close  score  of  22  to  17. 
his  game  is  the  first  of  its  kind  ever  arranged  by  any  state  Y.M.C.A.  organ- 
ization and  was  so  successful  in  the  interest  aroused  that  plans  are  now  under 
way  for  a  similar  series  this  season. 

There  were  119  teams  in  the  Minneapolis  Sunday  School  Athletic  Asso 
ciation  basketball  championship  of  1922,  with  1,198  registered  players.  The 
championship  was  conducted  in  the  six  districts  of  Minneapolis.  The  win- 
ners of  the  district  leagues  met  the  winners  in  the  others  districts  in  an 
elimination  contest  running  from  March  8  to  25.  The  final  games  were  all 
played  at  Central  Y.M.C.A. 

In  the  Junior  Division  final,  38th  Street  Congregational  won  from  Wesley 
M.E.,  27  to  10.  In  the  Intermediate  Division,  Lyndale  Congregational  won 
from  Foss  M.E.,  21 — 18.  In  the  Senior  Division,  Trinity  Lutheran  won  the 
championship,  defeating  Temple  Baptist,  30 — 24.  It  was  the  third  year  thai 
the  senior  teams  had  met  in  the  final,  Trinity  Lutheran  winning  the  cham 
pionship  each  time. 

A  post-series  was  played  with  Central  Presbyterian  Church  at  St.  Paul  to 
determine  the  city  championship.  Central  Presbyterian  won  both  games, 
18 — 17  and  37 — 16.  This  was  the  first  Twin  City  championship  match  in  the 
Church  Leagues. 

The  type  of  basketball  shown  in  the  Sunday  School  League  last  season 
was  first-class  and  an  improvement  over  previous  years.  The  final  games 
brought  a  good  response  from  the  followers  of  the  different  teams.  All  the 
games  were  well  attended. 

Two  Harbors   (Minn.)   Y.M.C.A.

Although  the  town  boasts  of  a  population  of  only  4,500,  possibly  in  no 
other  city  in  the  Union  was  the  game  of  basketball  at  a  more  fevered  height 
than  in  this  small  town  of  Two  Harbors.  The  city  team,  known  as  the 
Two  Harbors  All-Stars,  met  and  defeated  some  of  the  best  teams  in  this 
section  of  the  country  and  closed  the  season  with  the  creditable  record  of 
thirty  games  won  and  but  four  lost.  At  the  National  A.A.U.  tournament  at 
Kansas  City  the  Stars  were  defeated  in  their  first  encounter  by  the  South- 
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western  College  team  of  Winfield,  Kans.,  but  showed  signs  of  their  weary 
and  long  trip.  The  Y.M.C.A.  team  in  its  first  year  in  the  field  turned  in 
almost  as  enviable  a  record  as  did  the  All-Stars,  having  won  twenty-one 
games  and  lost  but  five.  The  "Y"  team  also  met  and  defeated  many  good 
opponents.  Mugs  B jorum,  a  former  All-Star  man,  captained  the  team  and 
proved  to  be  a  worthy  chap  for  such  a  responsibility.  The  showing  made  by 
the  "Y"  team  speaks  well  for  the  future  of  the  game  and  representation  of 
the  city  in  this  particular  field  of  sports.  Notwithstanding  the  fact  that 
Coach  George  Hedger  of  the  local  high  school  did  not  arrive  on  the  scene 
until  the  middle  of  the  season,  the  squad,  captained  by  Ralph  Freeman, 
also  won  the  majority  of  games  in  which  they  played. 

Basketball  leagues  in  all  of  the  men's  and  boys'  classes  at  the  "Y"  were 
organized,  and  as  much  enthusiasm  was  shown  in  these  games  as  was  shown 
in  all  of  the  big  games  during  the  season.  Two  church  leagues  of  six 
teams  each  also  were  organized,  one  for  the  juniors  and  one  for  the  seniors 
At  the  finish  of  the  senior  race  three  teams,  namely,  Presbyterian,  English 
M.E.  and  Swedish  M.E.,  were  tied  for  first  place,  and  after  a  post-series  of 
games  the  boys  from  the  Presbyterian  Church  were  victors,  while  the  Swedes 
captured  second  place  and  English  M.E.  third.  In  the  Junior  Division,  after 
the  Swedish  Lutheran  defeated  the  Norwegian  Lutheran,  there  never  was 
any  doubt  in  the  minds  of  the  junior  followers  as  to  which  would  win  the 
classic.

The  "Y"  also  conducted  the  second  annual  Southwestern  Iowa  independent 
team  championship  in  which  nineteen  teams  entered.  Irwin  won  the  cham- 
pionship and  Modale  was  the  runner-up.  The  main  Council  Bluffs  teams 
did  not  play  in  the  tourney.  The  Hughes-Parmer  representatives,  cham- 
pions of  the  previous  season,  failed  to  enter  their  players  before  the  closing 
date,  and  the  Metcalf  team  was  withdrawn  before  they  had  played  a  game. 
For  the  Irwin  team,  Wickersham  and  Fogerty  were  the  outstanding  players. 
Their  hardest  game  was  the  one  in  which  they  eliminated  the  crack  Mace- 
donia team,  14  to  12.

The  Hughes-Parmer  Motor  Co.  won  the  Commercial  League  with  the 
De  Vol's  runners-up.

Newton   (Kans.)   Y.M.C.A.

The  1921-22  basketball  season  was  the  best  in  the  history  of  the  Newton 
Y.M.C.A.  from  the  standpoint  of  games  played,  number  of  men  engaged  and 
caliber  of  play.  The  seven-team  Community  League,  including  the  High 
School  Second  Team,  Old  Timers,  Cubs,  Hesston,  Harvey  County,  American 
Legion  and  Flying  N's  was  doubly  interesting.     Church,  Boy  Scout,  school 
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and  community  boy  groups  used  the  Y.M.C.A.  gymnasium  freely.     Associa- 
tion leagues  were  many  and  varied. 

Of  particular  importance  was  the  development  of  the  Lion  Cub  basketball 
squad.  The  Newton  Lion's  Club  purchased  suits,  transported  the  boys, 
provided  a  Bible  Class  teacher  and  generally  supervised  the  year's  work"  of 
this  squad.  Averaging  fourteen  and  one-half  years,  coached  by  the  Y.M.C.A. 
physical  director,  physically  examined  monthly,  one  visual  examination, 
weekly  talks  on  health,  regular  sleep  and  rational  living,  check-up  on  school 
records,  etc.,  kept  the  Lion  Cubs  in  fine  all-around  shape.  Sunday  School 
attendance  was  required,  and  church-going  parties  each  Sunday  night  added 
to  the  intensive  training  of  this  squad.  The  Lion  Cub  record  is  commend- 
able.   Twenty  games  were  played,  of  which  eighteen  were  won. 


Sheridan  (Wyo.)  Y.M.C.A.

Never  has  there  been  a  season  when  basketball  was  as  popular  as  the  past 
one  in  Sheridan.  There  were  in  all  approximately  thirty-eight  men's  and 
boys'  teams.  Just  previous  to  the  start  of  the  season  the  new  school  gymna- 
sium, where  most  of  the  games  were  played,  was  opened.  This  afforded 
the  largest  playing  place  of  any  floor  in  the  state. 

Four  teams  were  entered  in  the  City  League  and  twenty-eight  games  in 
all  were  played.  Three  teams  were  tied  for  first  place  the  last  night  of 
play  in  the  regular  schedule.  The  final  game  for  the  championship  was 
played  off  by  the  Clothiers  and  Basket  Grocery,  the  Clothiers  winning  in 
the  last  few  minutes.  In  the  Church  League  seven  teams  were  entered. 
The  standing  of  the  teams  follows:

At  the  end  of  the  schedule  the  Presbyterians  and  Methodists  were  tied 
for  first  place,  the  Presbyterians  winning  out  when  the  game  was  played 
to  decide  the  championship. 

A  unique  method  was  used  to  raise  funds  to  finance  the  leagues.  No 
admission  was  charged,  but  a  box  was  placed  at  the  door  and  all  visitors 
were  permitted  to  drop  in  whatever  sum  they  cared  to.  We  found  that  this 
swelled  the  crowds  and  that  we  had  enough  money  to  pay  the  expense  of 
both  leagues.  The  City  League  cost  approximately  six  cents  per  person 
attending  for  the  season  and  approximately  two  mills  per  person  per  game. 
The  Church  League  averaged  even  less. 


Los  Angeles  (Cal.)  Y.M.C.A.

The  season  of  1921-22  in  basketball  at  Los  Angeles  Central  Y.M.C.A.  was 
very  successful.     While  the  team  did  not  win  the  Southern  California  "Y" 
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championship,  it  did  make  a  brave  fight  and  was  defeated  by  Long  Beach 
in  the  final  game  of  the  championships  by  the  score  of  24  to  23.  This 
game  was  considered  by  many  to  be  the  most  exciting  of  the  entire  tour- 
nament. Los  Angeles  defeated  the  Redlands  and  Riverside  fives  in  the 
early  stages  of  the  tournament.  The  team  did  not  join  any  league,  but  went 
out  into  the  field  and  met  all  teams.  During  the  season  they  met  and 
defeated  such  strong  opponents  as  the  160th  Infantry,  C.N.G.,  Huntington 
Park  American  Legion,  Knights  of  St.  Paul  (twice),  Whittier  American 
Legion  and  the  U.S.S.  Frederick.  The  team  was  made  up  of  light  men 
that  played  a  fast  passing  aggressive  game. 


Fresno  (Cal.)  Y.M.C.A.

During  the  latter  part  of  November,  1921,  the  Fresno  Y.M.C.A.  started 
the  basketball  season  with  interclass  competition,  thirty-two  teams  being 
entered.  They  were  divided  into  two  divisions,  A  and  B,  and  all  teams 
were  made  as  nearly  equal  as  possible  in  order  to  give  every  member  of 
the  Association  a  chance  to  compete.  At  the  close  of  this  league  a  Y.M.C.A. 
League  was  organized  with  picked  teams  from  the  entire  group  to  represent 
the  »Y,"  and  outside  teams  were  allowed  to  cojnpete.  An  entry  fee  of  two 
dollars  was  charged  to  cover  the  cost  of  towels  and  soap.  Eighteen  teams 
entered.  This  league  also  was  divided  into  two  divisions,  A  and  B,  with 
Division  A  having  two  leagues  of  six  teams  each.  At  the  close  of  the  second 
round  the  two  leading  teams  of  each  division  played  a  post-series  for  the 
championship. 

This  league  was  followed  by  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  basketball  cham- 
pionships with  twenty-two  teams  entered,  representing  the  fastest  teams  in 
the  Valley  from  Bakersfield  on  the  south  to  Le  Grand  on  the  north.  This 
tournament  closed  the  season  and  took  in  the  best  teams  in  each  of  the  five 
weight  classes.  The  winners  of  the  various  divisions  follow:  110-lb. — Fink 
Smith  Playground  won,  Fresno  Y.M.C.A.  second.  120-lb. — Einsteins  Play 
ground  won,  Tulare  second.  130-lb. — Fresno  Y.M.C.A.  Greyhounds  won, 
Kingsburg  second.  145-lb. — Fresno  Y.M.C.A.  won,  Lemoore  second.  Unlim- 
ited— Fresno  Y.M.C.A.  won,  Legrand  second. 

The  public  schools,  playgrounds,  junior  high  schools,  high  schools,  tech- 
nical high  schools,  State  College,  banks — all  had  tournaments,  and  the 
winning  teams  of  each  division  were  invited  to  compete  in  the  San  Joaquin 
Valley  tournament  as  a  grand  finale  to  the  basketball  season.  Seventy-two 
teams  in  all  were  represented  in  the  Y.M.C.A.  leagues. 


Basketball  in  Northern  California 

(Oakland,  San  Francisco,  Bay  City  District)

The  years  of  1921  and  1922  were  by  far  the  greatest  in  the  history  of 
basketball  in  California.     The  sport  each  year  is  receiving  more  recognition 
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by  the  universities  and  colleges,  a  fact  that  could  not  have  been  stated 
a  few  short  years  ago.  Stanford  University  and  the  University  of  California 
found  difficulty  in  providing  seating  accommodations  for  the  tremendous 
crowds  which  followed  the  work  of  their  teams. 

The  high  schools  had  especially  good  teams  and  the  sport  reached  the 
highest  point  of  its  development  during  the  past  season.  The  writer  esti- 
mates that  fully  100  splendid  high  school  teams  were  seen  in  action  in 
Northern  California.  Interest  was  kept  at  white  heat  in  university  circles  by 
the  fact  that  leading  teams  from  the  Northwest,  such  as  the  University  of 
Washington,  Washington  State  College,  Oregon  Agriculture  College  and 
the  University  of  Oregon  each  played  one  or  more  games  in  this  district. 
Teams  from  Southern  universities  also  were  seen  in  action  here. 

The  erection  of  a  magnificent  basketball  pavilion  by  the  Associated  Stu- 
dents of  Stanford  University  was  a  notable  achievement  and  indicative  of 
the  tremendous  increase  of  interest  in  the  game.  This  pavilion  is  capable 
of  seating  from  eight  to  ten  thousand  people.  It  is  scientifically  lighted  and 
controlled,  and  has  a  spring  playing  floor  which  players  indorse  very  highly. 
Stanford  has  done  a  great  thing  for  basketball  by  building  this  pavilion 
exclusively  for  this  growing  sport. 

Strides  have  been  made  in  this  section  in  the  matter  of  officials.  The 
East  Bay  Officials  Association  of  Oakland  was  enlarged  to  include  all  the 
officials  of  the  region.  Well  attended  meetings  were  held  and  a  noticeable 
uniformity  of  officiating  was  the  result.  There  were  approximately  seventy- 
five  officials  who  attended  these  meetings.  The  work  of  the  San  Francisco 
and  Oakland  branches  of  A.  G.  Spalding  &  Bros.,  in  acting  as  clearing 
houses  for  officiating  the  basketball  games,  deserves  mention,  as  this  was 
an  endless  and  nearly  impossible  task  which  was  performed  in  an  unselfish 
and  efficient  manner. 

But  this  comment  on  basketball  in  Northern  California  would  be  incom- 
plete without  mentioning  the  assembling  of  basketball  interests  of  the 
East  Bay  Region,  under  the  general  chairmanship  of  J.  B.  Nash,  Oakland 
City  Recreation  Director.  More  than  thirty  teams  were  eventually  organized 
into  league  competition,  and  for  the  first  time  in  history  a  United  City 
Basketball  League,  at  the  various  weights,  was  organized  by  a  committee 
of  representative  men  who  were  competent  and  not  in  any  way  connected 
commercially  with  the  sport. 

The  leading  newspapers,  after  going  through  the  experience  of  running 
leagues  under  the  name  of  their  respective  papers,  were  unanimous  in 
boosting  the  new  venture  for  the  sake  of  the  game.  The  Oakland  City  Council, 
in  this  city  of  300,000  people,  by  special  action  granted  free  use  of  the 
magnificent  City  Auditorium,  where  four  games  could  be  played  on  occasion 
at  one  time,  and  an  unlimited  number  of  spectators  accommodated.  Inciden- 
tally, basketball  was  the  only  attraction  permitted  the  privilege  of  charging 
admission,  which  received  the  free  use  of  this  Auditorium.  This  is  indica- 
tive of  the  popularity  of  basketball  in  this  city. 

Two  hundred  and  four  teams  were  registered  as  the  Bay  Cities  Athletic 
Federation.  They  planned  individual  schedules,  reducing  their  ranks  to 
twelve  championship  teams  which  were  entered  in  the  Bay  City  finals.    The 
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"Socci  Omnes"  team  won  in  a  brilliant  finish  by  playing  an  excellent  clean 
brand  of  basketball. 

Interest  in  basketball  among  industrial  plants  is  growing,  especially  in 
San  Francisco,  where  the  Industrial  Athletic  Association  has  some  very 
strong  teams.  The  Y.M.C.A.'s  also  have  strong  basketball  programmes.  As 
usual,  tournaments  were  conducted  in  Northern  California  among  these 
institutions.  The  Oakland  Y.M.C.A.  won  the  unlimited  weight  championship, 

While  the  foregoing  includes  all  the  leading  team  activities  in  the  sport, 
there  is  always  a  great  deal  of  informal  basketball  among  the  playgrounds, 
private  clubs,  various  elementary  school  classes,  fraternities,  etc.,  so  that 
the  volume  of  the  outdoor  season — which,  by  the  way,  is  unusually  long — 
as  well  as  the  indoor  season  in  this  region  is  very  encouraging  to  the  game. 
Possibilities  for  basketball  are  very  bright  from  every  angle.  The  scope 
of  the  game  is  bound  to  grow  steadily. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  leading  teams  of  the  region  are  being 
more  efficiently  coached  every  season.  The  various  standard  styles  of  other 
sections  are  followed.  The  five-man  defense,  with  variations,  has  become 
popular.  Some  excellent  players  have  been  developed  on  the  Coast  by 
several  of  the  very  efficient  coaching  systems  being  followed.  The  West,  I 
believe,  would  be  thoroughly  capable  of  holding  its  own  with  the  East  in 
the  cage  game  in  just  the  same  proportion  as  California  University  has 
demonstrated  its  strength  in  football  and  track  and  field  athletics  during  the 
past  three  years.  

Portland  (Ore.)  Y.M.C.A.

Basketball  both  in  the  Portland  Y.M.C.A.  and  in  the  city  had  a  very 
successful  year,  more  teams  and  more  interest  being  in  evidence  than  in  any 
previous  year.  Some  twenty  teams  took  part  in  the  several  "Y"  leagues 
and  also  twenty-four  teams  in  the  class  leagues,  making  a  total  of  forty-four 
different*  teams  in  the  Association. 

In  the  Bankers  League  the  Ladd  &  Tilton  team  defeated  the  Hibernia 
team  for  the  first  time  in  eleven  years;  in  fact,  it  was  the  first  time  that  the 
Hibernia  team  has  been  defeated  at  all  during  that  period.  Each  of  these 
teams  had  scored  a  victory  over  the  other  and  they  tied  for  first  place. 
Ladd  &  Tilton  won  the  play-off  by  the  very  close  score  of  11  to  10.  The 
Bankers  League  was  promoted  by  the  Y.M.C.A.. 

After  winning  the  Portland  Bankers  League  championship,  the  Ladd  & 
Tilton  team  journeyed  to  Seattle  and  played  the  Dexter-Horton  Bank  team, 
winning  from  them  by  the  score  of  20  to  15.  This  victory  earned  for  them 
the  bank  championship  of  the  Pacific  Northwest.  All  told,  twenty-four 
games  were  played  by  the  Ladd  &  Tilton  team  during  the  season,  of  which 
they  won  nineteen.  The  final  standing  of  the  Portland  Bankers  League 
follows :

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Basketball  in  South  America

American  games  in  general  have  not  attained  great  prominence  in  the 
country  of  the  ancient  Incas,  but  Peru  today  is  evidencing  as  never  before 
an  interest  in  all  things  American.  It  is  not  too  much  to  expect  that  some 
of  our  best  team  games  will  become  prominent  features  in  the  social-athletic 
fabric  of  this  important  republic  of  the  west  coast  of  South  America. 

Now  that  the  Y.M.C.A.  is  definitely  organized  with  an  American  physical 
director  at  the  head  of  its  department  of  physical  education,  we  are  confident 
that  basketball  will  soon  take  its  proper  place  in  Peru.  C.  H.  Johnson  has 
but  recently  arrived  to  assume  his  duties  as  director  of  this  department.  He 
writes  me  that  demands  are  coming  in  upon  him  already  for  help  in  the 
organization  of  athletics.  Basketball  together  with  volley  ball  will  be  the 
first  games  which  he  will  propagate. 

A  few  months  ago,  while  visiting  our  Chilean  Associations  located  in 
Valparaiso  and  Santiago,  I  was  impressed  with  the  growing  enthusiasm  for 
the  great  game  which  the  Association  has  given  to  the  world  at  large. 
While  in  neither  of  these  cities  do  we  have  well  equipped  physical  depart- 
ments, yet  in  each  instance  the  rather  small  gymnasiums  are  provided  with 
basketball  goals  and  reduced  courts.  Interclass  tournaments  have  been  played 
each  year  in  the  Valparaiso  gymnasium.  In  all  extension  programmes 
operated  by  the  physical  department,  and  there  are  many,  basketball  has 
its  place. 

The  municipal  authorities  of  Valparaiso  never  put  on  any  kind  of  a  public 
athletic  programme  without  first  consulting  with  the  physical  director  of 
the  Association.  Not  long  ago  the  mayor  asked  the  physical  director  to 
prepare  for  the  municipal  council  an  ideal  playground  plan.  In  due  course 
of  time  a  blue  print  was  put  into  the  hand  of  the  mayor  and  as  a  result  his 
Government  is  doing  everything  possible  towards  the  realization  of  this  plan. 
The  playground  will  occupy  part  of  one  of  the  most  important  central  parks 
of  the  city.  Of  course,  being  a  model  playground,  adequate  space  will  be 
devoted  to  basketball  for  both  boys  and  girls. 

Upon  the  same  trip  I  visited  the  home  of  a  very  wealthy  Chilean  bachelor, 
whose  hobby  is  athletics.  He  has  converted  his  large  quinta  into  a  veritable 
boys'  paradise,  for  in  it  he  has  installed  a  football  field,  a  small  gymnasium, 
volley  ball,  tennis  and  basketball  courts.  While  he  did  not  know  much 
about  how  to  play  our  American  games,  he  was  using  the  rules  for  basket- 
ball which  appear  in  the  Association's  Official  Handbook  of  Rules  printed  in 
Spanish.  Later  as  I  talked  with  members  of  the  Athletic  Federation  which 
controls  all  sports  in  Chile,  I  learned  that  they  were  very  desirous  of  organ- 
izing a  section  to  promote  basketball. 

Since  the  start  made  in  1912  in  Argentina  under  the  auspices  of  P.  P. 
Phillips,  then  the  Association's  physical  director,  now  pioneering  similar 
work  in  Constantinople,  the  game  has  spread  all  over  the  country.  Many 
football  clubs  put  basketball  into  their  programme,  and  within  the  past  two 
years  a  basketball  federation  has  been  formed.     As  always,  the  most  inter- 
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esting  championships  continue  to  be  held  in  the  Association's  gymnasium, 
where  interclass  leagues  are  carried  on  each  year.  Only  a  short  time  ago 
a  representative  team  of  the  Basketball  Federation  of  Argentina  and  a  team 
from  Uruguay  began  a  series  of  games,  and  at  this  writing  honors  are  evenly 
divided.  The  present  Association's  physical  director,  F.  W.  Dickens,  is  the 
recognized  authority  on  basketball  matters  in  the  Argentine.  He  is  con- 
stantly advising  with  and  encouraging  outside  groups  and  institutions  in 
the  implantation  of  basketball. 

The  playground  system  of  Uruguay,  to  which  the  Association  has  been 
intimately  related  from  the  start,  is  growing  with  such  rapidity  that  it  is 
impossible  to  supply  the  proper  direction.  There  are  approximately  fifty 
playgrounds  in  this  great  little  republic,  each  of  which  has  one  or  more 
basketball  courts.  The  National  Basketball  Federation  promotes  annual 
championships.  Besides  this  main  series  of  games,  there  are  many  inter 
institutional  leagues  in  operation  each  year.  Julio  J.  Rodriguez,  Technical 
Director  of  the  National  Committee  of  Physical  Education,  the  supreme 
authority  upon  these  matters  in  Uruguay,  is  a  graduate  of  Springfield,  and 
consequently  is  a  keen  enthusiast  of  the  game.  With  his  guiding  hand  in 
evidence  at  all  times,  one  can  rest  assured  that  basketball  in  Uruguay  is 
proceeding  along  safe  and  sane  lines. 

The  enthusiasm  of  the  basketball  groups  in  Argentina  and  Uruguay  has 
led  them  to  organize  what  they  call  the  International  Basketball  Federation. 
Whether  or  not  this  will  grow  to  include  other  South  American  countries. 
I  cannot  say;  but,  in  view  of  the  events  scheduled  this  year  in  Brazil,  it  is 
barely  possible  that  their  organization  may  be  incorporated  into  a  larger 
international  confederation  which  will  include  all  sports. 

In  Brazil  the  game  has  not  spread  to  any  great  extent  outside  of  the 
cities  where  there  are  Associations,  though  exceptions  must  be  made  to  this 
statement  in  the  case  of  some  of  the  mission  schools.  The  greatest  enthu- 
siasm for  it  is  found  in  the  capital,  Rio  Janeiro,  where  the  Metropolitan 
League  annually  conducts  championships.  The  past  season  the  battle 
between  teams  representing  the  Association  and  the  Fluminense  Football 
Club  were  very  close  and  exciting,  victory  finally  going  to  the  latter  institu- 
tion, whose  team  had  been  carefully  coached  by  F.  C.  Brown,  an  American 
who  is  the  technical  director  of  this  very  remarkable  institution.  Mr.  Brown, 
working  with  the  very  fine  equipment  of  the  Fluminense  Football  Club,  has 
demonstrated  something  of  the  possibilities  of  fine  teamwork  in  basketball. 
It  is  due  to  the  impetus  given  to  the  game  by  H.  J.  Sims,  who  has  done  more 
than  any  one  man  to  implant  the  game  in  Brazil,  and  by  Mr.  Brown,  whose 
teams  are  such  a  shining  example  that  basketball  is  definitely  established  in 
the  ranks  of  major  sports  in  this  republic. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  basketball  in  South  America,  it  will 
have  a  place  on  the  programme  of  great  international  championships.  These 
games  will  be  held  in  connection  with  the  Latin-American  Games  patronized 
by  the  International  Olympic  Committee  which  will  take  place  in  Rio 
Janeiro  this  year.  This  event  no  doubt  will  be  the  forerunner  of  champion- 
ships which  will  some  day  include  all  Latin-American  countries.

Basketball  in  China 

By  Dr.  J.  H.  Gray,  National  Committee,  Y.M.C.A. 

Basketball  has  come  to  China  to  stay.  Further  than  that,  it  is  making 
apid  progress  all  along  the  coast  and  in  many  places  in  the  interior.  It  is 
lassing  through  the  same  stages  of  rampant  aggressive  play  that  the  game 
las  passed  through  in  America,  but  because  of  the  American  leadership  that 
s  interested  in  promoting  the  game,  the  bad  phases  of  this  development  are 
iassed  over  quickly  and  the  clean,  fast,  open  game  is  seen  in  most  places. 

Basketball  is  included  as  one  of  the  championships  in  the  Far  Eastern 
rames  (Olympics  of  the  Orient),  and  between  May  30- June  4,  1921,  teams- 
rom  Japan,  the  Philippines  and  China  competed  in  Shanghai  for  the  FaT 
Eastern  championships.  In  these  games  China  won,  defeating  the  Japanese. 
2 — 29,  and  the  Philippines,  30 — 27.  The  Philippines  won  from  Japan  bv 
he  score  of  49 — 21. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  same  week  an  Open  International  Champion- 
hip  was  conducted  in  which  six  teams  entered.  This  championship  wa» 
/on  by  the  Philippine  team,  which  turned  the  tables  on  the  team  from  North 
"hina  by  the  score  of  31 — 29. 

In  the  Shanghai  Foreign  Basketball  League  ten  teams  entered  and  played 
wo  rounds.  In  general  the  teams  were  well  balanced  and  the  play  was 
ood.  Enthusiasm  grew  as  the  season  advanced  and  the  league  wound  up 
n  a  spectacular  game  between  the  Bearcats,  representing  the  Y.M.C.A , 
nd  the  Strokeside  team,  representing  the  Shanghai  Rowing  Club.  The 
tearcats  lost  the  game,  and  then  forfeited  the  championship  to  the  Stroke- 
ide  team,  which  had  lost  but  one  to  the  Bearcats  in  the  first  round. 

The  East  China  Intercollegiate  Athletic  Association  conducts  a  basketball 
hampionship  each  year.  Six  colleges  entered  in  1922  and  the  season  ended 
i  a  three-cornered  tie.  In  the  play-off  Shanghai  College  defeated  Nanyang 
nd  was  in  turn  beaten  by  St.  John's  College.  The  teams  in  this  league  are 
11  Chinese.    The  play  compares  favorably  with  teams  in  America. 


Basketball  in  Fukien  Province,  China 

By  R.  A.  Leake,  Foochow  Y.M.C.A. 
Basketball  in  the  Fukien  Province  is  played  almost  entirely  as  an  out- 
loor  or  playground  game.  It  is  popular  among  the  students  and  is  played 
ti  nearly  every  middle  school  or  college  in  the  province.  During  the  year 
921  a  provincial  championship  tournament  was  held,  which  was  won  by 
"ung  Wen  Institue  of  Amoy.  The  province  was  divided  into  four  geograph- 
cal  divisions,  each  of  which  had  a  sectional  tournament.  The  winners  in 
he  two  northern  sections  played  off  at  Foochow  and  later  played  the  final 
gainst  the  winner  of  the  southern  division.  The  final  game  at  Foochow 
•etween  Tung  Wen  Institute  of  Amoy  and  the  First  Government  Normal 
School  of  Foochow  was  played  in  connection  with  the  Fukien  Provincial 
Championship  Games  on  November  19.  A  total  of  twenty-one  teams  com- 
bed for  the  championship.  Plans  are  being  made  to  hold  a  provincial 
ournament  every  two  years,  the  next  one  being  in  November,  1923. 
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Hankow   (China)   Y.M.C.A.

Basketball  has  not  reached  a  very  high  state  of  development  as  yet  in  this 
center,  and  there  has  been  practically  no  competition.  We  have  been  trying 
to  encourage  it  among  some  of  the  schools  and  they  are  making  a  beginning 
We  made  up  a  Y.M.C.A.  team  (Chinese)  which  met  the  Wilmington  team 
once  before  that  boat  left  for  Shanghai,  and  played  the  Villalobos  team 
twice  while  that  boat  was  in  port. 

The  only  real  basketball  competition  in  Hankow  has  been  played  by  the 
foreigners  who  have  been  coming  to  the  Association  twice  a  week  for  a 
little  exercise.  About  a  dozen  men  have  attended  quite  regularly  and 
several  others  occasionally,  so  we  have  just  enough  to  make  up  two  teams. 
Tried  to  get  more  in  order  to  start  a  league,  but  we  do  not  have  a  large 
enough  community  to  do  that.  We  have  not  let  up  in  our  efforts  to  interest 
the  schools  and  hope  to  arouse  some  real  enthusiasm  for  the  game  in  the 
near  future.  

Peking  (China)   Y.M.C.A. 

By  Robert  T.  Forbes. 

The  basketball  season  was  the  best  since  the  writer  has  been  in  Peking — 
that  is,  in  three  years — and  some  consider  it  the  best  ever,  taken  on  the 
whole.  Two  good  leagues  were  organized — the  College  and  the  Open.  In 
both  leagues  clean  play  and  playing  for  fun  was  emphasized  and  the  spirit 
has  been  very  fine. 

In  the  College  League  there  were  six  teams  entered.  Tsing  Hua  took 
first  place  and  the  Higher  Normal  team  finished  second.  In  the  Open 
League  the  Peking  Y.M.C.A.  team  won,  with  the  United  States  Marines 
second.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  there  are  virtually  two  types  of  basketball 
played  here,  there  was  no  sectional  championship  decided.  The  College 
League  plays  outdoor  games,  while  the  Open  is  an  indoor  league.  Peking 
"Y"  played  Tsing  Hua  one  game  out-of-doors  and  the  latter  won,  but  refused 
to  play  a  return  game  indoors.  In  intercity  games  Peking  has  been  uni- 
formly victorious. 

The  writer  has  often  wondered  whether  we,  in  China,  should  not  recognize 
two  kinds  of  basketball — the  indoor  game  and  the  outdoor  game.  This  subject 
has  been  discussed  many  times  by  those  who  are  interested,  and  it  is 
certain  that  playing  conditions  are  different.  A  team  that  plays  a  first-class 
game  indoors  has  little  chance  on  the  outdoor  court,  especially  with  the 
kind  and  size  of  the  average  indoor  floor  in  China.  All,  so  far  as  known, 
with  one  exception,  are  much  below  the  maximum  size  of  the  court  as 
allowed  under  the  rules,  while  the  outdoor  courts  are  nearly  the  maximum. 
Then,  on  indoor  courts,  the  players  play  the  walls  and  are  handicapped 
when  they  go  outside.  Just  the  reverse  is  true  of  the  team  accustomed 
to  the  outdoor  game.  For  a  long  time  to  come  the  majority  of  basketbal] 
games  are  going  to  be  played  out-of-doors.  Especially  is  that  true  in  the 
North,  where  it  can  be  played  outside  practically  all  winter  long. 
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Board  of  Approved  Basketball  Officials

$1.00.)  This  fee  covers  the  ~ost  of  publishing  special  edition  of  the  Rules, 
the  approved  official's  whistle,  printing,  postage,  stationery,  etc. 

Application  cards — see  reproduction  on  following  page — will  be  furnished 
upon  request  by  the  Basket  Ball  Officials  Committee,  347  Madison  Avenue, 
New  York.  "Affiliation"  indicated  on  application  card  refers  to  present 
organization  connection,  while  "experience"  refers  to  length  of  service,  team 
and  institution.  Special  attention  is  called  to  the  following  statement  which 
appears  on  the  reverse  side  of  the  card: 

Standard  of  Sportsmanship  Required. 

"I  am  in  hearty  agreement  with  the  efforts  of  the  Joint  Basketball  Committee  to 
maintain  the  highest  possibly  standard  of  sportsmanship  in  the  game  of  Basketball,  and 
if  approved  as  a  National  Board  Official,  I  will  seek  to  co-operate  with  them  to  the  best 
of  my  ability  by  strictly  enforcing,  both  in  letter  and  spirit,  all  the  rules  as  published 
in  the  Official  Rule  Book.  I  will  endeavor  to  attend  the  Annual  Basketball  Conference 
held  nearest  to  me,  and  at  the  cllose  of  the  season  wilt  forward  a  report  of  the  games 
at  which  I  officiated,  covering  the  date,  place,  teams,  score,  number  of  fouls  called,  etc." 

Only  those  who  are  in  hearty  sympathy  with  and  can  conscientiously 
sign  the  above  statement  will  be  approved,  regardless  of  general  ability  or 
other  qualifications. 

Service  Reports. 

It  is  obligatory  on  the  part  of  every  Approved  Official  to  report  to  the 
Officials  Committee  the  games  in  which  he  officiates.  Report  cards,  as 
indicated  on  following  page,  are  furnished  for  this  purpose.  It  is  requested 
that  these  cards  be  mailed  after  every  fifteenth  game.  Enrolled  Officials 
failing  to  file  their  annual  service  reports  for  two  consecutive  seasons  cannot 
be  continued  on  the  active  published  list. 

Official's  Costume. 
While  no  standard  costume  has  been  officially  designated  for  use  while 
officiating,  the  following  will  prove  serviceable  and  neat:  Soft  light  colored 
negligee  shirt  (half  or  full  sleeves*,  soft  collar,  bow  tie,  navy  blue  trousers 
(serge  or  flannel),  and  rubber-soled  shoes.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  this 
suggestion  is  being  increasingly  accepted  by  officials. 

The  Officials  Committee  has  earnestly  and  conscientiously  sought  to 
improve  the  standard  of  officiating  in  the  game  of  Basketball,  and  wish  to 
express  their  sincere  appreciation  for  the  enthusiastic  endorsement  of  their 
efforts  by  all  friends  of  the  game.

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Procedure  in  Organizing  a  Chartered  Board 
of  Approved  Officials 

The  plan  of  granting  charters  to  local  and  district  organizations  of 
Approved  Basketball  Officials  met  with  instant  general  approval. 

Organizations  have  been  perfected  and  charters  granted  in  many  of  the 
largest  centers  of  the  United  States. 

The  object  of  developing  Chartered  Boards  is  to: 

1.  Improve  the  service  of  Approved  Officials. 

2.  Standardize  the  interpretation  of  the  rules  by  Officials. 

3.  Dignify  the  duties  and  standing  of  Officials. 

4.  Unite  all  Basketball  Officials  in  common  ideals  and  practise  concerning 
the  game. 

The  following  is  the  procedure  in  order  to  become  either  a  Local  or 
District  Board  of  Approved  Basketball  Officials: 

1.  Secure  a  minimum  of  ten  experienced  Officials  who  can  be  locally 
approved  as  qualified  Officials.  (It  is  not  necessary  that  these  men 
shall  have  been  approved  previously  by  the  National  Officials  Com- 
mittee.) 

2.  Secure  a  printed  application  form  from  the  Officials  Committee  at  347 
Madison  Avenue,  New  York,  also  a  copy  of  the  Standard  Constitution 
for  an  Approved  Board. 

3.  Call  a  meeting  of  the  members  or  proposed  members,  and, 

(a)  Adopt  the  Standard  Constitution,  making  whatever  additions 
may  seem  advisable. 

(b)  Elect  Officers. 

(a)  Decide  whether  you  desire  a  Local  or  District  charter.  (Local 
is  confined  to  one  city  and  its  immediate  environs;  District 
may  include  several  counties.) 

4.  Determine  the  name  of  the  organization. 

5.  Fill  out  and  mail  the  application  form,  and  at  the  same  time  give  the 
names  and  addresses  of  all  officers  and  members.  Also,  send  a  copy 
of  the  minutes  of  the  organization  meeting  and  a  copy  of  the  Consti- 
tution and  By-Laws  as  adopted. 

6.  Enclose  a  cheque  or  money  order  covering  the  initial  charter  fee  of 
$10.00,  as  well  as  $2.00  for  every  member.  (The  annual  charter 
renewal  fee  is  $5.00  and  individual  National  enrollment  renewal  is 
$1.00.) 
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7.  State  definitely  whether  Local  or  District  charter  is  desired,  and  indi- 
cate exactly  the  territory  to  be  covered. 

8.  Plan  definitely  to  send  an  official  representative  to  the  Annual  Meeting 
of  the  National  Board  of  Approved  Officials  to  be  held  in  New  York 
City  about  April  15,  1923. 

NOTE — In  cities  or  districts  where  charters  have  been  granted,  no  indi- 
vidual members  will  be  accepted  for  enrollment  by  the  National  Committee. 
In  such  localities  every  applicant  should  identify  himself  icith  the  local 
organization.

The  Game  and  the  Rules 

The  game  of  Basketball  had  its  best  season  during  1921-22.  This  is 
clearly  indicated  by  the  much  larger  number  of  Approved  Officials,  the 
greater  number  of  amateur  teams  playing  the  game  and  the  marked 
increased  attendance  at  important  contests  throughout  the  country.  In 
addition,  the  Joint  Committee  Rules  are  now  officially  translated  into 
Chinese,  Japanese  and  Spanish,  and  are  being  used  in  China,  Japan  and 
South  America. 

Although  Basketball  has  been  steadily  progressing  as  a  clean  open 
game,  increasing  in  favor  with  both  player  and  spectator,  there  are  still 
too  many  fouls  committed  in  almost  every  game.  A  large  proportion  of 
these  fouls  are  made  by  defending  players  in  the  general  vicinity  of  the 
opponents'  goal.  The  most  needed  improvement  in  the  game  is  a  decided 
reduction  in  the  number  of  fouls. 

For  several  years  there  has  been  a  growing  desire  on  the  part  of  the 
friends  of  the  game  to  improve  the  rules  relating  to  violations  and  penal- 
ties, and  a  special  committee  was  appointed  a  year  ago  to  make  a  careful 
study  of  the  subject.  Under  the  direction  of  Dr.  J.  E.  Raycroft,  this 
Committee  presented  definite  recommendations  at  the  annual  meeting 
which  resulted  in  several  of  the  most  important  changes  in  the  Rules  that 
have  been  made  in  years.  Four  technical  fouls  have  been  removed  from 
the  classification  of  fouls  and  are  now  known  as  violations,  the  penalty 
for  such  violations  being  to  give  possession  of  the  ball  to  the  non-offend- 
ing team  at  the  nearest  point  on  the  side  (not  the  end)  out  of  bounds. 
(Rule  14,  Sections  8  to  11.) 

The  most  important  revision  relates  to  the  creation  of.  a  seventeen- foot 
goal  zone  in  which  all  personal  fouls  committed  by  the  defending  team 
results  in  the  non-offending  team  being  given  two  "free  throws."  (Rule 
1,  Section  4;  Rule  15,  Sections  6  to  8.) 

The  rule  covering  the  movement  of  the  teet  in  starting  a  play  while 
standing  still  has  been  reworded  in  order  to  clearly  indicate  when  the  ball 
is  to  be  disposed  of.     (Rule  7,  Section  8,  Note.) 

Several  important  changes  have  been  made  in  Rule  11  concerning 
"time  out." 

The  Referee  is  now  under  obligation  to  request  the  co-operation  of  the 
Umpire  in  "out-of-bounds"  and  "coaching"  decisions.     (Rule  6,  Section  10.) 

All  boys'  games  are  definitely  divided  into  quarters  instead  of  halves, 
the  time  length  of  each  quarter  differing  according  to  the  ages  of^ 
the  players.     (Rule  8,  Section  1,  Note). 

Questions  and  Answers  are  now  officially  declared  a  part  of  the  Rules. 

It  is  the  desire  of  the  Rules  Committee  that  the  1922-23  revisions  be 
accepted  as  a  genuine  contribution  to  the  permanent  improvement  of 
the  game.

THE  GAME. 
The  game  of  Basketball  is  played  by  two  teams 
of  five  men  each,  the  ball  being  passed  from  one 
player  to  another.  The  purpose  of  each  team  is  to 
score  as  many  points  as  possible  by  tossing  the  ball 
into  its  own  basket,  and  at  the  same  time  prevent 
the  other  team  from  securing  possession  of  the 
ball  or  scoring. 

RULE  1. 
EQUIPMENT. 

Section  1.     The  Playing  Court  shall  be  a  rect-  court:

If  you  desire  reply  on  the  same  sheet  on  which  questions  are  asked, 
this  can  be  done  only  when  a  duplicate  accompanies  the  original  letter. 

The  Committee  requires  the  person  who  answers  inquiries  to  file  the 
original  letter  and  copy  of  reply  in  his  office. 

No.  1.    Rule  5,  Sec.  1. 

Q — May  a  team  play  with  less  than  five  players?  A — A  team  must 
begin  the  game  with  five  players,  but  if  it  has  no  substitutes  to  replace 
players  who  are  required  to  leave  the  game,  it  may  continue  the  game 
with  less  than  five  players. 

No.  2.     Rule  5,  Sec.  3. 

Q — What  is  the  proper  method  to  follow  in  substituting  players?  A — 
Report  to  Scorer  first,  then,  as  soon  as  play  is  suspended,  report  to  and 
be  recognized  by  Referee. 

No.  3.     Rule  5,  Sec.  3. 

Q — How  many  substitutes  may  be  used  in  a  game?     A — No  limit. 
No.  4.     Rule  5,  Sec.  6. 

Q — Shall  players  be  numbered  in  accordance  with  their  playing  posi- 
tions?    A — Not  necessary;  the  custom  is  to  give  captain  No.  1. 

No.  5.     Rule  6,  Sec.  2. 

Q — Who  decides  when  ball  is  dead?     A — The  Referee. 
No.  6.     Rule  6,  Secs.  2  and  5. 

Q — If  the  Referee  and  Umpire  disagree  as  to  whether  a  p-oal  should  be 
counted,  who  decides?  A — The  Referee,  but  he  should  be  willing  to  con- 
sult the  Umpire. 

No.  7.    Rule  6,  Sec.  4. 

Q — Who  is  responsible  for  behavior  of  spectators?  A — The  home 
team.  If  the  game  is  on  a  neutral  court,  the  Committee  in  charge  is 
responsible.  Usually  if  the  Referee  appeals  to  the  sportsmanship  of  the 
spectators  by  a  statement  from  the  floor,  no  further  action  is  necessary. 
Referee  may  call  fouls. 
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No.  8.    Rule  6,  Sec.  5. 

Q — Does  Referee's  decision  take  precedence  over  Umpire's  in  calling  a 
foul?    A— No. 
No.  9.    Rule  6,  Sec.  5. 

Q — The  Referee  and  Umpire  make  approximate  simultaneous  decisions 
on  the  same  play  and  the  decisions  involve  different  penalties  against  the 
same  player ;  which  takes  precedence  ?    A — The  one  drawing  attention  to 
the  graver  of  the  two  penalties. 
No.  10.    Rule  6,  Sec.  11. 

Q — The  Scorers  fail  to  notify  the  Referee  that  a  player  has  had  four 
personal  fouls  called  against  him  and  he  continues  to  play.  What  should 
be  done?  A — The  points  made  during  the  period  that  this  player  was 
ineligible  shall  be  counted  as  well  as  the  time  played,  but  immediate  sub- 
stitution for  offending  player  shall  be  made  as  soon  as  the  fact  that  he 
has  four  personal  fouls  comes  to  the  attention  of  the  Referee.  If 
Scorers  are  so  inefficient  or  negligent  that  they  fail  to  notify  the  Referee, 
they  should  be  at  once  removed  from  that  game  and  not  permitted  to  serve 
in  any  capacity  for  the  remainder  of  the  season.  No  excuses  should 
be  accepted.

Q — Suppose  the  Timekeeper's  signal,  indicating  end  of  playing  time,  is 
not  heard,  and  a  goal  is  made.  Does  it  count?  A — In  case  of  disagree- 
ment the  Referee  should  decide  after  consulting  with  the  Timekeepers. 

No.  12.    Rule  7,  Sec.  1. 

Q — Two  players  are  jumping  for  ball  being  tossed  up  by  Referee; 
one  player  bats  ball  into  opponent's  basket ;  does  the  goal  count  and  for 
whom?    A — Goal  counts  for  team  into  whose  basket  it  was  batted. 

No.  13.    Rule  7,  Sec.  1. 

Q — If  the  ball  enters  the  basket  from  below,  goes  through  and  drops 
back  into  the  basket,  is  a  goal  scored?     A — No. 
No.  14.    Rule  7,  Sec.  2  and  Note. 

Q — In  a  game  recently,  one  of  our  players  touched  the  wall  behind 
the  backboard   with  his  body  while  he  had  the  ball   in  his  possession. 
Should  he  be  considered  in  bounds  or  out  of  bounds?     A — The  player 
is  out  of  bounds. 
No.  15.    Rule  7,  Sec.  2. 

Q — Ball  glances  off  face  of  backboard  and  across  boundary  line,  but 
before  it  touches  the  floor  or  any  obstruction  out  of  bounds,  it  is  caught 
by  a  player  who  is  "in  bounds."    Is  the  ball  in  bounds  or  out  of  bounds  ? 
A — In  bounds. 
No.  16.    Rule  7,  Sec.  2. 

Q — When  the  backboards  are  placed  directly  against  a  wall,  are  players 
allowed  to  run  up  the  wall  and  shoot  for  goal  without  violating  the  rules? 
A — No;  they  are  out  of  bounds. 
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No.  17.    Rule  7,  Sec.  2. 

Q — On  courts  on  which  the  walls  are  used  for  backboards,  is  it  legal 
to  "run  up  the  wall"  in  throwing  for  goal?  A — Teams  which  play  on 
courts  not  laid  out  according  to  the  Rules  must  make  their  own  ground 
rules.  It  is  recommended,  however,  that  "running  up  the  wall"  be  not 
permitted.  It  is  further  recommended  that  courts  be  laid  out  as  specified 
in  the  Rules  whenever  this  is  possible. 

No.  18.    Rule  7,  Sec.  4. 

Q — How  long  may  a  player  "in  bounds,"  who  is  not  closely  guarded, 
hold  the  ball  without  violating  the  rules?  A — Indefinitely;  the  length  of 
time  he  may  hold  it  depends  on  the  activity  of  his  opponent.

Q — Is  it  a  foul  to  hug  the  ball  ?  A — Hugging  the  ball  is  not  a  foul ;

Q — If  a  closely  guarded  player  is  holding  the  ball  on  the  floor  and 
making  no  attempt  to  play  it,  should  a  foul  be  called?  A — No;  if 
opponent  is  closely  guarding  him  it  is  a  "held  ball."

Q — How  soon  after  the  dribble  is  completed  must  a  player  pass  the  ball 
or  throw  for  goal?    A — At  his  convenience,  if  he  is  not  closely  guarded.

Q — Would  standing  still  and  bouncing  the  ball  on  the  floor  constitute 
a  dribble?     A — Yes. 
No.  23.    Rule  7,  Sec.  9. 

Q — What  is  a  dribble  and  when  does  a  dribble  start?  A — When  a 
player,  having  gained  possession  of  the  ball  in  any  wa}',  throws,  rolls, 
bats  or  bounces  the  ball  and  touches  it  again  before  it  is  touched  by 
another  player,  a  dribble  takes  place.  The  dribble  starts  at  the  instant 
the  ball  leaves  the  player's  hands,  and  ends  at  the  instant  the  ball  comes 
to  rest  in  one  or  both  hands  or  touches  both  hands  simultaneously. 

No.  24.    Rule  7,  Sec.  9 ;  Rule  14,  Sec.  11,  Note. 

Q — May  a  player  dribble  the  ball  without  it  touching  the  floor  ?  A— A 
dribble  to  be  legal  must  come  in  contact  with  the  floor,  except  that  during 
the  progress  of  a  given  dribble  the  ball  may  be  batted  in  the  air  once  only.

Q — A  player  fumbles  and  juggles  the  ball  and  finally  gains  possession 
of  it;  has  he  completed  a  dribble?    A — Yes. 
No.  26.    Rule  7,  Sec.  9. 

Q — May  a  player  while  dribbling  alternate  hands  without  violating  the 
rules  ?     A — Yes. 
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No.  27.     Rule  7,  Sec.  9. 

Q— Player  catches  ball  with  two  hands,  dribbles  with  one  hand  and 
each  hand  alternately,  catches  ball  with  two  hands  at  end  of  dribble 
and  passes;  is  this  a  foul?    A — No. 

No.  28.    Rule  7,  Secs.  10  and  11. 

Q— Some  guards  have  the  habit  of  putting  their  hands  on  the  body  of 
opponent;  is  this  a  violation  of  the  rules?  A — It  certainly  is;  a  personal 
foul  should  be  called  for  "holding"  or  "blocking." 

No.  29.    Rule  7,  Sec.  10. 

Q — Is  it  legal  for  a  player  to  reach  over  or  around  his  opponent  from 
the  rear,  put  his  hand  on  the  ball  and  then  swing  around  to  the  side? 
A — Yes ;  provided  there  is  no  personal  contact,  which,  however,  is  almost 
impossible  in  such  a  play.    See  Note  to  Rule  7,  Sec.  10. 

No.  30.    Rule  7,  Sec.  11. 

Q — Can  blocking  take  place  if  there  is  no  personal  contact?  A — Yes. 
The  rule  against  blocking  is  to  be  strongly  interpreted  and  enforced  on 
the  following  basis :  The  defensive  player  has  no  right  to  place  his  hand 
upon  the  person  whom  he  is  guarding  in  order  to  keep  more  closely  in 
touch  with  him  and  so  as  to  be  able  to  anticipate  and  check  the  legitimate 
play  of  his  opponent.  Nor  has  he  the  right  to  dance  in  front  of  him  in 
order  to  obstruct  his  progress.  He  may  run  alongside  of  him  in  an  effort 
to  get  the  ball  first,  but  neither  player  in  such  a  contingency  has  the  right 
to  crowd  the  other  away  from  the  direct  line  to  the  ball.

Q — Player  "A"  is  trying  for  goal  from  field;  his  opponent  grabs  the 
ball,  but  does  not  touch  the  player;  is  this  a  legal  play?    A — Yes.

0 — Must  the  players  face  toward  their  "own"  baskets  when  jumping 
in  center  or  elsewhere?     A — No  particular  facing  is  required. 

No.  33.    Rule  8,  Sec.  5 ;  Rule  6,  Sec.  6,  Note. 

Q — When  two  players  are  jumping  for  ball  being  tossed  up  by  the 
Referee,  in  the  center  or  elsewhere,  what  positions  are  the  other  players 
obliged  to  assume?  A— They  may  take  any  position  on  the  court,  pro- 
vided they  do  not  interfere  with  the  jumpers. 

No.  34.    Rule  8,  Sec.  6 ;  Rule  7,  Sec.  14. 

Q — When  the  ball  is  tossed  up  by  the  Referee  in  center  or  elsewhere, 
are  both  players  obliged  to  jump  and  make  an  effort  to  tap  the  ball? 
A — No.  If,  however,  another  player  taps  the  ball,  the  Referee  should 
toss  it  up  again  at  the  same  place  and  order  both  players  to  jump  and 
make  an  honest  attempt  to  tap  it.  Failure  to  comply  with  the  Referee's 
order  is  a  foul  on  one  or  both  for  delaying  the  game. 
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o.  35.     Rule  8,  Sec.  6. 

Q — When  players  are  jumping  for  the  ball  being  thrown  up  by  the 
Referee  in  center  or  elsewhere,  may  one  of  the  players,  after  the  Referee's 
whistle  has  blown  for  play,  jump  out  of  the  circle  or  "position"  and  try  to 
outguess  his  opponent  by  getting  in  a  position  to  receive  the  tap  ?  A — 
Yes ;  provided  he  does  not  leave  the  circle  until  after  the  ball  has  been 
tapped.

Q — What  must  be  the  position  of  the  feet  when  jumping  in  center 
and  elsewhere?  A — The  feet  of  each  player  must  be  within  his  half  of 
the  circle.

Q — May  players  catch  ball  when  jumping  in  center  and  elsewhere?  A — 
No;  it  must  be  tapped  first,  but  the  jumpers  or  any  other  players  may 
catch  it  immediately  after  it  has  been  tapped.

Q — When  ball  is  tapped  after  jumping  in  center  or  elsewhere,  can 
either  one  or  both  jumpers  touch  or  catch  it  before  it  is  touched  by  a 
third  player?

Q — A  captain  claims  that  if  his  team  does  not  use  up  the  three  "time 
outs"  without  penalty  allowed  by  the  rules  and  the  game  results  in  a 
tie  score,  he  can  use  the  remaining  ones  in  the  extra  periods  of  play; 
is  he  correct?   A — Yes;  overtime  play  is  a  continuation  of  the  second  half.

Q — Ball  is  being  tossed  up  by  Referee  between  two  players ;  after  it 
has  been  tapped  and  before  any  other  player  touches  it,  it  goes  to  "out 
of  bounds";  what  is  the  decision?  A — Ball  goes  to  an  opponent  of  player 
who  tapped  it  out,  as  in  Rule  10,  Sec.  1.  If  both  players  tap  it  simul- 
taneously, Rule  10,  Sec.  2,  governs.

0 — What  is  the  penalty  if  a  captain  asks  for  time  out  when  the  ball 
is  in  possession  of  the  opponents  out  of  bounds?  A — Time  out  should  not 
be  granted  and  a  foul  may  be  called  for  delaying  the  game.

Q — May  a  player  dribble  the  ball  while  part  of  his  person  is  touching 
the  floor  out  of  bounds,  without  violating  the  rules?     A — No.

Q — When  a  player  is  in  the  act  of  passing  the  ball  in  from  out  of 
bounds,  is  it  illegal  for  him  to  step  on  the  boundary  line?  A — No ;  but 
if  he  steps  across  the  boundary  line  into  the  court  he  violates  this  rule. 
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No.  44.    Rule  14,  Sec.  11,  Penalty. 

Q — If  there  are  no  boundary  lines  on  the  sides  of  the  court,  how  shall 
the  penalty  for  violations  of  Rule  14,  Sections  8,  9,  10,  11,  be  adminis- 
tered? A — It  is  recommended  that  the  ball  be  given  to  an  opponent  on 
the  side  of  the  court  at  the  point  nearest  the  spot  where  the  violation 
was  committed,  and  that  the  opponent  play  the  ball  as  from  out  of 
bounds,  no  player  being  permitted  to  be  nearer  than  three  feet.

0 — Is  it  illegal  for  players  of  one  team  to  retain  possession  of  the  ball 
by  holding  it  or  passing  it  among  themselves  and  make  no  attempt  to 
score?

Q — A  player  is  dribbling  and  an  opponent  runs  in  at  right  angles  to  the 
direction  the  dribbler  is  going  and  bats  the  ball  out  of  his  hands,  and 
while  so  doing  personal  contact  results ;  has  a  foul  been  committed,  and 
on  which  one?  A — A  foul  for  personal  contact  has  been  committed;  it 
may  have  been  the  fault  of  either;  the  official  who  decides  must  see  the 
play  to  make  decision.
